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Will confeſs to you, that the majeſty -of the 
| SCRIPTURES ſtrikes me with admiration, as 

the purity of the Gos EIL hath its influence 
on my heart. Peruſe the works of our Philoſophers 
with all their pomp of diction: how mean, how con- 
temptible are they, compared with the Scripture! 
Is it poſſible that a book, at once ſo ſimple and 
ſublime, ſhould be merely the work of man? Is 


it poſſible that the ſacred perſonage, whoſe hiſtory 


it contains, ſhould be himſelf a mere man? Do 
we find that he aſſumed the tone of an enthuſiaſt 
or ambitious ſectary? What ſweetneſs, what pu- 
rity in his manners? What an affecting graceful- 
neſs in his delivery? What ſublimity in his 
maxims! What profound wiſdom in his diſ- 
courſes! What preſence of mind, what ſubtilty, 
what truth in his replies! How great the com- 
mand over his paſſions! Where is che man, where 
the Philoſopher, who could ſo live, and fo die, 
without weakneſs, and without oſtentation? When 
Plato deſcribed his imaginary good man loaded 
with all the ſhame of guilt, yet meriting the 
higheſt rewards of virtue, he deſcribes exactly 
the character of ISS Car15T : the reſemblance 
was ſo ſtriking, that all the Fathers perceived it. 
+ What prepoſſeſſion, what blindneſs mult it be, 
to compare the fon of Sophroniſcus “ to the fon 
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The CONFESSION 


of Maxy ? What an infinite diſproportion there 
is between them? SocRATESs dying without pain 
or ignominy, eaſily ſupported his character to 
the Laſt; and if his death, however eaſy, had 
not crowned his lite, it might have been doubted 
whether Socrates, with all his wiſdom, was any 
thing more than a vain ſophiſt. He invented, it is 
ſaid, the theory of morals. Others, however, 
had before put them in practice; he had only to 
ſay therefore what they had done, and to reduce 
their examples to precepts. Ariſtides had been 
jus before Socrates defined jus TIE; Leonidas 
had given up his life for his country before So- 
crates declared Patriotiſm to be a duty; the Spar- 
tans were a ſober people before Socrates recom- 
mended Sobriety; before he, had even defined 
Virtue Greece abounded in virtuous men. But 
where could Jesvs learn, among his competitors, 
that pure and ſublime morality, of which he only 
hath given us both precept and example. The 
greateſt wiſdom was made known amidit the moſt 


bigotted fanaticiſm, and the ſimplicity of the moſt 


heroic virtues did honour to the vileſt people on 
earth. The death of Socrates, e philo- 
ſophiſing with his friends, appears the moſt agree- 
able that could be wiſhed for; that of IE sus, ex- 
piring in the midſt of agoniſing pains, abuſed, in- 
bulted, and accuſed by a whole naticn, 1s the moſt 
horrible that could be feared. Socrates in receiv- 
ing the cup of poiſon, bleſſed indeed the weeping 
executioner who adminiſtered it; but Jesvus, in 
the midſt of excruciating tortures, prayed for his 
mercileſs tormentors. Yes, if the life and death 
of Socrates were thoſe of a Sage, the life and 
death of Jesus are thoſe of a God. Shall we 
ſuppoſe the Evangelic Hiſtory a mere fiction? In- 
deed, my friend, it bears not the marks of fic- 
tion; on the contrary, the hiſtory of Socrates, 


which no body preſumes to doubt, is not ſo well

atteſted as that of Jesus CuRIsT. Such a ſup- 
poſition,” in fact, only ſhifts the difficulty with- 
out obviating it: It is more inconceivable that a 
number of perſons ſhould agree to write ſuch a 
hiſtory, than that one only ſhould furniſh the ſub- 
ject of it.

© Theſe four Gofpels form one complete SysTEM or Di- 
wINITY ; and if we read them in the order they are here 
placed, this ingenious Writer thinks we ſhall find them im- 
proving on one another, and yet all conſpiring to one end 
a perfect repreſentation vf revealed Religion.

INTRODUCTION. 
The GOSPEL according to St. MATT HEW 


Was written by that evangeliſt, whoſe profeſ- 

ſion and call to the apoſtolic office are recorded by him- 
ſelf, in chap. ix. ver. 9. of his goſpel. Beſides his name 
of MATTHEW, he was called alſo LEVI, fon of ALPHEUS, 
(probably not that ALefHEus, who was the father of 
James.) He was by profeſſion a publican, or toll-ga- 
therer under the Romans: which gainful employment he 
chearfully quitted to attend on Chriſt. 

St. MATTHEW'S goſpel is univerſally allowed to have 
been written before the other three, but in what year, is 
not agreed. The learned author of the SCHrM: ' above- 

iven, is for dating it ſo early as the year of Chriſt 38: 
Michaelis and moſt other critics think it could not be 
written before the year 61 *®. At each of theſe periods the 
Chriſtian church was labouring under a heavy perſecution, 
and would derive great conſolation and ſupport from this 
ſacred narrative, which was chiefly intended for the uſe of 
the Jews in Paleſtine, with a view to confirm thoſe who be- 
heved, and to convert if poſſible thoſe who believed not. 
That St. Matthew wrote 8 with a view to his 
own countrymen, appears his inſerting ſo many dif- 
courſes levelled againſt the Jewiſh errors and ſuperſtitions, as 
well as his frequent al luſions to Jewiſh cuſtoms and opinions. 
As he wrote in a time of perſecution, he gives to the 
Chriſtians many uſeful leſſons to comfort them in their ſuf- 
ferings : at the ſame time he offers many conſiderations to 
the perſecuting Jews, to moderate their rage, to win them 
over to the goſpel, or at leaſt deter them from their cruel 
proceedings. RE 

This evangelift is faid by ſome ancient writers to have 
written his goſpel originally in Hehrew, (or Syriac) out of 
which it was early tranſlated, either by himſelf or ſome 
apoſtolic perſon into Greek, which was at that time the 
More univerſal language.

Is univerſally allowed to have been written by 
that Marx, whom St. Peter calls his son (1 Pet. v. 13) 
i. e. his convert, or at leaſt his aſſiſtant in the miniſteri 
work. It has been doubted, whether he is the fame with 
Joun Makx mentioned in the Acts (it. 12, 25. Xii. 13. 
xv. 36—40.) and in ſome of St. Paul's epiſtles (Col. iv. 
10. Philem. 24.) However it is now the moſt general 
opinion that they are both the ſame perſon : that his Jewiſh 
name was JOHN, and MARK a ſurname aſſumed by him, 
when he travelled among the heathens “. 

It is however agreed that Mark the evangeliſt was the 
intimate companion of the apoſtle PETER ; under whoſe 
inſtruction he is ſaid to have written his golpel, 8

It deſerves attention, if St. Mark's goſpel was reviewed 
by St. Peter (as ſome of the ancients * t) chat the 
aggravations attending St. Peter's denial of our Lord are 
more ſtrongly repreſented by St. Mark, than by any other 
evangeliſt : which in that caſe was probably done by St. 
Peter's own peculiar direction, and may be regarded as a 

ine proof of his deep humiliation and repentance, 

St. Marx had St. MaTTHEwW's goſpel before him when 
be wrote, as evidently appears on comparing both toge- 
ther; for there is almoſt a continual ſameneſs in their words 
and phraſes. The learned author of the OnsErRvaTions 1, 
thinks, that he alſo wrote after St. LUKE: It is however 
tertain, that he has many paſſages literally the ſame with 
thoſe of the latter.

explains what was meant by © polluted hands, in chap. vii. 
2. and in the following verſes deſcribes ſome of the Jewiſh 
cuſtoms, which would have been unneceſſary in Judea.— 
Other inſtances of the ſame kind will occur to the reader. 
The date of this goſpel is not certainly agreed on by 
learned men, but Dr. Owen concludes from ſome particu- 
lar proofs, that it was compoſed about the ninth of 
Nero, A. D. 62, or 63, when the church laboured under 
that grievous perſecution, wherein St. Paul and St. Peter 
ſuffered martyrdom, and when chriſtians wanted help 
that could contribute to their comfort and ſupport. It was 
written (like the other ſcriptures of the New Teſtament) 
in Greek; which language was extremely current at that 
time in Rome. : 


The GOSPEL according to St. LUKE 


——1s generally believed to have been written by that 
LuxE, whom St. Paul ſtiles “the beloved phyſician,” (Col. 
iv. 14.) and ſpeaks of as his fellow-labourer (Philem. ver. 
24.) who was with him at Rome, when he wrote his epiſ- 
tles to the Coloſhans and Philemon, and again afterwards 
when he wrote his ſecond epiſtle to Timothy (2 Tim. iv. 
11.) and in conſequence of this attendance on St. Paul, an 
ancient writer“ fays, St. Luke committed to writing the 
goſpel which was preached by that apoſtle among the 

entiles. . | 

Some of the ancient writers have delivered that St. Luke 
was one of the ſeventy diſciples ſent out by Chriſt; which, 
if true, will account for his having recorded that tranſac- 
tion, rather than any of the other evangelifts : however 
| this ſeems to claſh with Col. iv. 10, 11, 14. whence it is 
moſt commonly inferred that he was a Gentile. 5

INTRODUCTION... 

St. LUxE has been generally thought to have written 
after St. MATTHEW and St. MARK: but the ingenious 
author of the Chronological Table given above * hath (as 
we have ſeen) propoſed a different arrangement. He finds 
reaſon to date this goſpel about A. D. 53, in the thirteenth 
year of the emperor Claudius, when this evangeliſt at- 
tended St. Paul in his journey through Achaia and Bxo- 
tia; for there St. Jerom affirmed it to have been written: 
though other writers place its publication at Alexandria 
in Egypt, ten years later. 
As St. MATTHEW Be adapted his goſpel to the caſe 
and fituation of the church in Judea ; ſo St. Luxe is 
thought to have written his narrative of our Saviour's life 
and miracles, more immediately for the uſe of the chriſtian 
church planted among the Gentiles. For this reaſon, as 


he wrote for ſuch as lived at a diſtance from Judea, and 


were ignorant of the tranſactions that had happened there, 


it was neceſſary for him to mention many particulars, and 


clear up many obſcurities, which would not have been 
needful if writing to the Jews, Thus he begins his hiſ- 
tory at an earlier period than the other evangeliſts, and is 
more exact in aſcertaining times and places, &c. 

The general plan of his poipel is much the ſame with 
that of St. Matthew: the churches for whole benefit St. 


Luke wrote being perſecuted much in the fime manner by 


the Gentiles, as thoſe of Judea were by the Jews, Accord- 
ingly St. Luke like St. Matthew, produces ſuch facts and 
diicourſes of their bleſſed maſter, as had a tendency to 
comfort and encourage the poor chriſtian ſufferers on the 
one hand, and to appeaſe and convert their perſecutors on 
the other. | 
St. Luke wrote both his Goſpel and Acts at the reque# 
of an eminent convert named THEOPHILUS, That this 
was the name of a particular perſon, and not, as ſome 
bave thought, a general title applicable to every chriſtian 
as a LOVER OF GOD, is abundantly proved by learned men. 
What his rank in life was we do not certainly know ; but 


it ſeems to have been conſiderable : for KPATIEZTE was 


then, as EXCELLENCY among us 1s now, a title of honour 
and reſpect uſual in addreſſing noble perſonages. See 
Acts xxili.

Was written by that beloved diſciple who is 
ſaid by ancient writers to have been nearly related to our 
Saviour, and who was honoured by him with many pecu- 
liar marks of his confidence and friendſhip. —This evan- 

eliſt, who is thought to have been at firſt a diſciple of 
Fobn the Baptiſt, was a native of Galilee, the younger 
brother of James. His call is deicribed in Matt. iv. 21. 
He is thought by the ancients to have been far the youngeſt 
of all the apoſtles, being under thirty years of age, when 
firſt called by his bleſſed maſter: he is 1 to have 
lived above ſeventy years after our Saviour's death, and to 
have died above a hundred years old in the reign of Tra- 
jan. Many particular marks of confidence and eſteem con- 
terred upon him by Chriſt are recorded in the New Teſta- 
K ſee particularly, John xiii. 23, 24. xix. 26, 27, 
c. | | 
He is thought to have continued in Judea till the death 
of the bleſſed Virgin, or about fift-en years after Chriſt's 
aſcenſion : he then preached the goſpel in Aſia, where he 
founded the ſeven chorthes ſo often mentioned in his RE- 
VELATION ; but his chief reſidence was at Epheſus, where 
he is ſaid to have written his goſpel, at the requeſt of the 
Aſian biſhops and emboſſadors from the ſeveral churches. 
He is thought to have had two ends in writing this divine

| | APPROVES itſelf to have been written by St. 
LUKE, being addreſſed to the ſame THEOPHILUs to whom 
he had dedicated his- goſpel, to which he alſo expreſly re- 
1 fers him.

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Nero. In it we read of the birth and infancy of the church 
in Judea in what manner the light of the goſpel was frtt 
communicated to the Gentiles, and how it was carried by 
St. Peter and St. Paul into the moſt remote countries. 
There is no mention made of the voyages and travels of 
any of the other apoſtles, becauſe St. Luke was not an eye- 
witneſs of their labours, and was not informed of them by 
his maſter St. Paul. | 

He is judged to have penned it about the time that 
the hiſtory of it ceaſes, or ſoon after; that is, towards the 
end of the two years that St. Paul was ſuffered to reſide at 
Rome in his own hired houſe, about A. D. 63. So that 
he probably wrote it at Rome, and publiſhed it there, or 
according to ſome ancient MSS. at Alexandna in Egypt,

In this ſhort hiſtory of the church for the firſt thirty 
years after Chriſt, the author ſeems to have had two great 
important ends in view, viz. .

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The EPISTLES 


—— ARE occaſional treatiſes, which though of general 
uſe to chriſtians, were principally adapted to the parti- 
cular ſtate of the churches or perſons to whom they were 
addreſſed; being intended to talve their doubts, decide 
their controverſies, rectify their miſtakes, and reprove their 
faults, —The EP1STLES therefore cannot rightly be under- 
ſtood without underſtanding the true ſtate ef the queſtions 
therein diſcuſſed ; for want of attending to which, moſt of 
tue errors and diſputes among chriſtians have ariſen. 

The general method purſued in the EPISTLES is, Firſt, To 
handle the particular points debated in the church to whom 
they are written ws after this to give ſuch exhortations 
to every chriſtian duty and moral virtue as would be ne- 
cellary in all ages, and are of general obligation; * 
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larly recommending thoſe virtues (which theſe particular 
controverſies might cauſe them to neglect. 

Of the apoſtolic Epis rs fourteen are aſcribed to St. 
Paul: which are not ranged according to the order of time 
in which they were written; but thoſe which were addreſſed 
to whole churches are placed firſt, and then follow thoſe 
written to private perſons, Their true order is ſuppoſed to

The EPISTLE to the ROMANS 


Was writ at Corinth in the Beginning of the 
year 58, according to ſome writers: though others place 
it towards the End of the ſame year. 

The chriſtian church at Rous conſiſted of a mixture of 
Jewiſh and Gentile converts : and this Letter was intended 
to compoſe any differences that might ariſe among them 
concerning the preference claimed by either. The Jews aſ- 
ſumed glory to themſelves that God had given them the 
law — the prophets; that they had worthipped the true 
God; and that the Meſſiah was to ſpring trom their na- 
tion. The Gentiles on the contrary maintained, that though 
God had not been revealed to them, as he had been to the 
Jews, their philoſophers had nevertheleſs known him; that 
though the Meiliah had been promiſed and afterwards ſent 
to the Jews, yet they had rejected him, and the greateſt 
part of them had eentinued unbelieving. St. Paul ſhows 
that neither the one nor the other had reaſon to boaſt ; 
not the GENTILEs, becauſe though the wiſeſt among them 
had diſcovered the true God by the light of nature, they 
had not honoured him, but had delivered themſelves up to 
the worſhip of falſe gods: nor the JEws, becauſe not hav- 
ing obſerved their law, they had not availed themſelves of 
the advantages ariſing from it: and he confounds them 
both by ſhewing that they are only juſtified by faith in Je- 
ſus Chriſt, to which God in his mercy hath called both 
Jew and Gentile, without any merit of theirs.—St, Paul's 
great drift through this whole epiſtle is evidently to fix on 
the minds of the chriſtians to whom he writes, a deep 
ſenſe of the excellency of the goſpel, and to engage them 
to act ſvitable to their profeſſion of it. : 

Such is the general ſketch of this Epiſtle. The particu- 
lar queſtions debated in it are theſe, viz. (1). ther 
«© the Gentiles are at all to be admitted into the chu * 
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_ « and kingdom of the Meſſiah ? Or at leaſt, (2.) Whether 
« both they and the Jews, onght not to obſerve the cere- 
% monial law along with the chriſtian ? (3.) Whether the 
« true religion were ſo appropriated and confined to the 
4 Jewiſh nation, and the Jewiſh land, as that for their 

'« obſtinacy they could never be cut off and excluded from 
ec the church of God?” Of theſe Quks Tioxs, which 
form a Kk x to this very difficult epiſtle, the Two firſt are 
handled in the Eight firſt chapters, and ſome, particular 
branches of them in the 13th, 14th, and 15th. The 
THIRD is treated in the gth, 1oth, and 11th chapters. 

"The remainder of the Epiſtle is taken up in a variety of 
practical inſtruftions and exhortations, to charity, peace- 
ableneſs, purity, &c. the grand deſign of all which is, to 
engage chriſtians to act in a manner worthy of that goſpel, 
whole excellence the Apoſtle had been diſplaying. 

It is for want of attending to the true ſtate x 4 the queſ- 
tions treated of in this and ſome of the other epiſtles, that 
ſo many vain diſputes have perplexed the minds of chriſ- 

tians concerning faith and works, juſtification and ſancti- 
fication, election and reprobation, &c. ALL which have 
ariſen from this GRAND MisTAKE of applying certain 
words and phraſes in theſe apoſtolical letters to themſelves 
or other particular perſons, which evidently referred to the 
ſtate af condition of whole_ churches, either Jewiſh or 
Gentile, at that particular period, and not of private chriſ- 
tians in all ages. This has confounded the minds of many 

well-meaning chriſtians, and diverted them from paying a 

due attention to thoſe moral and weighty exhortations, which 

are univerſally binding on all chriſtians in every age. 
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The FIRST EPISTLE to the 
CORINTHIANS 


Was writ, according to the beſt critics, at 
Epheſus, either in the ſpring of the year 56, or 57. 

St. Paul had three or four years before, planted a nume- 
rous chriſtian church, chiefly of gentile converts, at Co- 
RINTH : Which was a rich and luxurious city of Achaia, 
-fituated on the iſthmus, that joins Pelogonneſus ta the 
reſt of Greece. The wealth and Juxury of this city, led 
them into vices and debaucheries of various ſorts, 2

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The reaſon for which this Epiſtle was written, was to 

anſwer ſome. importaut QUERIES propoſed by the Corin- 
thians; and to correct ſome ABUSES and diſorders, which 
had crept in among them during his abſence, 
As to the ArvsSES: The FIRST article related to the 
parties and factions, into which they were fallen, and the 
oppoſition made by ſome of them to St. Paul's apoftolical 
million (ch. i. 10. to the end of ch. iv.) The SECOND, 
related to the calc of a notorious offender in the Corinthian 
church, who had taken to him in marriage his own father's 
wife (chap. v.) The THIRD article which he exhibits 
againſt them, is that by a covetous and litigious femper 
they were led to profecute their brethren m the heathen 
courts (ch. vi. 1—11.) In the FOURTH the apoſtle cau- 
tions them againſt fornication, to which they had been in 
their gentile ſtate greatly addicted: and it ſhould ſeem that 
there were even now ſome among them, who reckoned it 
among the things indifferent (ver. 12. to the end.) 

The apoſtle afterwards proceeds to anſwer certain QuEs- 
TIONS, which, it ſeems, the Corinthians had propoſed. 
And here he determines FIRST thoſe which related to the 
marriage-itate (ch. vii.) | SECONDLY, How far they might 
comply with their heathen neighbours in eating things ſa- 
crificed to idols (ch. viii. —xi. 1.) THIRDLY, In what 
manner women ſhould deliver any thing in public, when 
by a divine impulſe called to it (ch. xi. 2.) and being on 
the ſubject of public worſhip, he fakes notice of the abuſes _ 
which attended their manner of celebrating the Lord's 
1upper (ver. 17. to the end.) their fpiritual gifts (ch. xii. 
1-13.) inculcating humilicy in the ule of them (ver. 15. 
to the end) recommending chriſtian love (ch. xii.) and 
cautzoning them againtt oſtentation in their gitts, particu- 
larly that of tongues, &c. (ch. xiv. 1-20.) And LASTLY, 
As tome of the Corinthians doabted, and others denied the 
Returreetion of the dead, the apottle proves and eſtabliſhes 
this great and pecnliar article of the chriſtian faith. 

He then gives ſome directions concerning the collection 
to be made for the poor hints in Judea ; and cloſes all 
with tome particular ſalutes, exhortations, &c.

Was written ſomewhat more than a year af- 
_ the former, about the end of A. D. 57, or beginning

Upon leaving Epheſus whence he had writ his former E- 

iſtle, St. PAUL removed to Troas in expeRation of meeting 

Titus, in order to hear what ſucceſs that epiſtle had had: 
but not meeting him there, he proceeded to Macedonia; 
where he received from him the deſired intelligence; in 
conſequence of which he wrote back by him this SEconD 
EePlISTLE. | a 

The intention of it is, in general, to illuſtrate ſome of 
the points upon which he had diſcourſed in his FIRST 
EP1STLE, according to the light which Titus had given 
him into the circumitances and temper of the Corinthian 
church.

From the 
contents of this epiſtle it appears that after he had preached 
the goſpel to the Galatians, ſome Judaizing zealots. had 
endeavoured to degrade St. Paul's character among them, 
as one not immediately commiſſioned by Chriſt like the 
other apoſtles; and to ſubvert this doctrine with reſpect to

The Apoſtle's deſign in this Epiſtle is in general to con- 
firm the Theſſalonians in their adherence to the chriſtian 
faith, and to engage them from the ſufferings they had al- 
ready endured in that cauſe, and the extraordinary cha-

At the time of the writing of this Epiſtle St. Paul had 
placed this excellent youth at Epheſus, to take care of the

XX. 1 Tim. i. 3.) The deſign of this Epiſtle appears to have 
been, to direct Timothy in managing affairs of the church of 
Epheſus (over which and thoſe of the neighbouring pro- 
vinces he was, according to ſome, appointed ſuperinten- 
dant or biſhop) and particularly to inſtruct him in chuſing 
roper perſons to be ſet apart for the miniſtry, as well as 
in the exerciſe of a regular diſcipline.

It is generally agreed that Timothy was at Epheſus, or 
in Aſia Minor, when this Second Epiſtle was ſent to him. 
And the Apoſtle's principal intention in it ſeems to 
have been to prepare Timothy for thoſe ſufferings, to 
which he Fa ab he would be expoſed; to forewarn him 
of the fatal apoſtacy and declenſion that was beginning to 
appear in the church; and at the ſame time to animate 
him, from his own example and the great motives af 
chriſtianity, to the moſt vigorous and reſolute diſcharge 
of the ſacred and important office to which he had been

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The EPISTLE to TITUS 


Is thought by ſome to have been writ towards 
the end of the year 56: according to others many years 
after, between N. Paul's firſt and ſecond impriſonment at 
Rome, in his laſt progreſs through the churches of Aſia.

Titus was a Greek, and was probably converted by St. 
Paul: what the ſcriptures have recorded of his hiſto 
may be found in Gal. it. 5 Tit. i. 4. 2 Cor. xii. 18. vii. 
613. viii. 6, 23. St. Paul had 8 regard for him, 
as appears from 2 Cor. viii. 23. and from his appointing 
him to take «care of the church he had planted in Crete 
{over which, he is believed by ſome to have been conſti- 
tuted biſhop or feperincendent.)

wing him directions for his due conduct in it; and alſe

The EPISTLE to PHILEMON 


Was written by St. Paul from Rome, at the 
Fame time with the epiſtles to the Coloſſians, Philippians, 
Ac. about A. D. 62. | 

Philemon was a citizen of Coloſſe in Phrygia : St. Paul 
writes this Epiſtle to him in behalf of a flave of his named 
Oneſimus, who had robbed his maſter and run away to 
Rome. Here Paul having met with him, had converted 
him to the chriſtian faith during his impriſonment ; and 
now ſends him back to his maſter with this Epiſtle of re- 
<onciliation : which is a fine pattern of epiſtolary ſtile, and 
diſplays in a moſt ſtriking light, how perfectly conſiſtent 
true politeneſs is, not only with all the warmth and ſin- 
eerity of the friend, but even with the dignity of the Chriſ- 
tian and the Apoſtle. | 


The EPISTLE to the HEBREWS 


Was writ, according to the beſt critics, to the 
_ Jewiſh believers at Jeruſalem and Judea : and the writer is 

generally believed to have been St. Paul; who is thought 
to have had particular reaſons for concealing his name in 
this epiſtle, which the circumflances of the time might 
have rendered offenſive and improper. Dr. Lardner ſup- 
poles it to have been written af Kone or in Italy ſoon w_ 


INTRODUCTION 
St. Paul had been releaſed from his confinement, about the 
| beginning of the year 63. In what language it was ori- 
ginally written is a matter of diſpute : the critic laſt men- 

| Coned, with others of note, thinks it was in Greek : M. 
Michaelis that it was in Hebrew or Syriac. 

The manifeſt deſign of St. Paul in this Epiſtle was to 
confirm the Jewiſh Chriſtians in the faith and practice of 
the goſpel of Chriſt, which they might be in danger of de- 
ſerting either through the infinuations, or ill treatment of 
their preſecutors. 

With this view the Apoitle, 7. Obviates the inſmua- 
tions and objections of the Jews to the goſpel of Chriſt, as 
inferior to the Moſaic diſpenſation, by ſhowing its tranſ- 
cendent excellence over it in every article (to chap. x. 25.) 
—2. He diſpoſes them to encounter perſecution, which 
they had partly felt, and were to expect in a ſtill higher 
degree, by reminding them of many renowned examples 
of faith and fortitude (to chap, xii. 2.) and by other the 


moſt proper exhortations and cautions, &. 


The CATHOLIC EPISTLE of JAMES 


85 Is generally agreed to have been written by 


James the Leſs, who was the ſon of Alpheus, or Cleo- 
phas, and is ſaid to be the brother, that is (according to 
the Jewiſh idiom) the couſm of our Lord: He preũded 


over the church at Jeruſalem, and has been ſtiled by ſome 


of the ancient fathers biſhop of that city. This Apoſtle is 
believed to have ſuffered martyrdom in the former part of 
the year 62; and to have writ this Epiſtle a ſhort time be- 
fore his death, | 
It was addreſfed to the Jewiſh Chriſtians who were diſ- 
perſed abroad in more diſtant regions: or. (according te 
r. Lardner) to all Jews in general throughout the world, 
whether chriſtians or otherwiſe. Two points are princi- 
pally treated of, not in a ſtrict 2 method, but either 
jointly or diſtinctly as occaſion offer. Theſe are — To cor- 


rect thoſe errors both in doctrine and practice into which 
they had fallen: and then to eſtabliſſi the hope and ani- 
mate the faith of ſincere believers, both under their preſent 


and approaching ſufferings.

The FIRST EPISTLE of PETER, 


As alſo the SECOND, were according fo the 
deſt critics, ſent to all Chriſtians in general, whether of 
Jew or Gentile race, living in the countries mentioned 
at the beginning of the firſt epiſtle. The deſign of it is to 
mduce them to behave not merely moffeniive to all men, 
but in all reſpects worthy of the goſpel; and to ſupport 
them under the ſevere perſecutions they. had already en- 
dured, or were likely to nndergo, by the nobleſt conſi- 
derations which their religion could ſuggeſt. 

This Epiſtle was written from a city which the Apoſtle 

calls BABYLON ; this ſome few think to have been Baby- 
lon in Aſſyria, which though demoliſhed might have ſome 
few Chriſtians, in its neighbourhood ; however the gene- 
rality both ancients and moderns ſuppoſe it to have been 
a figurative name for Rome. But Mr, Michaelis pro- 
pdſes a query, Whether Jeruſalem might not be ſhadowed 
under that name: He alſo thinks it was written ſo early as 
t''e year 49, ſoon after the great council held there. But 
the more received opinion is that it was much later: ei- 
ther in the year 63 or 64; or at lateſt 65. 


The SECOND EPISTLE of PETER 


Was writ when St. Peter was old and ne 
Bis end, as appears from chap. i. 14. And that the for- 
mer Epiſtle to the ſame Chriſtians had been writ not long 
before, may be argued from the apolegy which he writes 
for making this ſecond epiſtle to them, chap. i. 13—15. 
It is not unlikely that ſoon after the Apoſtle had ſent awa 
Sylvanus with the firſt epiftle, ſome came from tho 
countries to Rome, bringing him information concerning 
the ſtate of religion an ong them: which induced him to 
write a ſecond time for the eſtabliſhment of the Chriſtians 
among whom he had laboured : as hoping his laſt words 

and dying teſtimony to the Goſpel might have peculiar

It is thought by 
the beſt critics to have been deſigned for all Chriſtians in 
general, eſpecially for the churches in Aſia under St. John's 
inſpection; yet without excepting the believers in Judea 
or in any other country whatever. | 

His deſign is to demonſtrate the vanity of faith without 
morality, to ſooth and refine the over. zealous tempers of 
Chriſtians into that amiable love and charity for which 
himſelf was ſo eminent, and to guard them againſt the 
ſnares of Antichriſt, and all endued with his ſpirit. 

The exact time of it is not known, but it is generall 
thought to have been written after the Jewiſh war; ſo 
late as the year $0 according to ſome critics: though others 
apply chap. ii. 8. to the deſtruction of Jeruſalem as not 
yet arrived. .

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The SECOND and THIRD EPISTLES 
of JOHN | 


ARE believed to have been written to ſingle 
perſons: The one to a lady of diſtinction: the other to 
Gaius, thought to have been Gaius or Caius of Corinth, 
who is mentioned by St. Paul, 1 Cor. i. 14. Rom. xvi. 
3. But this is doubtful. 
Theſe two letters are ſup to have been written much 
about the ſame time with the former, whenever it was.

St. Jude or Judas, is often mentioned as one of the 
Apoſtles of our Lord, and the brother of James the Leſs. 
This Epiſtle was written for the uſe of Chriſtians in general; 
being intended, by deſcribing the character of the falſe 
teachers and pointing out the judgments hanging over them, 
to caution Chriſtians againſt liſtening to their ſuggeſtions, 
or being perverted from the purity of the Goſpel, | 

This and the ſecond of St. Peter ſeem levelled againſt 
the ſame perſons, and probably the paſſages in which they 
reſemble each other, were copied by them both from the 
fame Jewiſh writers. | 


The REVELATION of st. JOHN 


Was the genuine work of St. Joux the Apoſ- 
tle and Evangelift, as is proved by the beſt critics“ : who 
think it muſt be dated in one of the years of Chriſt 95, 96, 
or 97. Yet ſome are inclined to think it the earlieſt of 
all St. John's writings, and written before Jeruſalem was 
demoliſhed. 

Learned men differ in explaining the particular prophecies 
contained in this book: though almoſt alb Proteſtant writers 
believe its main purpoſe was to confirm and illuſtrate what 
former prophets had foretold concerning the great corrup- 
tions which would be introduced into the church of God, 
particularly by the prevailing ſpirit of PoyzrY ; the op- 
preſſions it was to undergo from the authors and abettors 
of thoſe corruptions; the full deliverance the church 
would at laſt receive from them; the complete Reror- 
MATION of it, and the eſtabliſhment of Chriſt's kingdom 
in the world, after the deſtruction of thoſe tyrannic and 
perſecuting powers: and laſtly, its more complete and 
glorious eſtabliſhment, at the general judgment of the 
world, by the ſecond coming and glorious -appearance of

Even 
fo every good tree produceth good fruit ; but a 
corrupt tree produceth bad fruit. A good tree 
cannot bear evil fruit, neither can a corrupt tree 
bear good fruit. Every tree, which beareth not 
fruit, is cut down, and caſt into the fire: 


o that you ſhall know them 5 their fruits. 20 


« Not every one, who ſaith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, ſhall enter into the kingdom of heaven : 
but he who performeth the will of my father, 
who * is' in heaven. Many will ſay to me in 
that day, Lord, Lord, have we not prophe- 


ſied in thy name? and in thy name caſt out de- 


vils? and in thy name done many wonderful 
works?“ And I will then declare unto them, I 
never knew you ; depart from me, workers of 
iniquity.” T | 

Therefore every one that heareth theſe my 
words, and doth them, I will compare him to a 
prudent man, who built his houſe upon a rock ; 


and the rain deſcended, and the floods came, and 2g 


the winds blew, and beat upon that houſe, and it 
fell not, for it was founded on a rock. But every 
one that heareth theſe my ſayings, and doth them 
not, may be compared to a fooliſh man, who built 
his houſe upon the ſand ; and the rain deſcended, 
and the winds blew, and the floods came, and ftruck 
on that houſe; and it fell, and its ruin was great.“ 


And it came to paſs, that when jssus had 
finiſhed theſe ſayings, the multitudes were ſtruck 
with amazement at his doctrine: for he taught 

3 them 
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them as one that had authority, and not as the 
Scribes. 


No w, as he was coming down from the moun- 
tain, great multitudes followed him : and behold 
a leper came and worſhipped him, ſaying, © Lord, 
if thou wilt, thou canſt make me clean.” And 
JESUS ſtretched out his hand and touched him, 
ſaying, ** I will, be thou clean.” And imme- 
FA his leproſy was cleanſed. And jesvs 
ſaith unto him, See thou tell no one; but go 
ſhew thyſelf to the prieſt, and. offer the gift 
which Moſes commanded *, for a teſtimony to 
them +.” 


Ax when jEsvus entered into Capernanm, 
there came to him a Centurion, intreating him, 
and ſaying, Lord, my ſervant lieth in © my 

houſe ſeized with the palſy, dreadfully tor- 
mented.” And jesvs faith unto him, © I will 
come and heal him.” And the centurion anfwer- 
ed, and faid, Lord, I am not worthy that thou 
ſhouldeſt enter under my roof: but only ſpeak the 
word, and my fervant ſhall be healed. For even 
I, who am a man under authority, have ſol- 
diers under myſelf; and I fay to one, Go, and he 
goeth; and to another, Come, and he cometh ; 
zyoand tomy flave, Do this, and he doeth it.“ And 
sus hearing this? admired, and faid to them 
ths allowed: «© Verily, I declare unto you, I 
have not found even in Iſrael ſuch great faith. 
But I ſay unto you, that many ſhall come from 
the eaſt and weſt ; and ſhall fit down with Abra- 
ham, and Iſaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of 
| heaven : but the children of the kingdom ſhull 
be caſt out into that darkneſs, which is without; 
there ſhall be weeping and gnaſhing of tecth.” 
And Is us ſaid to the centurion, Go thy way, 
2: $974 | and 
Lev. xiv, 132. F That the cure is really perfected. 
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and be it unto thee according to thy faith.“ And 
in that very hour was his ſervant healed, 


And jzsvs coming into Peter's houſe, ſaw his 
wite's mother, lying in bed” and ſick of a fever: 
and he touched her hand, and the fever left her ; 15 
and ſhe aroſe and waited upon *® them. And when 
the evening was come, they brought unto him 
many that were poſſeſſed with devils : and he 
caſt out the evil * ſpirits with a word, and healed 
all that were ſick. That it might be accom- 
3 which was ſpoken by the prophet Iſaiah, 
aying, He himſelf took our infirmities, and 
„ bore © away ? our diſeaſes .“ 


Now when jesus ſaw great multitudes about 
him, he gave orders to go over unto the other 
ſide t : and there came a certain ſcnbe, and ſaid 
unto him, ©* Maſter, I will follow thee whither- 
ſoever thou goeſt. And jesvs faith unto him, 20 
6 The foxes have holes, and the birds of the air 
have neſts, yet the ſon of man hath not where 
he may lay his head.” And another, one of 
is diſciples, ſaid unto him, Lord, firſt permit 
me to go and bury my father.“ But js us faid 
unto him, Follow thou me, and leave the dead 
to bury their dead. And when he was en 
tered into the ſhip ||, his diſgiples followed him. 
And behold there aroſe a great agitation in the - 34 
ſea, inſomuch that the veſſel was covered with T1 
the waves: but he was afleep. And his diſeiples 25 
came and awoke him, ſaying, ** Lord, ſave us, 
we are periſhing P?. And he faith unto them, 

«© Why are ye timorous, O ye of little faith?“ 

Then riſing up, he rebuked the winds, and the 

ſea, and there was a great calm. And the men 

were amazed, ſaying, What a wonderful © per- ö

to go away into the herd of ſwine.” And he ſaid 
unto them, Go. And they came out and entered 
into the herd of ſwine, and behold the whole herd 
of ſwine ran violently down a precipice into the 
ſea, and periſhed in the waters.

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And as they went out, behold they brought to 
him a dumb perſon poſſeſſed with a demon.

AND jEsus went about all the cities and vil- 35 
lages teaching in their ſynagogues, and preach- 
ing the good news of the kingdom, and healing 
every diſeaſe and every malady among the people. 
And beholding the multitudes, he was moved 
with compaſſion for them, becauſe — were 
faint and expoſed to danger as ſheep that kad 
no ſhepherd. Then he faith to his diſciples, 
«© 'The harveſt is indeed great, but the labourers 
are few: therefore make your ſupplications to 
the lord of the harveſt, that he would ſend * forth 
labourers into his harveſt.” 

And having called his twelve diſciples unto 
him, he gave them power over unclean ſpirits, to 
caſt them out, and to cure every diſtemper and 
every malady. Now the names of the twelve 
apoſtles are theſe : The firſt Simon, who 1s called 
Feter, and Andrew his brother: james the ſon 
of Zebedee, and John his brother: Philip and 
Bartholomew: Thomas and Matthew the publi- 
can: james the ſon of Alpheus, and Libbeus, 
whoſe ſurname was Thaddeus: Simon the Ca- 
85 and Judas Iſcariot, who alſo betrayed 

im. 

Theſe twelve jESs us ſent forth, and commanded 5; 
them, ſaying, Do not go into the way of the 
gentiles, nor enter into any city of the Sama- ' 
ritans. But go ye rather to the loſt ſheep of the 
houſe of Iſrael. And as ye go, proclaim, ſaying,

| ba Or, thruſt forth, 
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Heal the ſick, cleanſe the lepers, raiſe the dead, 
caſt out demons: and as ye re received freely, 
freely give. Provide neither gold nor filver nor 
10 braſs in your purſes ; nor a ſcrip for © your jour- 
ney ; nor two coats * apiece *; nor ſhoes, nor 
yet ſtaves “: for the labourer is worthy of his 
food. And into whatever city or village you en- 
ter, inquire who in it is worthy, and continue 
there till you go thence. And when you enter 
into any family, ſalute it: And if the family be 
worthy, your peace ſhall come upon it: But if it 
be not worthy, your peace ſhall return unto you. 
And whoſoever ſhall notreceive you, nor hearken 
to your words, when you come out of that houſe 
15 or City, ſhake off the duft of your feet. Verily I 
ſay unto you, it ſhall be more tolerable in the day 
of judgment for the land of Sodom-and Gomor- 
rah, than for that city, | 
«© Behold, I ſend you out as ſheep in the midſt 
of wolves ; be ye therefore prudent as ſerpents, 
and harmleſs as doves. But be upon your guard 
againſt men; for they will betray you to the 
Councils, and will ſcourge you in the 88 
And you ſhall be 1 1 before governors and 
kings on my account, for a witneſs to them, and 
to the heathen. But when they ſhall deliver you 
up, be not ſolicitous how or what you ſhall ſpeak ; 
for it ſhall be given you in that very hour what 
20you ſhall ſpeak, For it is not ſo much ' you 
that ſpeak, as the ſpirit of your father, that 
ſpeaketh in you. And one brother ſhall betray 
another to death; and the father the ſon; and 
children ſhall rife up againſt their parents, and 
cauſe them to be put to death. And you ſhall be 
hated of all men for the ſake of my name: but he 
that endureth to the end, ſhall be ſaved, But 
when they perſecute you in one city, flee to ano- 
ther: for venly I fay unto you, you ſhall not fimſh 
2 | * your 
® ji. e. walking ſtaffs, 
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© your progreſs through the cities of Iſrael, until 
the ſon of man ſhall come. The diſciple is not 
above his teacher, nor the ſervant above his lord : 
It is ſufficient if the diſciple be as his teacher, 25 
and the ſervant as his lord. If they have called 
the maſter of the family Beelzebub, how much 
more his domeſtics! Therefore fear them not : 
for there is nothing hid, which ſhall not be re- 
vealed ; nor ſecret which ſhall not be known. 
What I fay to you in darkneſs, ſpeak ye in the 
light: and what ye hear in the car, proclaim 
from the houſetops. And be not afraid of them, 
who kill the body, and cannot kill the ſoul ; but 
rather fear him, who 1s able to deſtroy both ſoul 
and body in hell. Are not two ſparrows ſold for 
a farthing * ? yetnot one of them ſhall fall to the 
ground without your father. But even the very 30 
hairs of your head are all numbered. Fear not 
therefore, -ye are more valuable than many ſpar- 
rows. Whoſoever therefore ſhall confeſs me be- 
fore men, I alſo will confeſs him before my fa- 
ther in heaven, But whoſoever ſhall renounce 
me before men, I alſo will renounce him before 
my father in heaven, Do not ſuppoſe, that I 
am come to ſend peace cn the earth : I came not 
to ſend peace but a ſword. For I am come to ſet 35 
a man at variance againſt his father; and the 
daughter againſt the mother, and the daughter- 
in-law .againſt her mother-in-law : And a man's, 
enemies ſhall be thoſe of his own family. He 
who loveth father or mother more than me, is not 
worthv of me: and he that loveth fon or daughter 
more than me, is not worthy of me. And he 
that doth not take his croſs, and follow after me, 
15 not worthy of me. He that findeth his life 
ſhall loſe it; but he that loſeth his life for my 
ſake ſhall find it. He thatentertaineth you, doth 40 


entertain 


* Or, an 4884814 about a farthing and half Englich 
money, + Or, on the land, | 
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entertain me; and he that entertaineth me, doth 
entertain him that ſent me. He that entertaineth 
a prophet in the name of a prophet, ſhall receive 
the reward of a prophet. And he that enter- 
taineth any righteous man, in the name of a 
righteous man, ſhall receive the reward of a 
righteous man. And whoſoever ſhall give to 
drink unto one of theſe little ones a cup of cold 
water only in the name of\a diſciple, verily I ſay 
unto you, he ſhall by no means loſe his reward.” 
* And it came to paſs, when jtsvs had made 
an end of giving inſtructions to his twelve diſci- 
ples, he departed thence to teach and to preach in 
their cities. 


Now when John had heard in priſon the works 
of cunisT, he ſent two of his diſciples, and ſaid 
unto him, Art thou he that cometh, or are we 
to expect another?“ Then jESs us anſwering, ſaid 
unto them, Go, and relate to John the Gings, 
5 which you hear and ſee : the blind receive their 
fight, and the lame walk; the lepers are cleanſed, 
and the deaf hear ; the dead are raiſed, and the 
| — have the goſpel preached to them. And 

appy is he that ſhall not be ſcandalized at me.“ 
And as they were going away, jEs us began to 
ſay unto the multitudes concerning John, What 
went you out into the wilderneſs to behold ? A 
reed ſhaken by the wind ? But what went you out 
to ſee? a man dreſſed in ſoft garments ? behold 
they that wear ſoft clothing, are in the houſes of 
kings. But what did you go out to ſee? a pro- 
phet? yea I ſay unto you and more than a pro- 
xo phet. For this is the perſon of whom it is writ- 
ten ®, ©* Behold I ſend my meſſenger before thy 
face, who ſhall prepare thy way before thee.” 
l aſſuredly fay unto you, among thoſe that have 
been born of women, there hath not ariſen a = 
| | phet 

® Mal, iü. 1. 
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het greater than John the Baptiſt: nevertheleſs, 
ks that is leaſt in the kingdom of heaven, is 
greater than he. And from the days of John the 
Baptiſt, even unto the preſent time, the king- 
dom of heaven is attacked with violence, and 
the violent ſeize it. For till the time of John, 
all the prophets propheſied, and the law. And 
if you will receive it,* this is Elijah, who was 
to come. He that hath ears to hear, let him hear 15 
it.“ But to what ſhall I compare this genera- 
tion ? It is like little children fitting in the mar- | 
kets, and calling out to their companions and 
ſaying, ©* We have piped to you, and you have | 
not danced ; we have mourned to you, and you 
have not lamented.” For John came neither eat- 
ing nor drinking, and they ſay, He hath a 
devil.” The Son of Man came eating and drink- 
ing, and they ſay, ©* Behold, a gluttonous man 
and a wine-bibber, a friend of publicans and 
ſinners. But wiſdom hath been juſtified by her 
children.” x 
Then he n to upbraid the cities, in which 20 
moſt of his miracles had been wrought, becauſe 
did not repent. ** Woe unto thee, O Cho- 
razin! woe unto thee, O Bethſaida! for if the 
miracles which have been wrought in you, had 
been done in Tyre and Sidon, they would long 
ago have repented in ſackcloth and aſhes. Where- 
fore I ay unto you, the condition of Tyre and 
| Sidon, in the day of judgment, ſhall be moe 
| tolerable than yours. And thou, O Capernaum, 
F who haſt been exalted even to heaven, ſhalt be 
; brought down to hell : for if the miracles, which 
have wrought in thee, had been performed in 
L Sodom, it would have continued even to this day. 
/ Wherefore I ſay unto you, that the condition of 
2 the land of Sodom, in the day of judgment, ſhall 
be more tolerable than thine.” 
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25 At that time Jzsvs took occaſion to ſay, I 


aſcribe glory to thee, O Father, Lord of heaven 
and earth, that thou haſt hid theſe things from 
wiſe and underſtanding perſons, and haſt revealed 
them to infants. Be it fo, O Father, fince it is 
thy pleaſure, All things are delivered unto. . 
me by my Father: And no one knoweth the Son, 
but the Father ; neither doth. any know the Fa- 
ther but the Son, and he to whom the Son is 
pleaſed to reveal him. Come unto me, all ye 
that labour and are heavy burdened, and I wall 
eaſe you. Take my yoke upon you, and learn 
of me, for T am meek, and lowly in heart, and 


30 you ſhall find refreſhment to your fouls : for my 


yoke is eaſy and my burden is light.” 


ABourT this time jEsvs went on the ſabbath. 
day through the corn, and his diſciples were. 
hungry, and, began to pluck the ears of. corn and. 
to eat. But 2 the Phariſees ſaw it, they 
ſaid to him, ** Behold, thy diſciples do that, 
which is not law ful to do on the ſabbath.” And 


- he fajd to them, ©* Have ye not read what Da- 


vid did, when he was hungry, and they that- 
were with him? how he entered into the houſe. 
of God, and did eat the ſhew-bread, which was 


neither lawful for him nor them to eat, but for 
p the prieſts alone? Or have you not read in the 
la, that the prieſts in the temple on the ſab- 


bath-days profane the ſabbath, and yet are 


blameleſs ? Now I ſay unto you, that there is 


* ſomething * greater than the temple. here. 
But if you had known what this meaneth, I 
require mercy and not ſacrifice f, you would 
not have condemned the innocent. For the Son 
of Man is lord even of the ſabbath * itſelf 
Axd when he was departed thence, he entered 


T0 into their ſynagogue. And behold there was a 


| man, 
Meaning perhaps his body, + Hoſ, v. 6, 
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man, who had his hand withered ; and they aſked 
him, ſaying, ** Is it lawful to cure on ſabbach- 
days?” that they might accuſe him. And he 
ſaid to them, What man is there of you, who 
* if he have but one ſheep, that on the ſabbath- 
day ſhall fall into a pit, would not Jay hold of 
it, and raiſe it up? Now how much is a man bet- 
ter than a ſheep ?

And he ſtretched 
it out, and his hand was reſtored well as the

Then the Phariſees went out and held a con- 
ſultation againſt him, how they might deftroy 
him. But jesvs, knowing it,“ withcrew him-15 
{elf from thence, and great multitudes followed. 
him, and he healed them all: and he charged 
them that they ſhould not make him known; 
that it might be accompliſhed, which was ſpoken 
by Iſaiah the prophet *, ſaying, © Behold my 
&« ſervant, whom I have choſen ; my beloved, 
in whom my ſoul doth acquieſce. I will put 
«© my ſpirit upon him, and he ſhall proclaim 
% judgment to the heathen. He ſhall. not con- 
„ tend, nor cry out, nor ſhall any one hear his. * 
“voice in the ſtreets. He ſhall not break even 20 
« a bruiſed reed, nor extinguiſn even the 
„ ſmoking flax, till he ſend forth judgment to 
e victory f. And the Gentiles ſhall conſide in 
his name.” wt e 
THren there was brought to him one poſſeſſed 
by a demon, blind and dumb, and he cured him, 
ſo that the blind and dumb both ſpake and ſave. 
And all the people were aſtoniſned and ſaid, Is 
not this the ſon of David? But the Phariſees 
hearing this,” ſaid, © This. man doth not 
caſt out demons, but only by Beelzebub, the 
C 2 | prince 
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25 prince of the demons.” And jesus knowing 
their thoughts, ſaid to them, Every kingdom 
divided againſt itſelf is brought to defolation 
and every city or family, divided againſt itſelf, - 
mall not ſtand, And if Satan caſt out Satan, he 
is divided ggainſt himſelf; how then ſhall his 
* ſubſiſt? And if I caſt out demons by 
Beelzebub, by whom do your children expel 
them? Therefore they ſhall be your Judges. But 
if I caſt out demons by the Spirit of God, then 
the kingdom of God is come unto you. Or how 
can any one enter into the houſe of a ſtrong man, 
and plunder his goods, unleſs he firſt bind the 
ſtrong man, and then he may plunder his houſe. 
30 He that is not with me is againſt me, and he that 
doth not gather with me, is ſcattering abroad. 

Therefore I ſay unto you, all manner of fin 
and blaſphemy ſhall be forgiven unto men ; but 
the blaſphemy againſt the Spirit ſhall not'be for- 
given to men. And whoſoever ſpeaketh a word 
. againſt the Son of Man, it ſhall be forgiven him: 
but whoſoever ſhall ſpeak againſt the Holy Spi- 
rit, it ſhall never be forgiven him, either in this 
world, or in that which is to come. Either 
make the tree good and its fruits good; or elſe 
Make the tree corrupt and its fruit corrupt. For 
the tree is known by its fruit. O ye b 
of vipers, how can you, who are ſo wicked, 
- ſpeak good things? for the mouth ſpeaketh out 
35 of the abundance of the heart. A good man out 
of the good treaſure of the heart, produceth good 
things : and a wicked man out of the eyil trea- 
ſure bringeth forth evil things. But I declare 
unto you, that in the day of judgment, men 
ſhall give an account for every unprofitable word, 
which they ſhall ſpeak. For by thy words thou 
ſhalt be juſtified, or by thy words thou ſhalt be 
condemned.”

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Then ſome of the Scribes and Phariſees an- 


ſwered ſaying, © Maſter, we would ſee a ſign 
from thee.”

mon is here. An unclean ſpirit, when he is 
gone out of a man, goeth avout through dry 
laces, ſeeking reſt findeth none : Then he 
aith, I will return to my dwelling, whence 
I came out: And when he cometh, he findeth 


it empty, ſwept, and adorned. Then he goeth4; 


and affociateth with himſelf ſeven other ſpirits 
more wicked than himſelf, and entering in, they 
dwell there; ſo that the laſt condition of that 
man is worſe than the former. Thus alſo will it 
be to this wicked generation.“ 

And as he was yet ſpeaking to the people, be-

On that day jesus going out of the houſe, 
fate down by the fide of the ſea, And ſuch great 
multitudes were gathered together, that entering

And he ſpake 
many things unto them in parables, ſaying, 
„ Behold a ſower went forth to ſow. And as he 
was ſowing, ſome of the ſeeds fell by the way- 
fide, and the birds came and devoured them. 
5 Some fell upon ſtony places, where they had not 
much carth ; and immediately they ſprung up, 
_ becauſe they had no depth of carth. But when 
the {un ſhone © hot ? they were ſcorched and wi- 
thered away, becauſe they had wet root. And 
ſome fel among thorns, and tlie thorns ſprun 
up and choaked them. But the reſt fell into 2008 
rour l, and, produced fFuit, ſome an hundred 
Neid; ſore faxty fold; ſome thirty fold. He 
that hath cars to hear, let him hear.” 
10 Ard the diſciples came and ſaid to him,“ Why 
dott thou ſpeak to them in parables ?”” And he 
reply ing ſaid unto them, “ Becauſe it is granted 
to you, to: Krow the myſteries of the kingdom 
of heaven, but to them it is not granted. For 
to every one who hath, ſhall be gien, and he 
Mall have abundance ; but even that, which he 
hath, ſhall be taken away from him who hath 
not.

For the heart of this 
people is grown ſtiff with ſatneſs, and they

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*© hear with heavy ears, and have cloſed up their 
« eyes, leſt at any time they ſhould ſee with their 
« eyes, and hear, with their ears, and underſtand 
« with their heart, and ſhould be converted, and 
„ T ſhould heal them,” But happy are your 
eyes, becauſe they ſee; and your ears, becauſe 
they hear. For verily I ſay unto you, that many 
prophets, and righteous men, have deſired to fee 
the things which you ſee, and did not ſee them, 
and to hear the things which you hear, and did 
not hear them. 3 0 
Hear ye therefore the parable of the ſower.. 
When any one, heareth the word of the kingdom,. 
and underſtandeth * it * not, then cometh that 
wicked one, and catcheth away that word 
which was ſown in his heart : this 1s he that re- 
ceived feed by the way-ſide. But he that re- 20- 
ceived the ſeed into ſtony places, this is he who 
beareth the word, and immediately recciveth it 
with joy; he hath no root in himſelf, but is 
© only? for a time: for when any oppreflion or 
frog ariſeth on account of the word, he 
s preſently offended. He who received. ſeed 
among the thorns, is he that heareth the word; 
and the anxious care of the world, and the delu- 
Gon of riches, choke the word, and he becometh 
unfruitful. But he that received the ſeed into 
good ground, is he that heareth the word and 
inden it:“ who alſo beareth fruit, and 
bringeth forth ſome an hundred fold, ſome ſixty, . 
ſome thirty,” 43 
Another parable he propoſed unto them, in 
theſe terms: The kingdom of heaven may be 
compared to a man, who had ſown good ſeed in 
his ground. But while the man ſlept; his enemy 28 
came and ſowed tares among the wheat, and went 
5 58 Ma ogg? blade was Tong up, and 
4 produced fruit, then the tares alſo appeared, 
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And the ſervants of the houſholder“ came and 
ſaid to him, Sir, didſt thou not ſow good ſeed 
in thy field? whence then hath it tares?” And 
he ſaid unto them, Some malicious perſon hath 
done this.” And the ſervants ſaid to him, 
«© Wilt thou then have us to go and gather them 
«up ?” Bat he ſaid. No, left while you gather 
up the tares, you ſhould root up the wheat with 
30.them. Permit both to grow up together till the 
harveſt; and in the time of harveſt, I will fay to 
the reapers, Gather ye together firſt the tares, 
and bind them in bundles, that they may be 
burnt ; but gather ye the wheat into my barn.” 
He propoſed another parable to them, ſaying, 
The kingdom of heaven is like a grain of muſ- 
tard- ſeed, which a man took and ſowed in his 
field : which indeed is one of the leaſt of all 
the ſeeds ; but when it is grown, 1s the greateſt 
among herbs; yea it becometh a tree, ſo that the 
birds of the air come and lodge in its branches.” 
He ſpake another parable to them: The 
kingdom of heaven is like leaven, which a wo- 
man took and covered up with three meaſures + 
of meal, till the whole was leavened.” 
All theſe things Is us ſpake to the multitude 
in parables, and without a parable he ſpake not 
35 to chem. That it might be fulfilled which was 
| ſpoken by the prophet t, ſaying, © I will open 
«© my mouth in parables, I will give vent to 
things hid from the foundation of the world.“ 
Then jssus having diſmiſſed the multitude, 
went into a houſe ; and his diſciples came to him, 
faying, “ Explain to us the parable of the tares 
in the field.” And he anſwered and ſaid unto 
them, He that ſowed the good ſeed is the Son 
of Man: the field is the world: the good ſeed 
are the children of. the kingdom : but the tares 
are 
Or, proprietor of the land. I Near a peck 
and a half each, 1 Pal, Ixxviii. 2, , 
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are the children of the wicked one: the enemy 
that ſowed them is the devil: the harveſt is the 
end of the world: and the reapers are the angels.

Again, the kingdom of heaven is like trea- - 
ſure * hid in a field, which when a man hath 
found, he concealeth ; and for joy of it, goeth and 
ſelleth all that he hath, and buyeth that field.“ 
„Again, the kingdom of heaven is like a mer- 48 
chant ſeeking beautiful pearls ; who finding one 
arl of an exceeding great value, went away 
and ſold all that he had, and bought it.“ 
„Again, the kingdom of heaven is like a net 
thrown into the ſea, which gathered * fiſhes * of 
all ſorts : which when it was full, they dragged 
to the ſhbre, and fitting down, gathered the good 
into veſſels, but threw away the bad. So it will 
be at the end of the world: the angels ſhall come 
forth, and ſeparate the wicked from among the- 
juſt, and ſhall caſt them into a furnace of fire; 50 
there ſhall be wailing and gnaſhing of teeth.” 
Iesus faith unto them, Have ye underſtood 
all theſe things?“ They ſay unto him, © Yes, 
lord.” And he ſaid unto them, Therefore 
ſcribe, who is diſciplined to the kingdom 
of heaven, is like a man, that is maſter of a fa- 
mily, who bringeth forth out of his tore, things 
new and old.” And it came to paſs, that when

Ax when ke was come into his own country, 
he taught them * in- their ſynagoghe, inſomuch 
that they were aſtoniſhed and ſaid, * Whence

55 works? Is not this the ſon of the carpenter ? Is 
not his mother called Mary! and are not 
James, and Joſes, and Simon, and Judas his 

rethren? And are not all his ſiſters here with 
us? Whence then hath this man all theſe things!“ 
And they were offended in him. But jesvs ſaid 
unto them, A prophet is no where leſs eſteemed 
than in his own country, and in his own family.“ 
And he did not many mighty works there, on 
account of their unbelief. 


Ar that time Herod, the tetrarch, heard of 
the fame of jzssus, and ſaid to his ſervants, 
„This is John the Baptiſt; he is riſen from the 
dead, and for this reaſon * theſe extraordinary 
powers operate in him.“ x 

For Herod had ſeized John, and bound him, 

and put him in priſon, on account of Herodias, 
his brother Philip's wife. For John had ſaid to 
- Chim, © Tt is not lawful for thee to have her.“ 
5 And when he would have put him to death, he 
feared the mukitude, becauſe they looked upon 
him as a prophet, But when Herod's birth-day 
._ was kept, the daughter of Herodias danced be- 
fore them and pleaſed Herod, Whereupon he 

promiſed with an oath to give her whatever ſhe 
ſhould aſk ; and ſhe being previouſly urged by 
her mother, ſaid, Give me the head of John 
the Baptiſt here in a charger+ .” And the king

and beheaded John in the priſon. And his head 
was brought in a charger, and given to the 
maiden: and ſhe brought it to her mother.

sus heard * of it,“ he departed thence in a veſſel 


And jesus, when he came out “, and ſaw 
* ſuch ' a great multitude, was moved with com- 


privately, into a deſart place: and the multitude 
hearing of it, followed him on foot. out of the 


paſſion for them, and healed their fick. And ig 


when 575 came on, his diſciples came to him, 
ſaying, This is a deſart place, and the day + 
is now far advanced, diſmiſs the multitude, that 


they may go into the villages and buy themſelves 


food. But jesus ſaid to them, they have no 


need to go away, give ye them ſomething ? to 
eat.“ And they ſay unto him, We have here 
but five loaves and two fiſhes. He ſaid, © Bring 
them hither to me.” And he commanded the 


multitude to fit down upon the graſs, and took 


the five loaves and two fiſhes, and looking up to 
heaven, he. bleſſed : and when he had broke 


the loaves he gave them to © his ? diſciples, 


and the diſciples to the multitudes.

And when he had diſmiſſed the multi- 
tudes, he aſcended a mountain, to pray in ſecret. 
And when it was evening, he was there alone. 
But the veſſel was by this time in the middle of 
the ſea, toſſed by the waves; for the wind was 
25 contrary.

Amp when they had over, they came to

- -ples heard this,” they were excecdingly amazed, 
ying, Who then can be ſaved ?”” But jxs us 
looking on them, ſaid to them, With men it 
3 but all things are poſſible with 
Then anſwered Peter and ſaid unto him, (Be- 
bold we have forſaken all and followed thee ; 
What ſhall we therefore have?“ And jesus ſaid 
10 them, ** Verily I fay unto you, that you, 
Who have followed me in the renovation, when 
the Son of Man ſhall - fit on the throne of his 
glory, you alſo ſhall fit upon twelve thrones, 
©, zudging the twelve tribes of Iſrael. And every

AnDp as they were going from Jericho, a great 
multitude followed him. And behold two blind 30 
men, who ſate by the way-ſide, when they heard 
that jesus was paſling by, cried out, ſaying, 
© Have mercy on us, O Lord, thou fon of Da- 
vid.” And the multitude rebuked them, that 
they ſhould be filent; but they cried out the 
more, Have mercy on us, O Lord, thou ſon 

of David.” And 1esvs ſtood ſtill, and called 
them, and ſaid, What do you defire that I 

| ſhould do for you?“ They ſay to him, Lord, 
that our eyes may be opened.” Then jzsus had 
compaſſion on them, and touched their eyes ; and 
immediately their eyes reccived fight, and they 
followed him. 


And when they drew nigh to Jeruſalem, and t- 
were come to Bethphage, at the mount of Olives, 
then jzsus ſent two diſciples, ſaying' to them, 
Go into the village over-againſt you; and im- 
mediately you ſhall find a ſhe aſs and a colt with 
her; untie and bring © them? to me. And if any 
man ſay any thing unto you, ye ſhall ſay, The 
Lord hath need of them :” and he will immedi- 
ately ſend them.“ Now all this was done, that 
it might be accompliſhed which was ſpoken by 
the prophet ſaying, ** Tell ye the daughter of 5

went“ and did as jtsus commanded them, and 
brought the aſs and the colt; and they threw, 
their mantles upon them +, and ſet © him ? there-

mantles in the way,; others cut down branches 
from the trees and ſtrewed them in the way.

Bleſſed be he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord! Hoſannah in the higheſt !”? 

10 Andas he made his entrance into Jeruſalem, 

the whole city was in a commotion, ſaying, 
Who is this?” And the. multitude ſaid, 
4+ This is JEsus the prophet, of Nazareth in 
Galilee.” | | 


And jesvs went into the temple of God, and 
drave out all them that fold and bought in the 
temple, and overthrew the tables of the exchangers 
of money 4, and the feats of them that fold 
doves : and he ſaid to them, It is written, 
„ My houſe ſhall be called a houſe of prayer || :” 
but ye have made it a den of robbers.” And the 
blind and the lame came to him in the temple, and 

25 he healed them. But when the chief prieſts and 
ſcribes beheld the wonders he performed, and 
the children crying out in the temple and ſaying, 
*© Hoſannah to the ſon of David!” they were 
filled with indignation, and faid to him, . Dofſt 
thou hear what theſe ſay? And jesvs faith to 
them, Yes: have ye never read. Out of the 
„ mouths of babes and ſucklings thou haſt per- 
«« feted praiſe 5 And he left them, and went 
out of the city to Bethany, and lodged there. 

Now in the morning, as he returned into the 
city, he was hungry. And ſeeing on the way a 
ſingle fig-tree, he went to it: and he found no-

away?“ Jesus anſwering, ſaid to them, Af- 
ſuredly I ſay unto you, if ye have faith, and do 
not doubt, ye ſhall not only do this“ of the fig- 
tree; but alſo if ye ſhall ſay to this mountain, 

© Be thou removed, and be thou thrown into 


the ſea;” it ſhall be done: and all things, what- . 


ever ye ſhall aſk in prayer, believing, ye ſhall 
receive.“ | 

Axp when ke was come into the temple, the 
chief prieſts and the elders of the people came to 
him as he was teaching, and ſaid, By what au- 
| thority doeſt thou theſe things? and who gave 
thee this authority?“ And jesvus anſwered and 
ſaid to them, I alſo will aſk you one thing, 
which if ye tell me, I will likewiſe tell you by 


what authority i do theſe things. The baptiſm 25 


of John, whence, was it? from heaven, or of 
men?” And they reaſoned among themſelves, 
ſaying, © If we ſhall ſay, From heaven, he will 
fay to us, Why did ye not then believe him? But 
if we ſhall ſay, Of men, we fear the people, for 
all. men eſteem John as a prophet,” And they 
anſwered jE sus, and ſaid, ** We cannot tell.“ 
And he ſaid to them, Neither do I tell you by 
what authority I do theſe things. But what think 
you? A man had two ſons; and coming to the 
frit he ſaid, Son, go work to day in my vine- 
yard.” And he 2 and ſaid, I Will 
not:“ But afterwards he repented, and went. 


And he came to the ſecond, and ſaid in the ſame 30: 


manner. And he anſwered, and faid, ** Sir, I 
* am * going :” yet he went not. Which of the 
two did the will of his father? They ſay to him,

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The firſt.” Jesus ſaith to them, „ Verily; 
I fay unto you, that the publicans and commen 
proſtitutes lead you the way into the kingdom of 
God. ot qo came unto you in the way of 
righteouſneſs, and you believed him not; but 


the publicans and harlots believed him, And ye 


when ye ſaw it did not afterwards repent, * ſo 
as ? to believe him. 

„Hear another parable. There was a certain 
maſter of a family, who planted a vineyard, and 
made a hedge round it, and digged * a place for ? 


a wine-preſs in it, and built a tower, and let it 
out to huſbandmen, and took a journey for a long 


time into a diſtant country. And at the ſeaſon ? 
when the time of the fruit approached, he ſent 
his ſervants to the hnſbandmen, that he might 


35 receive the fruits of it. And the huſbandmen 


ſeized his ſervants, and beat one, and flew ano- 
ther, and ſtoned another. And he ſent again 

other ſervants, more than the firſt : they did the 
ſame unto them. But laſt of all he ſent his ſon 
20 them, ſaying; * They will reverence my ſon.” 
But when the 3 ſaw the ſon, they ſaid 
among themſelves, This is the heir, come, let 
us kill him, and ſeize on his inheritance.“ And 
they ſeized him,“ and caſt him out of the vine- 


40 yard, and flew * him.“ When therefore the lord 


of the vineyard cometh, what will he do to thoſe 
huſbandmen ?” They ſay unto him, He will 
miſerably * deſtroy thoſe wretches, and will let 
out the vineyard to other huſbandmen, who ſhall 
render him the fruits in their ſeaſons.” IESs vs 
ſaith unto them, Did ye never read in the ſcrip- 
tures, ** The ſtone which the builders refuſed, 
„the ſame is become the head of the corner: 
* this is the Lord's doing, aud it is wonderful 
% in our eyes 1.“ For this reaſon I ſay uato 
you, that the kingdom of God ſhall be taken 
: away 
+ Pfal. cxvili. 2a. 
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away from you, and given to a nation which ſhall 
bring forth the fruits thereof. And whoſoever 
ſhall fall upon this ſtone ſhall be broken: But on 
whomſoever it ſhall fall, it ſhall grind him to 
powder.“ And when the chief prieſts and Pha-45 
riſees had heard his parables, they perceived that 
ke ſpake of them. But when they ſought to lay 
hands on him,. they feared the people, becauſe 
they eſteemed him as a prophet. 


And jesus anſwered and ſpake to them again #- 
in parables, ſaying, * The kingdom of heaven 
is like a man that was a king, who made a 
marriage-feaſt for his fon ; and he ſent his ſer- 
vants to call thoſe, who had been invited, to the 
nuptial banquet. But they would not come. 
Again he ſent other ſervants, ſaying, Tell them 
that were invited, Behold I have prepared my 
dinner; my oxen and fatted beaſts are flain, and 
all things are ready: come to the marriage-feaſt.” 
But not regarding it,” they went away, one to 5̃ 
his field, and another to his merchandiſe : And 
the reſt laying hold on his ſervants, inſulted and 
flew them.“ And when the king heard of it,” 
he was provoked ; and having ſent his armies, 
he deſtroyed thoſe murderers, and burnt their 
eity. Then he ſaith to his ſervants, © The mar- 
riage-feaſt is prepared; but they who were in- 
vited were not worthy : go ye therefore to the 
public ways, and invite as many as you find to 
the wedding-banquet.” And thoſe ſervants went 10 
out into the“ public * ways, and aſſembled all 
that they met with, whether bad or good : And 
the feaſt was abundantly ſupplied with gueſts. 
But the king coming in to view the gueſts, ſaw 
a man there not clothed with a wedding-garment : 
and he ſaid to him, Friend, how cameſt thou 
in hither, not having ee And 
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he was ſtruck ſpeechleſs. Then the king ſaid to 
his ? ſervants; Bind his hands and feet, and 
take him away and caſt him into the darkneſs 
which is without: there ſhall be weeping and 
gnaſhing of the teeth, For many are called, but 
tew cholen.” 

Then the Phariſees went and took counſel how 
they might inſnare him in his? diſcourſe. And 
they ſent out to him their difciples, with the He- 
rodians, ſaying, Maſter, we know that thou 
art true, and teacheſt the w ay of God in truth, 
neither careſt thou for any man, for thou regardeſt 
not the perſon of men: tell us therefore What 
thinkeſt thou? Is it law ful to pay tribute to Cæ- 
far, or not?“ But jesvs perceived their wick- 
edneis, and faid, ** Ye hypocrites, why do ye 
tempt me? Shew me the tribute-money.” And 
204hey brought him a penny . And he faith to 
them, © Whoſe is this i image and inſcription ?”? 
They fay to him, ©** Czfſar's.” Then faith he 
ento them, Render therefore to Cæſar the 
things which are * and to God the things 
vrhich are God's.” When they had heard * his 
anſwer they admired. And they left him, and 

went away. 

The ſame day came to him the Sadducces, 
who ſay that there is no reſurrectior, and aſked 
hk1 im, ſaying, «© Maſter, Moſes ſaid that if 2 man 
die, having no children, his brother ſhould marry 
; his wife, and raiſe up ſeed to his brother +. Now 
there were with us ſeven "brethren, and the frrſt 
when he had married a wife died, and having 
had no children, left 515 wife to his brother. 
Alſo the ſecond in like manner; and the third; 
© and ſo on to the ſeventh; and laſt of all the 
woman alſo died. In the reſurrection therefore,

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had her.” JEsus anſwered, and ſaid to them, 

« Ve are miſtaken, not knowing the ſcriptures, 
nor the power of God. For in the reſurrection 30 
they neither marry, nor are given in marriage; 
but are as the angels of God in heaven, But as 
for the reſurrection of the dead, have ye not read 
what was ſpoken to you by God, ſaying, I am 
the God of Abraham, and the God of Iſaac, and 
the God of jacob“: God is not the God of the 
dead, but of the living.” And when the multi- 
tude heard: this,“ they were aſtoniſhed at his 
doQrine. 

But when the Phariſees heard that he had ſi- 
lenced the Sadducees, they were gathered toge- 
gether ; And one of them © who was ? a Doctor 35 
of the Law, afked * him a queſtion to make 
trial of him, and ſaid, ** Maſter, which is the 
you commandment in the law?“ And jESUs 
aid unto him, Thou ſhalt love the Lord thy 
+ God with all thine heart, and with all thy 
« ſoul, and with all thy mind .“ This is the 
firſt and great commandment. And the fecond 
is like unto it, Thou ſhalt love thy neighbour 
as thyſelf fg. Upon theſe two commandment: 40 
depend all the law and the prophets.” 

While the Pharifees were gathered together, 
Es vs aſked them, ſaying, What think ye con- 
cerning the Meſſiah ? Whoſe ſon is he?” They 
ſay unto him, The fon ? of David.“ He ſaith 
unto them, How then doth David by the Spi- 
rit call him Lord, ſaying, The Lord ſaid unto 
« my Lord, Sit thou on my right-hand, till I 
* make thine enemies thy foot-ftool jj. If Da- 45 - 
vid then call him Lord, how is he his ſon?ꝰ And 
no man could anſwer him a word, neither did 
any one preſume from that day forward to aſk 
him any more queſtions. 

| | D's Then 
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* Then ſpake jzsvs to the multitude and to his 
diſciples, ſaying, ** The Scribes and the Phari- 
ſees itt in the chair of Moſes : All therefore what; 
ſoever they ſhall charge you to obſerve, obſerve 
and do; but practiſe not according to their 
works: for they ſay, but do not practiſe. For 
they bind grievous and inſupportable burdens, 
and lay them ? on mens ſhouldeys ; but they 
© themſclves will not move them with a finger of 
5 theirs. And all their works they do to be viewed 
by men: they make their phylacteries broad, 
and make the fringes of their garments large, and 
love the uppermoſt places at feaſts, and the higheſt 
ſeats in the ſynagogue, and ſalutations in the 
markets, and to be called by men, Rabbi, Rabbi. 
10 But be not ye called Rabbi: for one is your maſ- 
ter, even Chriſt, and ye all are brethren. 
And call not any one on your Father ; for 
one is your Father, even he in heaveg. Nei- 
ther be ye called Maſters; for one is your Maſ- 
ter, even * Chriſt. But he that is greateſt _ 
you ſhall be your ſervant. And whoſoever ſha 
exalt himſelf, ſhall be abaſed ; and whoſoever 
ſhall humble himſelf, ſhall be exalted. : 

«« But woe unto you, ye Scribes and Phariſees, 
hypocrites! for ye ſhut up the kingdom of hea- 
ven againſt men: for ye neither go in yourſelves, 
nor permit them that are 3 to go in. Woe 
unto you, ye Scribes and Phariſees, hypocrites! 
for ye devour the houſes of widows, and for a 
pretence make long prayers ; therefore ſhall ye 
Iz receive ter damnation. Woe unto you, ye 
Scribes and Phariſees, hypocnites ! for ye com- 
paſs the fea and the land to make one Re

more a child of hell than yourſelves. Woe unto 
you, ye blind guides! who ſay, Whoſoever ſhaH 
ſwear by the temple, it is nothing: but whoſo- 
ever ſhall ſwear by the gold of the temple, he 1s 
obliged *.

Therefore he that ſweareth by the altar, 20 
ſweareth by it, and by all things upon it: And 
he that ſweareth by the temple, ſweareth by it, 
and by him that dwelleth in it: And he that 
ſweareth by heaven, ſweareth by the throne, and 
by him who ſitteth upon it. 

. * Woe unto you, ye Scribes and Phariſees, 
hypocrites ! for ye tithe mint, and aniſe, and 
cummin, and have neglected the weightier mat- 
ters of the law, juſtice, and mercy, and fidelity : 
theſe ye ought to have practiſed, and not to have 
omitted the others. Ye blind guides, who ſtrain 
out a gnat 1, and ſwallow down a camel. Woe 25 
unto you, ye Scribes and Phariſees, hypocrites ! 
for ye cleanfe the outſide of the cup, - and the 
diſh ; but the inner parts are full of rapine and 
intemperance. Thou blind Phariſee ! firſt cleanſe 
the inſide of the cup and of the diſh ; that the 
outſide of them may be clean alſo. Woe unto 
you, ye Scribes and Phariſees, hypocrites! for ye 
reſemble whited ſepulchres, which indeed appear 
beautiful without, but within are full of the bones 
of the dead, and of all uncleanneſs. Even fo ye 
alſo do indeed outwardly appear righteous unto 

D 6 men, 
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men, but within ye are full of hypocriſy and ini- 
quity. Woe unto you, ye Scribes and Phariſees, 
hypocrites! for ye build the ſepulchres of the 
prophets, and adorn the monuments of the righ- 
zo teous, and ſay, If we had been in the days of 
our fathers, we would not have been partakers 
with them in the blood of the prophets. So that 
you bear witneſs to yourſelves “ that you ere the 
ſons of thoſe that murdered the prophets. And do 
you © then fil! up the meaſure of your fathers +. 
Ye ſerpents, ye brood of vipers, how can ye 
eſcape the damnation of hell ? Therefore behold 
I ſend unto you prophets, and wiſe men, and 
' ſcribes; and ſome ? of them ye will kill, ard 
cruciſy, and * ſome of them ye will ſcourge in 
your ſynagogues, and perſecute from city to city : 
35 that upon you may come all the righteous blocd 
which hath been poured forth on the earth, frem 
the blood of Abel that righteous man, to the blood 
of Zechariah the ſon of Barachiah, whom ye mur- 
dered between the temple and the altar. Verily 
I fay unto you, all theſe things ſhall come on 
this generation. O Jeruſalem ! Jeruſalem ! © thou 
that killeſt the prophets, and ſtoneſt them that are 
ſent unto thee, how often would I have gathered 
thy children together, even as a hen gathereth 
her chickens together under her * wings, and 
« yet * ye would not? Behold your houſe is leſt 
- defolate to you. For I fay unto you, Henceforth 
ye ſhall not ſee me, till ye ſhall ſay, Bleſſed 
is ? he that cometh in the name of the Lord.” 


* And ijxsvs going out, departed from the tem- 
le: And his diſciples came to him to ſhew 
Rim the buildings of the temple: And js us ſaid 
unto them, Do ye not ſee all theſe things ? 
Verily I ſay unto you, There ſhall not be * 
one 
® You approve yourſclves their genuine offspring by being 

like them, C, + Of your fathers fins, 
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ſtone upon another, that ſhall not be demaliſhed.“ 
And as he fate upon the mount of Olives, the 
diſciples came to him privately, ſaying, “ Tell 
us when theſe things ſhall happen: and what 
* ſhall be ” the fipn of thy coming, and of the 
end of the age? And jrsvs anſwering, faid to 
them, See © to it' that no man deceive you; 
for many ſhall come in my name, ſaying, © Is 
am the Mefhah *;” and ſhall deceive many. 
Ye ſhall hear of wars, and rumours of wars : See 
that ye be not troubled : for all thefe things 
muſt come to paſs, but the end is not yet. For 
nation ſhall riſe up againſt nation, and kingdom 
againſt kingdom, and there ſhall be famines, and 
peſtilences, and earthquakes in various places: 
(all theſe things © are the beginning of forrows :) 
then ſhall they deliver you up to be afflited, and 
ſhall kill you: And ye ſhall be hated by all na- 
tions for my name's fake. And many ſhall then 10 
be offended, and ſhall betray one another, and 
hate one another, And many falſe prophets ſhall 
ariſe, and ſhall deceive many, And becauſe 1ni- 
quity ſhall abound, the love of many will grow 
cool. But he who endareth to the end, ſhall be 
ſaved. And this gofpel of the kingdom ſhall be 
preached in all the world for a witneſs to all na- 
tions, and then ſhall the end come. When there- 15 
fore ye ſhall fee the abomination cf deſolation, 
ſpoken of by Daniel the prophet 4, get up in 
the holy place (let every one that readeth, unde. 
ſtand) then let them that are in Judea, flee to the 
mountains. Let not him that is on the top A 
the houſe, come down to take any thing out of 
his houſe 1: Neither let him who is in the field, 
return back to take his clothes. And woe to 
them that are with child, and to them that give 
ſuck in thoſe days! But pray ye that your flight 20 
. | * 


ol Or, Chrift. + Dan. ix. 27. f The Jews had 
uſually ſtairs on the outſide of their houſes. 
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be not in the winter, nor on a ſabbath-day *. For 
then ſhall be great tribulation, ſuch as never was 
from the beginning of the world to this time; 
no, nor ever ſhall be. And except thoſe days 
ſhould be ſhortened, there could no Lem be — ; 
but for the elects ſake thoſe days ſhall be ſhort- 
ened. If any one ſhall then ſay to you, Be- 
hold, the Meſſiah is here! or bchold © he is 
there!” do not believe it. For there ſhall ariſe 
falſe Meſſiahs, and falſe prophets, and ſhall 
ſhew great ſigns and prodigies, ſo as, if it 
were ? poſſible, to deceive the very ele. Be- 
hold, I have told you this * beforehand, There- 
fore if they ſhall ſay unto you, Behold he is in 
the wilderneſs,” do not go forth; or* ©* Behold 
he is in the ſecret apartments, do not believe 
it.“ For as the lightning breaketh forth from 
the eaſt, and ſhineth even to the weſt, ſo alſo 
ſhall the coming of the Son of Man be: for. 


| Whereſoever the carcaſe is, there will the, eagles 


be gathered t er. Immediately after the af- 
fliction of thoſe days, the ſun ſhall be darkened, 
and the moon ſhall not give her light ; and the 
ſtars ſhall fall from heaven, and the powers of 


zo the heavens ſhall be ſhaken. And then ſhall ap- 


pear the ſign of the Son of Man in heaven; and 
all the tribes of the land ſhall then mourn, and 
they ſhall ſee the Son of Man, coming in the 
clouds of heaven with power and great glory. 
And he ſhall ſend his meſſengers with the great 
ſound of a trumpet, and they ſhall aſſemble his 
ele from the four wiflds, from one end of the 
Reavens to the other. | ; 

„% Now learn a parable + from the fig- tree. 
When its branch is now hecome tender, and 
putteth forth leaves, ye know that ſummer is 
near; ſo likewiſe when ye ſhall ſee all theſe

When the roads are bad, or the journies obliged to be 
tort, © f A parable taken from the 6g-tree, 
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things, know that he is near“, even at the 
doors. Verily I ſay unto you, This generation 
ſnall not paſs away, until all theſe things be ful- 
Klled. Heaven and earth ſhall = away, but 35 
my words ſhall not paſs away. But of that day 
and hour no one knoweth, no not the angels of 
heaven, but my Father only. But as + the days 
of Noah, ſo alſo ſhall the coming of the Son of 
Man be. For as in the days which were before 
the deluge, they were eating and drinking, mar- 
rying and giving in marriage, until the day that 
N om, entered into the ark, and knew not till the 
deluge came and bore them all away; fo alſo 
hall the coming of the Son of Man be, 
„Two men ſhall then be in the field, the one 40 
ſhall be ſeized, and the other diſmiſſed : Two 
© women ſhall be grinding at the mill, the one 
ſhall be ſeized, * the other diſmiſſed. Watch 
therefore, for ye know not at what hour your Lord 
doth come: But this ye know, that if the maſter 
of a houſe had known in what watch t the thief 
would come, he would have watched; and would 
not have ſuffered his houſe to be broke open. 
Therefore be ye alſo ready; for at an hour 
when ye think not, .the Son of Man cometh. 
Who now is the faithful and prudent ſervant, 45 
whom his lord hath appointed ruler over his houſ- 
hold, to give them their food in due ſeaſon? 
Happy is that ſervant whom his Lord when 
he cometh, ſhall find thus employed. Verily I 
ſay unto you, that he will make him Ruler of all 
his eſtate.

him his portion with hypocrites : there ſhall be

X Then“ ſhall the kingdom of heaven be like 
ten virgins, who took their lamps and went out 
to meet the bridegroom. And five of them were 
prucent, and five fooliſh. They that were fosliſh. 
when they took their lamps, did not take any 
oil with them: Whereas the prudent took oil in 

6*their veſſels, with their lamps. But while the 
bridegroom delayed, they all flumbered, and fell 
aſleep. And in the middle of the night there was 
a cry made, ** Behold, the bridegroom is coming, 
go ye out to meet him.” Then all thoſe virgins 
aroſe, and dreſſed their lamps. And the fooliſh 
ſaid to the prudent, ©* Give us of your oil, for 
our lamps are gone cut.” But the prudent re- 

ed, We cannot do it,“ leſt there ſhould not 
be enough for us and you: But rather go ye to 
 1othem that ſell, and buy for rn And 
while they went to buy, the bridegroom came; 
and thoſe that were ready, went in with him to 
the marriape-feaſt, and the door was ſhat, And 
ſome time aſter the other virgins alſo came, ſay- 
ing, Sir, fir, open to us.“ But he anſwered, 
ſaying, Truly, I ſay unto you, I know you 
not.”

And he who had received the five talents 20 
came, and brought other five talents, ſaying,

hold, J have gained to them five talents more.“ 
And his maſter ſaid unto him,“ Well done, thou 
ood and faithful ſervant, thou haſt been faithful 
in a few things, I will ſet thee over many things; 
enter thou into the joy of thy maſter.” He alto, 
who had received the two talents, came and ſaid, 
&« Sir, thou didft deliver to me two talents ; be- 
hold, I have gained two other talents to them.” 
His maſter faid unto him, Well done, thou 
good and faithful ſervant, thou haſt been faithful 
in a few things, I will ſet thee over many things; 
enter thou into the joy of thy maſter.” But he 
alſo who had received the one talent, cage zd 
ſaid, “ Sir, I knew thee that thou art a ſevere 
man, reaping where thou didſt not ſow, and ga” 
thering whence thou hadſt not ſcattered ; and be-25 
ing ternfied, I went away and hid thy talent in 
the earth: Behc1d © there ? thou haſt thine own.“ 
And his maſter anſwerine, ſaid ur to him, Thou 
wicked, and flothful ſervant, thou kneweſt that 
] reap where I did not ſow, and gather whence I 
had not ſcattered-: therefore thou ſheuldſt have 
put my money to the bankers ; and when I came, 
might have received mine own with intereſt. 
Take ye therefore the talent from him, and give 
it to him that hath ten talents: for to every one 
that hath, ſhell be given, and he ſhall have abun- 
dance; but from him, that hath not, even what 
he hath, ſhall be taken away. And caſt 55 the 30 
unprofitable ſervant into the darkneſs, which is 
without;

And he 
ſhall ſet the ſheep on his right-hand, but the

Then the king ſhall ſay to them on his 
> ee «« Come, ye bleſled of my Father, 
inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the 

35 foundation of the world. For I was hungry, and 
ye gave me food to eat: I was thirſty, and 
ye cauſed me to drink : I was a ftranger, and ye 
took me in: * I was? naked, and ye clothed 
me: I was fick, and ye looked after me: 1 was 
in priſon, and ye came to me.” Then ſhall the 
righteous anſwer him, and ſay, Lord, when 
did we ſee thee hungry, and fed © thee?? Or 
thirſty, and cauſed * thee ? to drink? Or when 
did we ſee thee a ſtranger, and took thee in? 
Or naked, and clothed © thee ?* Or when did we 

ſee thee ſick, or in priſon, and came to thee ?”? 
40 And the king anſwering ſhall ſay unto them, 
„ Verily, I ſay unto you, In-as-much as ye did

„ Then he ſhall ſay, alſo to them on the left- 

band, Depart from me, ye curſed, into the

Then Kall 4g 
he anſwer them, ſaying, © Verily I ſay unto

but the righteous into everlaſting life.“ 


And it came to paſs when js us had finiſhed-t- 
all theſe diſcourſes, he ſaid to his diſciples, © Ye 
know that after two days the paſſover cometh, 
and the Son of Man is betrayed to be crucified.” 
Then the chief prieſts, the ſcribes, and the elders 
of the people aſſembled together at the palace of 
the high-prieſt, who was called Caiaphas, and 
_ conſulted that they might take jesvs by artifice, 
and put him? to death. But they ſaid, ** Not 5 
at the feaſt, leſt there ſhould be a tumult among 
the people.” | | 

Now when jzsvs was in Bethany“, in the 
houſe of Simon the leper, a woman having an ala- 
baſter veſlel of very precious omtment, came to 
him, and poured © it * on his head as he fate at 
meat.“ But when his diſciples obſerved * it,” 
they had indignation, ſaying, © To what pur- 
poſe © is this waſte ? for this ointment might 
have been ſold for a great deal , and given to 


the poor.” But sus knowing it,“ ſaid to 10 


them, Why trouble ye the woman, for ſhe 
hath performed a good work towards me. For 
the poor ye have always with you, but me ye 
have not always. For, in that ſhe hath poured 
this ointment on my body, ſhe did it for my 
burial. I aſſuredly ſay unto you, whereſoever 
this goſpel ſhall be preached over the whole world, 
this“ alſo which this woman hath done, ſhall 
be ſpoken of for a memorial of her,”

A village near Jeruſalem, John xi, 18. + Of 
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Then one of the twelve, called Judas Iſcarjpt, 


t5 went to the chief-prieſts, and ſaid, ** What Are 


ye willing to give me, and I will deliver him 
to you ??” And they agreed with him for thirty 
Pieces of ſilver. And from that time he ſought 
opportunity to betray him. 


Now on the firſt day of unleavened bread, the 
diſciples came to jESsUs, ſaying to him, Where 
wiit thou have us prepare for thy cating the paſ!- 
over?“ And he ſaid, Go into the city to ſuch 
a one, and ſay to him, The teacher ſaith, My 
time is near, I will celebrate the paſſover at thy 


houſe, with my diſciples.” And the diſciples

20 Now when the evening was come, he ſate 
down with the twelve. And as they were cat- 


ing, he ſaid, © Verily I ſay vnto you, that one 
of you will betray me.“ And they were exceed- 
ingly grieved, and began every one of them to 
ſay to him, Lord, is it I?” And he anſwered, 
and ſaid, He that dippeth his hand with me 
in the diſh, this very perſon ſhall betray me. 
The Son of Man is. going, as it is written con- 
cerning him, but woe to that man by whom the 
Son of Man is betrayed : it had been well for 


25 that man, if he had ider been born,” Then 


Judas, who betrayed him, anſwered and ſaid, 
« Maſter, is it 1?” He ſaid to him, Thou 
haſt ſaid right.“ | 42 
And as they were eating, IESsus took bread, 
and having bleſſed © it,” he brake, and gave it 
to the diſciples, and ſaid. Take, eat; this is 
my body.“ And he took the cup, and when he 
had given thanks, he gave © it ? to theia, faying,. 


«© Drink ye all of it: for this is my blood of the 


new 'covenant,, which is ſkcd for many for the 
ſorgivenelF 
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forgiveneſs “ of ſins. And I ſay unto you, I 
will drink no more of this produce of 'the vine, 
until that day when 1 ſhall drink it new with 
you in the kingdom of my Father.” 

And when they had ſung a hymn, they went zo 
out unto the mount of Olives. Then faith jESUs 
to them, . All ye ſhall be offended: becauſe of 
me this night: for it is written +, “I will ſmite 
the ſhepherd, and the ſheep of the flock ſhall 
be ſcattered.” But after I am riſen, I will go 
before you into Galilee,” Peter anſwering, ſaid 
to him, Though all ſhould be offended becaufe 
of thee, I will never be offended.” 'Jzsvs ſaid 
to him, „ Verily I fay to thee, that this night, 
before the cock crow thou ſhalt deny me thrice ” 
Peter ſaid to him, Though I ſhould die with 35 
thee, yet I will not deny thee.” And in like 
manner ſaid all the diſciples. 


Then jesus cometh with them to a place 
called Gethſemane, and ſaith to the diſciples, 
„„ Sit ye here, while I go and pray yonder.“ 
And he took with him Peter and the two ſons of 
Zebedee, and began to be in great dejection and 
anguiſh of mind. Then he ſaith to them, My 
ſoul is ſurrounded with ſorrow even unto death 
tarry here, and watch with me.” And goin 
on a little way, he proſtrated himſelf on his face, 
and prayed, ſaying, © O my Father, if it be 
poſſible let this cup paſs from me; nevertheleſs 
not as I will, but as thou © wilt.” And he 40 
cometh to the diſciples, and findeth them aſleep ; 
and he ſaith to Peter, What could ye not 
watch with me one hour? Watch and pray, that 
ye may not enter into temptation : the ſpirit in- 
deed * is' forward, but the fleſh * is? weak.” 
He went from them again the ſecond time, and 
prayed, ſaßing, O my Father, if this cup can- 

, not 
» Or, remiſſion, + Tech. ili. 7, 
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not paſs from me without my drinking it, thy 
will be done.” And he came and found them 
aſleep again, for their eyes were weighed down *. 
And he left them, and went away again, and 
prayed the third time, ſpeaking the ſame words, 

* 45 Then cometh he to his diſciples, and faith to 
them, Now ſleep on, and take your reſt f. 
Behold the hour is near, and the Son of Man is 
betrayed into the hands of ſinners. Ariſe, let us 
go: behold he who betrayeth me is juſt at hand. 

And while he was yet ſpeaking, behold Judas, 
one of the twelve came, and with him a great 
. multitude with ſwords and ſtaves from the chief 
prieſts, and elders of the people. Now he that 
betrayed him, had given them a fignal, ſaying, 
„He, whom I ſhall kiſs, is the perſon, lay hold 
of him.” And immediately coming to jesvs, 
5ohe ſaid, © Hail, Rabbi ;” and kiſſed him. And 
Es us ſaid to him, Friend, wherefore art thou 
come? Then they came and laid hands upon 
JESUS and took him. And behold one of them 
that were with JES Us, ſtretched out his hand, and 
drew his ſword, and ſmote a ſervant of the high- 
prieſt, and ſtruck off his ear. Then ſaid jrsvs 
to him. Put up they ſword in its place again, 
for all that take the ſword, ſhall periſh by the 
ſword. Doeſt thou think that I cannot now in- 
treat ny Father, and he would preſently furniſh 
me with more than twelve legions f of Angels? 
But how then ſhall the ſcriptures be fulfilled, 
© which ſay that thus it muſt be?“ 

55 In that ſame hour Is us ſaid to the multitude, 
« Are ye come out as againſt a robber, with 
ſwords and clubs to ſeize me? I fate teaching 
daily with you in the temple, and ye did not lay 


hold 
With wearineſs and ſorrow, + Suppoſed to be 
ſpoken ironically, Others render the words, „Do you 


Neep on ſtill, and take your reſt? 4 The Roman 
Jegzon was at that time fix thouſand. 
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hold on me. But all this is done that the ſcrip- 
tures “ of the prophets might be fulfilled.” Then 
all the diſciples forſook him, and fled. 


And they who had apprehended jesvs, led 
him away to Caiaphas the high-prieſt, where 
the ſcribes and elders were aſſembled. But Pe- 
ter followed him at a diſtance to the palace of the 
high-prieſt, and went in, and ſate down among 
the ſervants to ſee the end. Now the chief-prieſts, 
and elders, and the whole Sanhedrim +, ſought 
falſe evidence againſt jesvus, that they might put 
him to death; but found none : and though 60 
many falſe witneſſes came, yet they found none. 
At laſt came two falſe witneſſes, and ſaid, This 
fellow ſaid, I am able to deſtroy the temple 
of God, and to build it in three days.” Then 
the high-prieſt roſe up, and ſaid to him,“ An- 
ſwereſt thou nothing? What is it that” theſe 
men teſtify againſt thee ? But Es us was ſilent. 
And the high-prieſt anſwered, and ſaid to him, 
I adjure thee by the living God, that thou tell 
us whether thou be the Chriſt, the Son of God:!“ 
Jesus ſaith to him, Thou haſt ſaid right:“ 
Moreover I declare to you, Hereafter ye ſhall ſee 
the Son of Man fitting at the right-hand of power, 
and coming in the clouds of heaven.” Then the6; 
high-prieſt rent his clothes, ſaying, ©* He hath 
ſpoken blaſphemy ; what farther need have we of 
witneſſes ? behold, ye have now heard his blaf- 
phemy. What think ye?” They anſwered and 
ſaid, “ He is guilty of death.” Then they ſpit 
in his face, and buffeted him ; and others ſmote 
him with the palms of their hands, ſaying, ©* Pro- 


rec to us, O thou Chriſt ||; who 1s he that

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Now Peter was fitting without in the hall,

ſultation againſt IESUsS how to put him to death. 
And when they had bound him, they led him 
away, and delivered him to Pontius Pilate the 
vernor. 

Then Judas who had betrayed him, when he 
ſaw that he was condemned, repenting, carried 
back the thirty pieces of filver to the ehief-prietts 
and the elders, ſaying, © I have finned in that 
I have betrayed innocent blood.” And they an- 
ſwered, ** What is that to us? fee thou © to 
that.” And throwing down the picces of filver 

in the temple, he withdrew, and went and hanged 
himſelf.

Jes vs then ſtood before the governor, and the 
governor aſked him, ſaying, ** Art thou the king 


of the Jews ?” And jesvs ſaid to him, © Thou 


ſayeſt it.” And when he was accuſed by the 
chief prieſts and elders, he made no anſwer, 
Then Pilate ſaid to him, „Heareſt thou not 
how many things they witneſs againſt thee ?” 
And he made him no anſwer to any thing that was 
ſaid, ſo that the governor was greatly aſtoniſhed. 
Now at the feaſt the governor was wont to re- 15 


leaſe to the people one priſoner, whom they de- 


fired. And they had then a noted priſoner, whoſe 
name was Barabbas. Therefore when they were 
gathered together, Pilate ſaid to them, Whom 
will ye that I releaſe to you? Barabbas, or E- 
SUS, Who is called Chriſt ?“ for he knew that for 
envy they had delivered him up. And while he 
was ſitting on the tribunal t his wife ſent to him, 
ſaying, Have thou nothing to do with that 
righteous one; for I have ſuffered many things 
to-day on his account in a dream.” But the 20 
chief prieſts and elders perſuaded the multitude 
that they ſhould aſk Barabbas, and deſtroy jz- 
sus. The governor anſwered, and ſaid to them, 
* Which of the two do you defire I ſhould releaſe 
to you?“ And they ſaid, ©* Barabbas.” Pilate 
faith to them, What * I do then with IR- 
SUS, 


Zech. xi. 13. Moſt copies read, © ſpoken by Jere- 
* miah the prophet :'* probably by miſtake of the tran- 
bers, + i, e. of a ſlave, 1 Or, judgment- 
eat, 
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sus, who is called Chriſt ?” They all ſay to him, 
«© Let him be crucified.” And the [governor 
ſaid, ** Why, what evil hath he done?“ But 
they cried out the more, ſaying, © Let him be 
crucified.” And Pilate ſeeing he could prevail 
nothing“, but © that they rather grew tumultuous, 
took water, and waſhed * his hay in the pre- 
ſence of the multitude, ſaying, ©* I am innocent 
of the blood of this righteous * man,” look ye 
25*toit.” And all the people anſwered, ſaying, 

«© May his blood © be on us, and on our chil. 
dren.” Then releaſed he Barabbas to them, and 
having ſcourged jesvus, he delivered © him to 
be crucified. 

Then the ſoldiers of the governor took ESU; 
into the common hall, and gathered unto him the 
whole band +. And having ſtripped him, they 
put on him a ſcarlet robe. And having platted 
- a crown of thorns, they put it upon Lis head, 

and a reed in his nA. : And bowing the 
knee before him, they mocked him, ſaying, 
30 Hail, king of the Jews!” And they ſpit upon 
him, and took the reed, and ftrack him on the 
head. And after they had mocked him, they took 
the robe off from him, and having dreſſed him 
in his own garments, they led him away to be 
crucified. And as they went out they met a na- 
tive of Cyrene, named Simon ; him they com- 
pelled to carry his croſs. | 


And when they were come to a place called 
\Golgotha, that is to ſay, the Place of a Skull, 
they gave him to drink vinegar mingled with 
gall : and when he had taſted © of it, he would 
35 not drink. And when they had crucified him, 
they parted his garments by caſting lots: mas

Then two robbers were 
cruciſied with him, one on the right-hand, and 
the other on the left. 
And they that paſſed by, blaſphemed + him, 
ſhaking their bends, and ſaying, ** Thou that 40 
wouldf deſtroy the temple, and build *it” in three 
days! fave thyſelf; If thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the croſs. In like manner alſo 
the chief prieſts deriding him with the ſcribes 
and elders, ſaid, ** He ſaved others, but cannot 
fave himſelf ; If he be the king of Iſrael, let him 
now come down from the croſs, and we will be- 
lieve him; He truſted in God, let him deliver 
him now, if he will have him f, for he ſaid, I 
am the Son of God.” The robbers alſo, who 
were cruciſied with him, caſt the ſame in his 
teeth, | | 
Now from the ſixth hour there was darkneſs 45 
over the whole land until the ninth hour. And 
about the ninth hour jesus cried with a loud 
voice, ſaying, © Eli, Eli, lama ſabachthani ??”* | 
That is, My God, my God, why haſt thou | 
forſaken me?” Some of them that ſtood there, | 
hearing that,“ ſaid, **. This © man calleth for 
Elijah.” And immediately one of them ran, and 
took a ſpunge, and filled © it ? with vinegar, and 
put it on a reed, and gave him to drink. But 
the reſt ſaid, Let alone; let us fee whether 
Elijah will come and ſave him.” 
And jzsvs crying out again with a ſtrong 30 
voice, diſmiſſed * his ſpirit }.

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And behold, the veil of the temple was rent 
in two, from the top to the bottom; and the earth 
trembled, and the rocks were torn aſunder: and 
the tombs were opened, and many bodies of holy 
men who were ſleeping, were raiſed, and came 
out of the tombs after the reſurrection of je- 
sus,“ and entered into the holy city, and ap- 
peared unto many. 

Now when the centurion, and thoſe that were 
with him guarding IESUs, ſaw the earthquake, 

and thoſe things which were done, they feared 
greatly, and ſaid, ©* Truly this was the Son of

lowed jesvs from Galilee to miniſter to him, 
looking on at a diſtance : among whom was Mary 

- Magdalene, and Mary the mother of James and 


Joſes, and the mother of Zebedee's ſons *. 


When it was evening there came a rich man of. 
Arimathea, named Joſeph, who himſelf alſo was a 
diſciple of js us: this man went to Pilate, and 
begged the body of Is us. Then Pilate com- 
manded the body to be delivered to him.“ And 
when Joſeph had taken the body, he wrapped it 

Goin a clean linen cloth, and laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out in a rock : and 
having rolled a great ſtone to the entrance of the 
ron» — he went away. And Mary Magdalene 
and the other Mary were there fitting over-againſt 
the ſepulchre. 

Now on the morrow which followed the day of 

tion, the chief prieſts and Phariſees aſ- 

ſembled together to Pilate, ſaying, Sir, we 
remember that this deceiver while he was yet liv- 
ing, ſaid, After three days I will riſe again.” 
Therefore order that the ſepulchre be ſecured till 
the third day ; leſt his diſciples come by night,

And they went out quickly 
from the ſepulchre, and with fear and great joy _ 
they ran to bring his diſciples word. And as 
they were going to tell his diſciples, behold E- 
sus met them, ſaying, ©* Hail.” And they drew 
near, and took hold of his feet, and paid their 
homage to him. Then jEs us ſaid to them, Be10 
not afraid ; © but? go tell my brethren, that they 
go away into Galilee ; and there they ſhall - ſee 


me.“

Now while the women ' were going, behold 
ſome of the guards came into the city, and told 
the chief prieſts all that had happened. And 
having met together with the elders, and con- 
ſulted, they gave a large ſum of money to 
the ſoldiers, ſaying, ** Say ye, that his diſciples 
came by night, and ſtole him away while we 
Nept : and if this ſhould be heard by the gover- 
nor, we will perſuade him, and make you ſe- 
15 cure.“ And they took the money, and did as 
they were taught: And this ſtory is commonly 
reported among the Jews even to this day. 

Now the eleven diſciples went into Galilee, to 
a mountain where 3Esus had appointed them. 
And having ſeen him, they worſhipped him ; 
though ſome had doubted. And jesvs came 
and ipake unto them, ſaying, ** All authority is 
given unto me in heaven and on earth. Go forth 
therefore, and proſelyte * all nations, baptifing 
them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 


20and of the Holy Spirit; teaching them to obſerve 


all things whatſoever I have commanded you: 
And, behold, I am always with you even to the 
end of the world.” Amen,

n E beginning of the goſpel of Es us Chriſt-- 
the Son of | 


As it is written in the prophets, ©* Behold I 


« ſend my meſſenger before thy face, who ſhall 
« prepare thy way before thee *. The voice of 
one crying in the wilderneſs, -Prepare ye the 
way of the Lord, make his paths ſtrait +. John 
was baptiſing in the wilderneſs, and preaching the 
baptiſm of repentance for the remiſſion of fins. 


And all the land of Judea, and the inhabitants of 3 


23 went out to him, and were all baptiſed 
y him in the river Jordan, confeſſing their ſins. 
And John was clothed with camels hair, and with 


a leathern girdle about his waiſt; and he fed up- 


on locuſts, and wild honey. And he preached, 
ſaying, ** There is one coming after me, who 


is more powerful than I, the ſtrings of whoſe 
ſhoes f I am not worthy to ſtoop down and untie. 


T indeed have baptiſed you with water: but he 
ſhall baptiſe you with the Holy Spirit. 

And it came to paſs in thofe days that jESUs 
came from Nazareth in Galilee, and was baptiſed 
by John in Jordan. And immediately comin 
up out of the water, he ſaw the heavens opened, 
and the Spirit as it were a dove deſcending upon 
him. And there came a voice from heaven,

well pleaſed.” And ſtraitway he was led by a 
ſtrong impulſe of the Spirit “ into the wilder- 
neſs +; and he was there in the wilderneſs forty 
days tempted by Satan; and was with the wild 
beaſts, and angels miniſtred to him f. 


Now after John was caſt into priſon, jesvs 
came into Galilee, preaching the good news of 
i5the kingdom of God; and ſaying, The time 
is fulfilled, and the kingdom of God is near ; 
repent, and believe the goſpel.” 

And as he was walking by the ſea of Galilee, 
he ſaw Simon and Andrew his brother caſting a 
net into the ſea ; for they were fiſhers : And IR- 
sus ſaid to them, Come after me, and I will 
make you become fiſhers of men.” And they im- 
mediately forſook their nets, and followed him. 
And going a little way from thence, he ſaw James 
© the fon of Zebedee, and John his brother; and 
20 they were in a ſhip ||, mending their nets. And 
he immediately called them, and they left their 
father Zebedee with the hired ſervants in the 
ip, and went after him. 

And they entered into Capernaum ; and im- 
mediately on the ſabbath-day, going into the ſy- 
nagogue, he taught © them: and they were 
ſtruck with amazement at his doctrine; for he 
was teaching them as one who had authority; 
and not as . 4 ſcribes. And there was in their 
ſynagogue a man with an unclean 5 ſpirit, and 
he cried out, ſay ing, Let us alone; what have 
we to do with thee, O jesvs of Nazareth? Art 
thou come to deſtroy us? I know thee, who thou 
25 art; the Holy one of God.” But jzsvs rebuked 
him, ſaying, ©* Be ſilent, and come out of him.”

And they were all amazed, ſo that they enquired 
of each other, and ſaid, ** What an event is 
this? © and what new doctrine * 1s this? for 
with authority he commandeth even the unclean 
ſpirits, and they obey him.” And his fame 
went forth immediately through all the region 
of Galilee. 1 

And immediately going out of the ſynagogue, 
they came with James and John, into the houſe 
of Simon and Andrew. And Simon's wife's mo- 30 
Mi ther kept her bed of a fever ; and they preſently 
| tell him of her. And he came, and took her by 
the hand, and raiſed her up, and immediately 
the fever left her: and ſhe waited upon them *. 
And in the evening, when the ſun was ſet, they 
brought to him all that were ill, and that were 
poſſeſſed with demons +. And the whole city was 
gathered together at the door. And he healed 
many that were fick of various diſtempers, and 
| caſt out many demons, and he did not ſuffer the 
| demons to ſpeak, becauſe they knew him. 

And in the morning he roſe before it was light, 35 
and went out, and departed to a deſert place, 
and there prayed. And Simon, and they that 
were with him, followed after him. And when 
they had found him, they ſaid unto him,“ All 
the people ? are ſeeking after thee.” And he ſaid 
to them, Let us go into the neighbouring 
towns, that I may preach there alſo; for there- 
fore I came forth.” And he preached in their 
ſynagogues throughout all Galilee, and caſt out

And a leper came to him, entreating him, and 40 
kneeling down to him, and ſaying to him; If 
thou wilt, thou canſt cleanſe me.” And jzsvus ' 
being moved with compaſſion, ſtretched out his ?

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hand, and touched him, ſaying unto him, I 
will, be thou clean.” And immediately as ſoon 
as he had ſpoken, the leproſy departed from him; 
and he was cleanſed. And having ſtrictly charged 
him, he diſpatched him 2 away; ſaying 
unto him, ** See thou ſay nothing to any one, 
but go ſhew thyſelf to the prieſt, and offer for 
thy purification thoſe things which Moſes hath 
45 commanded *; for a teſtimony unto them.“ But 
he went out, and began to 3 *1t* much, and 
to proclaim the matter: ſo that jesvs could no 
longer _ enter into the city, but was with- 
out it in deſert places: and they came to him 
from all parts. 
* And 5 wa «* ſome days he again entered into 
.Capernaum ; and it was rumoured + that he was 
| In the houſe. And immediately ſo many were 
aſſembled, that there was not room to receive 
© them,* not even about the door. And he 
preached the word to them. And they come un- 
to him bringing one ſeized with the palſy, who 
was carried by four * men.* And when they 
could not come near him for the croud, they un- 

covered the roof where he was, and havin 
broken it up, they let down the bed on which 
5 the paralytic was laid. And jesvs ſceing their 
faith, ſaid to the paralytic, ** Son, thy fins are 
forgiven thee.” But ſome of the ſcribes were 
fitting there, and reaſoning in their hearts: 
„Why doth this © man thus ſpeak blaſphemies ? 
who can forgive fins, but God alone?“ And im- 
mediately when sus perceived in his o. n 
mind g, that they reaſoned thus in themſelves, he 
faid to them, ** Why do ye reaſon thus in your 
hearts? which is eaſier, to ſay to this paralytic, 
Thy fins are forgiven thee,” or to ſay, ©* Ariſe, 
io and take up thy couch, and walk ?“ But that ye 
may know that the Son of Man here on earth 

. at 


bs Lev, xiv. hs · 7 Or, heard, D, 1 Or, ſpirit, 
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hath power to forgive ſins (he ſaith to the para- 
lytic) I ſay unto thee, Ariſe and take up thy 
couch, and go thy way to thine own houſe.” 
And immediately he aroſe, and taking up the 
couch, went forth before them all : ſo that they 
were all amazed, and glorified God, ' fayingy 
« We never ſaw any thing like this.” ; 


And he went forth again by the ſea-ſhore ; and 


all the multitude reſorted to him, and he taught

of Alpheus ſitting at the cuſtom-houſe : and he 
ſaid to him, Follow me.”

ciples: for there were many, and they followed 
him. And when the Scribes and Phariſees ſaw 
him eat with publicans and ſinners, they ſaid to 
his diſciples, © How is it that he eateth and 
drinketh with publicans and ſinners?” And je- 
SUS having heard it,“ ſaith to them, They 


that are in health, have no need of the phyſician, 


but thoſe that are ſick: I am not come to call 
the righteous, but finners to repentance.” And 


the diſciples of John and of the Phariſces uſed to 


faſt ; and they come and ſay unto him, Whenc: 


zs it that the diſciples of John, and of the Phari- 


ſees faſt, but thy diſciples faſt not,” 2 ſaid 
to them, Can the children of the bride-chamber 


faſt, while the bridegroom is with them? As 


long as they have the bridegroom among them 


they cannot faſt : but the days will come when 20 


the bridegroom ſhall be taken away from them ; 
and then ſhall they faſt in thoſe days. No man 
will ſew a piece of new + cloth on an old. gar- 
ment, elſe the new piece that filled it up, taketh x 
away from the old, and the rent is made worſe.

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sus withdrew himſelf with his diſciples 

towards the fea * : and a great multitude followed 
him from Galilee, and from judea, and from Je- 
ruſalem, and from Idumea, and from beyond 
— — And a great multitude from the neigh- 

urhood of Tyre and Sidon, having heard what 
great things he did, came to him. And he ſpoke 
to his diſciples, that a ſmall veſſel ſnould be in 
readineſs near him, becauſe of the multitude, leſt 
they might throng him, for he had healed many, 10 
ſo that ruſhed in upon him, as many as were 
under any ſcourge +, that they might touch him. 
And impure ſpirits when they ſaw him, fell down 
before him, and cried, ſaying, ** Thou art the 
Son of God.” And he charged them with ſtrict- 
neſs, that they ſhould not make him known. And 
he goeth up into a mountain, and calleth to him 
* thoſe * whom he pleaſed, and they came to him : 
and he conſtituted twelve, that they ſhould be 
with him, and that he might ſend them abroad 
to preach, and to have power to heal diſtempers, 15 
and to caſt out demons. And Simon he ſurnamed 
Peter; and James the ſon ? of Zebedee, and 
John the brother of — and he ſurnamed 
them Boanerges, which ſignifieth Sons of Thun- 
der ; and Andrew, and Philip, and Bartholo- 
mew, and. Matthew; and Thomas, and James 
the ſon of Alpheus, and Thaddeus , and Si- 
mon the Canaanite, and Judas Iſcariot, who alſo || - 
betrayed him. 

And they went into a houſe: and the multi- 20 
tude aſſembled again, ſo that they could not ſo 
much as eat bread. And when his friends had- 
heard of it,“ they went out to lay hold on him: 
for they ſaid, He is tranſported too far. And 
the ſcribes, who came down from ſalem, ſaid, 
He is poſſeſſed by 5 Beelzebub, and by the

And he called them to him, and ſaid to them, 
in parables *, How can Satan caſt out Satan? 
Now if a kingdom be divided againſt itſelf, that 
25 kingdom cannot ſubſiſt: and if a houſe be di- 
vided againſt itſelf, that houſe cannot ſtand : and 
if Satan riſe up againſt himſelf, and be divided, 
he cannot ſtand, but hath an end +. No one can 
enter into the houſe of the ſtrong * man f,“ and 
take away his goods, except he firſt bind the 
ſtrong man, and then he may plunder his houſe. 
Verity I ſay to you, all fins ſhall be forgiven to 
the children of men, and all blaſphemies where- 
with they ſhall blaſpheme : but whoever ſhall 
blaſpheme _ the Holy Spirit, he hath never 
forgiveneſs, but is obnoxious to eternal damna- 
zotion:” becauſe they ſaid, © He hath an un- 
clean ſpirit.” There came then his brethren and 
his mother, who ſtanding without, ſent to him to 
call him. And the multitude ſate about him, 
and they ſaid to him, Behold thy mother and 
thy brethren are without, enquiring for thee.” 
And he anſwered them, ſaying, © Who is 
my mother, or my brethren ?” And looking 
round on them, who were fitting about him, he 
ſaid, © Behold my mother and my brethren :

And ſome fells 
on ſtony ſoil, where it had not much earth; and 
immediately it ſprang up, becauſe it had no 
depth of earth. But when the ſun ſhone, it was 
ſcorched and withered away, becauſe it had no 
root. And ſome fell among thorns, and the 
thorns grew up, and choaked it, and it yielded 
no fruit. And the reſt fell on good ground, and 
yielded fruit, which grew up and increaſed, and 
produced ſome thirty, and ſome ſixty, and ſome 
an hundred fold.” And he ſaid to them, He 
that hath ears to hear, let him hear.“ And when 10 
he was alone“, they that were about him with 
the twelve, aſked him concerning the parable, 
And he ſaid to them, ©* Unto you it is given to 
know the myſtery of the „ * of God: but 
to thoſe who are without, all © theſe * things are 
in parables, that ſeeing they may ſee and not per- 
ceive; and hearing they may hear and not un- 
derſtand ; leſt at any time they ſhould be con- 
verted, and their ſins ſhould be forgiven them.“ 
And he ſaid to them, Know ye not this pa- 
rable ? how then will ye underſtand all parables ? 
The ſower ſoweth the word, and theſe are they 15 
by the way-fide, where the word is ſown, but 
when they have heard * it,* Satan cometh imme- 
diately, and catcheth away the word that was 
ſown 1n their hearts. And in like manner theſe - 
are they which are ſown on ſtony ſoil ; who when 
having heard the word, immediately receive it 
with joy ; but have no root in themſelves, and 
endure but for a while ; afterwards when oppo- 
ſition or perſecution ariſeth on account of the 
word, they are preſently offended. And theſe 
are they that are ſown among thorns ; ſuch as 
bear the word, and the cares of this world, ad 


o la a retired place. 
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the delufion of riches, and the deſires of other 
things, enter and choak the word, and it be- 
20cometh unfruitful. And theſe are they, that are 
ſown on good ground; ſuch as hear the word, and 
receive it, and bring forth fruit, ſome thirty, 
ſome ſixty, and ſome an hundred fold.” And 
he ſaid © further to them, Is a lamp brought 
to be put under a buſhel, or under a bed ? and 
not 2 ſet on a ſtand ? For there is nothing ſecret 
which ſhall not be revealed, neither was any thing 
hidden, but that it ſhould be made public. If 
any man have ears to hear, let him hear.” And 
he ſaid to them, Take heed what ye hear *: 
The meaſure with which ye mete, ſhall be uſed 
to you: and to you that hear more ſhall be given: 
25 for to him that hath, ſhall be given; but from 
him that hath not, ſhall be taken away even 
that which he hath.” | | 
And he ſaid, So is the kingdom of God, as 
if a man ſhould throw ſeed upon the earth; and 
ſhould I by night and riſe by day , and the 
ſeed ſhould ſpring up and increaſe, he knoweth 
not how. For the earth ſpontaneouſly produceth, 
firſt the blade, then the ear, afterward the full 
in in the ear. But as ſoon as the fruit is ripe, 
immediately he putteth in the fickle, becauſe the 
zoharveſt is come.” And he ſaid, © Whereunto 
fhall we compare the kingdom of God? or with 
what parable f ſhall we illuſtrate it? © It is' like 
a grain of muitard-ſeed, which when it is ſown in 
the earth, is leſs than all the ſeeds, that are in 
the ground; but when it is ſown, it groweth up, 
and — greater than all herbs, and ſhooteth 
out great branches, ſo that the birds of the air 
may lodge under its ſhade.” And with many 
fach parables ſpake he the word unto them, 1s 
1 they 
: ® Carefully attend to what you hear from me. + Or, 
« ſhould ſleep and rile, pight and day,” | 1 Or, com- 
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they were able to hear * it.” But without a pa- 
rable he ſpake not to them, And he expounded 
all things to his diſciples when they were alone. 


Now in the evening of the ſame day he ſaith 35 
to them, Let us paſs over to the other fide.” 
And when they had diſmiſſed the multitude, they 
took him, * juſt * as he was, in the ſhip * : and 
other little ſhips were alſo with him. And there 
aroſe a violent ſtorm of wind, and the waves beat 
into the ſhip, ſo that it was now full: and he 
was aſleep on a pillow in the ſtern of the ſhip, 
And they awake him, and ſay to him, Maſter, 
is it no concern to thee that we periſh ?”” And he 
aroſe, and rebuked the wind, and ſaid to the fea, 

„ Peace, be ſtill :” and the wind ceaſed , and 
there was a great calm. And he ſaid to them, 40 
«© Why are ye fo timorous? How is that ye have 
no faith?” And they feared exceedingly, and 
ſaid one to another, What a © wonderful per- 
2 is this, that even the wind and the fea obey 

im 77 


And they came over to the other ſide of the ſea, & 
into the country of the Gadarenes, and when he 
was come out of the ſhip, immediately there met 
him out of the tombs a man with an unclean ft 
ſpirit, who had © his * dwelling among the tombs ; 
and no man could confine him, even with chams : 
for he had been often bound with fetters and 
chains; yet the chains were broken aſunder by 
him, and the fetters were beaten in pieces; and 
no one was able to tame him. And he was al-5 
ways night and day upon the mountains, and 
among the tombs, crying out, and cutting him- 
ſelf with ſtones. But when he ſaw jesvs afar 
off, he ran and worſhipped him : And crying =

e Without any further proviſion for their paſſage. Or, 
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with a loud voice, he ſaid, © What have I to do 
with thee, Is us, thou Son of the moſt high 
God? I adjure thee by God that thou torment: 
me not.” For he had ſaid to him, Come out 


of the man, © thou? unclean ſpirit:““ and he aſked 


him, What is' thy name?“ And he anſwered, 
—_ My name is LECION, for we are many.” 

earneſtly intreated him that he would not 
ſend them quite away out of the country. 
Now there was there on the mountains a great 
herd of ſwine feeding, and all the demons in- 
treated him, ſaying, - Send us to the ſwine, 
that we may enter into them.” And immediately 
Is us permitted them. And the unclean ſpirits 
went out, and entered into the ſwine; and the 
herd ran violently down a precipice into the ſea, 
being about two thouſand, and were ſuffocated 
in the fea. And the ſwine-herds fled, and told 
it ' in the city, and country. And they went 


15 out to ſee what was done. And when they came 


to JESUS, and ſaw the demoniac *, that had the 
legion, fitting down, arid clothed, and com- 
poſed +, they were afraid. And they who had 


een it,” told them what had happened to the 


demoniac ; and alſo concerning the ſwine : and 
they began to entreat him to depart out of their 
coaſts, And when he was come into the ſhip, 
the demoniac entreated him that he might con- 


tinue with him. Yet jesvs did not permit him, 


but ſaith to him, Go home to thy friends, and 
tell them how great things the Lord hath per- 
formed for thee ; and © how he hath had com- 


zo paſſion on thee.” And he departed, and began 


to publiſh in Decapolis, what great things jesus 
had done for him: and all © men were amazed. 


And 


* Or, him that bad been poſſeſſed with the demon. 
Or, in his right mind. f 
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And when jesvs had paſſed over again in the 
ſhip “ to the other ſide, a great multitude gathered 
to him, and he continued on the ſea-coaſt. And 
behold there cometh one of the rulers of the ſy- 
nagogue, whoſe” name was Jairus ; and when he 
ſaw him, he fell at his feet, and earneſtly ip- 
treated him, ſaying, ©* My little daughter is in 
the laſt extremity, © I beſeech thee,” that thou 
wouldſt come and lay thine hands on her, that 
ſhe may recgyer ; and ſhe ſhall live.” And IE“ 
sus ' went with him, and much people followed 
him, and preſſed upon him. 

And a certain woman, who had a flux of blood 25 
twelve years, and had ſuffered a great deal from 
many phyſicians, and had ſpent all that ſhe had, 
and was not at all the better, but rather grew 
worſe; having heard of jzsus, came in the 
croud behind, and touched his garment : for ſhe. 
ſaid, „If I may but touch his clothes, I ſhall be 
cured .“ And immediately the fountain of her 
blood was dried up, and ſhe felt in her body, 
that ſhe was healed of that diſtemper. And je- 30 
s us immediately knowing in himſelf, that vir- 
tue was gone out of him, turned about in the 
croud, and ſaid, © Who touched my clothes?“ 
And his diſciples ſaid to him, © Thou ſeeſt the 
multitude crouding around thee, and doſt thou 
ſay, ** Who touched me?” And he looked round 
about to ſee her who had done this. But the woman 
fearing and trembling, . knowing what was done 
in her, came and fell down before him, and told 
him all the truth. And he faid to her, Daugh- 
ter, thy faith hath made thee well, go in peace,” 
and be free from thy diſtemper.“ | 

While he was yet ſpeaking, © ſome came from 35 
the ruler of the ſynagogue's © houſe,” who ſaid, 
«© Thy daughter is 4 why doſt thou trouble 
the maſter any further?“ But as ſoon as IESUs 

| heard 
e Or, by ſhip, + Or, recovered, D, 
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heard the word which was ſpoken, he ſaith to the 
ruler of the ſynagogue, ** Be not afraid; only 
believe.” And he permitted no one to follow 
him, except Peter, and James, and Johu the 
brother of James. And he cometh to the honſe of 
the ruler of the ſynagogue, and ſeeth the tumult, 
and thoſe who were weeping and lamenting aloud. 
And when he was come in, he ſaith to them, 
« Why do ye lament and make this diſturbance ? 
40 The damſel is not dead, but ſleepeth.“ And they 
derided him. But when he —5 put them all out, 
he taketh the father and. the mother of the maiden, 
and thoſe that were with him, and entereth in 
where the damſel lay. And he took. the damſel 
by the hand, and ſaid to her, Talitha kumi:“ 
which being tranſlated fignifieth, ** Maiden (I 
ſay unto thee) riſe up.” And immediately the 
damſel aroſe, and walked ; for ſhe was twelve 
years old: and they were exceedingly aſtoniſhed. 
And he ſtrictly charged them that no man ſhould 
know this : And he ordered that ſomething ſhould 
be given her to eat. 


TY And he went out from thence, and came into 
his own country, and his diſciples followed him. 
And when the ſabbath was come; he began to 
teach in the ſynagogue : and many hearing him? 
were ſtruck with amazement, and ſaid, ** From 
whence hath this man ? theſe things? and what 
wiſdom * is this which is given him, ſo that ſuck 
maracles are done by his hands ? Is not this the 
carpenter, the ſon of Mary, the brother of James 
and Joſes, and of Jude * and Simon ? and are 
not his ſiſters here with us?” And they were of- 
fended at him. But jzsvs ſaid to them, A 
prophet is no where leſs eſteemed than in his own 
country, and among his relations, even in his 
5 own family.” And he could not there do any 
miracle, 
* Or, Judas. 1 
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miracle, excepting that he laid his hands upon a 
few ſick people, and cured © them.“ And he 
wondered at their infidelity. And he went round 
about the neighbouring villages teaching, 


And he calleth to him the twelve, and began 
to ſend them forth by two and two, and gave 
them power over ? unclean ſpirits: And he 
commanded them that they ſhould take nothing 
for © their journey, except only a ſtaff, No 
ſcrip *, no bread, no money in their * purſe ; 
+ but © be ? ſhod with ſandals, and not put on two 


coats. And he ſaid to them, Wherever ye en- 10 


ter into a houſe, continue there till you leave that 
place. And whoſoever will not receive you, nor 
hear you; when you depart from thence, ſhake 
off the duſt from your feet for a teſtimony againſt 
them: Verily I fay unto you, it ſhall be more 
tolerable for Sodom and Gomorrah in-the day of 
judgment, than for that city.” And they went 
out, and preached that men ſhould repent: And 
they expelled + many demons, and anointed many 
ſick perſons with oil, and cured * them.” 

And king Herod heard of him (for his name 
was ſpread abroad) and he ſaid that John the Bap- 
tiſt was riſen from the dead, and therefore extra- 
ordinary powers now operated in him. Others 15 
ſaid It is Elijah: And others ſaid, It is a 

rophet, or a perſon like one of the p * 
But when Herod heard * of it * he ſaid, It is John, 
whom I beheaded; he is riſen from the dead.“ 
For Herod himſelf had ſent and ſeized John, and 
bound him in prifon on account of Herodias, his 
brother Philip's wife; for he had married her. For 
John had told Herod, <* It is not lawful for thee 
to have thy brother's wife.” And Herodias hung 
upon him , and would have put him to W 

ut 
® Or, bag to carry proviſions. 7 Or, caſt out, 
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zo but ſhe could not. For Herod had a reverence 
for John, knowing that he was a righteous and 


holy man; and he heard him with attention and 


pleaſure : and did many things“. And a conve- 
nient day happened, when Herod on his birth- 


day made a ſupper for his lords, and chief offi- 


cers, and other 3 of diſtinguiſhed rank in 
Galilee. And the daughter of the above-men- 
tioned Herodias coming in, and dancing in the 


midſt, and pleaſing Herod and his gueſts, the 


king ſaid to the maiden, ©* Aſk of me whatever 


| thouwilt, and I will give · it thee.” And he pro- 


miſed her with an oath, and ſware unto her, © I 
will give thee whatſoever thou wilt aſk of me, 
even to the value of half of my kingdom.” 


And ſhe went forth, and ſaid to her mother,

« What ſhall I aſk?” And ſhe replied, © The 
head of John the Baptiſt.” And ſhe immediately 
came in unto the king with eagerneſs, and made 
her demand, ſaying, ** I defire that thou wouldeſt 
give me preſcntly the head of John the Baptiſt 
in a Charger +.” And the king was exceed- 
ingly ſorry, © yet for the ſake of his oaths, and 
his gueſts, he would not deny her. And imme- 


diately the king ſent one of his guards , and 


commanded his head to be brought: And he 
went and beheaded him in the priſon, and 
brought his head in a charger, and pave it to the 
maiden : and the maiden delivered it to her mo- 
ther. And his diſciples hearing of it,“ came 
and took up his .corpſe, and laid it in a ſe- 
pulchre. 


30 And the apoſtles gathered together unto J88Vs, 


and told him all, both what they had done, and 
what they had taught. And he ſaid to them, 
% Come ye yourſelves privately into a ſolitary 
Place, and repoſe awhile :” for there were many 
"Ip coming 
_ © By his advice. Or, 1 diſh, Gr, 
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coming and going, ſo that they had-no opportu- 
nity even to eat. And they departed in a ſhip 
privately into a deſert. And the people ſaw 
them departing, and many knew him, and ran 
thither on foot out of all the cities, and out-went 
them, and came together to him. And jesus 
when he came out“, and ſaw a great multitude, 
was moved with compaſſion for them, becauſe 
they were as ſheep having no ſhepherd : and he 


. Vs 


began to teach them many things. And when 35 


the day was now far ſpent, his diſciples came to 
him, and ſaid, ** This is a deſert place, and the 
time is' now far advanced, diſmiſs them, that 
they may go into the country, and villages round 
about, and buy themſelves bread ; for they have 
nothing to eat.” He anſwered and ſaid to them, 
« Give ye chem ſomething ? to eat.” And 
they ſay to him, Shall we go, and buy two 
hundred penny-worth + of bread, and give it 
them to eat?” He ſaith to them, How many 
loaves have ye? go and ſee.” And when they 
knew, they ſay, ** Five; and two fiſhes.” And 
he commanded them to make all fit down by 


companies upon the green graſs. And they ſate 40 


down in rows by hundreds and by fifties. And 
taking the five loaves, and the two fiſhes, and 
looking up to heaven, he bleſſed, and brake the 
loaves, and gave © them to his diſciples to ſet 
before them : he likewiſe divided the two fiſhes 
among them all : And they did all eat, and were 
filled 1. And they took up twelve baſkets full of 
the broken / bread,” and of the fiſhes. And they 
who did eat of the loaves were about five thou- 


ſand men. And immediately he obliged his diſ-45 


ciples to get into the ſhip, and to go before to 
the other fide to Bethſaida, while he diſmiſſed the 
people. And when he had ſent them away, he 
| withdrew 


a #®, Of che ſhip. | + ot. to hundred denarii, each 
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withdrew into a mountain to pray. And night 
being come, the ſhip was in the midſt of the 
ſea; and he alone on the land. And he per- 
ceived they were wearied with rowing (for the 
wind was contrary to them) and about the fourth 

watch of the night“, he cometh to them walk- 
ing on the ſea, and would have paſſed + by them, 
But when they ſaw him walking on the ſea, they 

1 ſuppoſed it had been an apparition, and cried 

Foout; for they all ſaw him, and were troubled. 
And he immediately ſpoke to them, and ſaid, 
% Take courage, it is I: be not afraid.” And 
he aſcended to them into the bark, and the wind 
ceaſed. And they were exceedingly amazed in 
themſelves, and aftoniſhed beyond meaſure. For 
their heart was hardened, and they conſidered 

not © the miracle of the loaves. | 


And when they had paſſed over, they came to 
the land of Genneſareth, and put to ſhore. And 
when they came out of the veſſel, they 4 imme- 

55 diately knew him, and ran to all that _— 
round about: And they began to carry the ſic 

in beds, where they heard he was. And where- 

ever he entered into towns, or cities, or country 

. uillages, they laid the ſick in the public ſtreets, 

and 1ntreated that they might at leaſt touch the 

fringe || of his garment; and as many as touched 

him were recovered. 


There were then gathered unto him the Phari- 
ſees, and ſome of the ſcribes, who came from 
e rr And ſeeing ſome of his diſciples eat

with polluted (that is, with unwaſhed) 
hands, they found fault. For the Phariſees, and 


; all 

About three in the morning. + Or, ſeemed 
inclined to have paſſed, Wynnz. - t The people 
who ſaw him land, {| See Num. xv. 38. Deut. 
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all 2 do not eat without waſhing their 
hands often, holding the tradition of the elders. 
And when they come * from the market, they 
eat not, till they have waſhed. And there are 
many other things, which they receive and main- 
tain, * as the waſhing of cups, and pots, and 
brazen veſſels, and couches. Then the Phariſees 
and ſcribes aſked him, Why do not thy diſci- 
les walk according to the tradition of the elders, 
eat *-with unwaſhed hands?” And he an- 
ſwering ſaid unto them, O you hypocrites, 
well hath Iſaiah + propheſied of you; as it is 
written, This people honoureth me with 
« their lips, but their heart is eſtranged from 
„% me. Yet in vain do they worſhip me, while 
« they teach doctrines that are human injunc- 
« tions:“ for leaving the commandment of God, 
ye maintain the tradition of men, relating to 
the waſhing of pots and cups: And many other 
ſuch like things ye do.” And he ſaid to them, 
« Ye fairly make void the command of God, 
that ye may obſerve your own tradition: for Mo- 18 . 
ſes ſaid, Honour thy father and thy mother :* 
and“ Whoſo curſeth father or mother, let 
him die without mercy .“ But ye aſſent, 
* that” a man may ſay to his father or mother, 
$ © Let that be corban, that is to ſay, a giſt by 
which thou mighteſt receive advantage from me. 
And ye-no more permit him to do any thing for 
his father orhis mother: invalidating 4 the word 
of God by your tradition, which ye have de- 
livered: And many ſuch like things ye do.“ 
And having called all the multitude © together ? 
to him, he ſaid to them, Let every one of you © 
hearken to me, and underſtand. There is no-

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nothing which entereth into a man from without, 
that can pollute him: but the things which 
come out of a man, are thoſe that defile the man. 
If any one hath ears to hear, let him hear.“ And 
when he was come into the houſe from the mul- 
titude, his diſciples aſked him concerning the pa- 
. rable. And he ſaith to them, © Are ye like- 
wiſe ſo void of underſtanding ? Do ye not per- 
ceive that whatſoever entereth from without into 
A man, cannot defile him ? becauſe it entereth 
not into his heart, but into the belly, and is 
thrown off into the vault, which cleanſeth “ all 
zo food.“ But, faid he, That which cometh out 
of a man, that defileth a man. For from within, 
out of the heart of men, proceed evil reaſonings, 
adulteries, fornications, murders, thefts, inſa- 
tiable deſires, malevolent affections, deceit, laſ- 
civiouſneſs, an evil eye +, blaſphemy, pride, 
folly : all theſe evils come from within, and pol- 
lute a man. | 
And he aroſe, and went from thence into the 
borders of Tyre and Sidon, and entered into a 
houſe, and would have had no one know it:“ 
25 but he could not be concealed. For a certain 
woman, whoſe young daughter was poſſeſſed by 
an unclean ſpirit, having heard of him, came 
and fell down at his feet. Now the woman was 
a Greek, a native of Syro-Phœnicia: and ſhe 
beſought him to caſt out the demon from her 
daughter. But jesvs ſaid to her, Let the 
children firſt be ſatisfied ; for it is not proper to 
take the children's bread, and throw it to the 
dogs.“ And ſhe replied, and ſaid to him,“ True, 
Lord; yet the dogs under the table eat the chil- 
dren's crumbs.” And he ſaid to her, For this 
ſaying go thy way, the demon is gone out of thy 
zodaughter.” Fa returning back to her houſe, 
® Carries off the groſſer dregs of all food, ＋ i. e. 
_ . an envious grudging eye. "4 
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ſhe found the demon was gone out, and her 
daughter lying on the bed. 


And he departed again from the coafts of Tyre 
and Sidon, and came to theſea of Galilee, through 
the midſt of the coaſts of Decapolis. And they 
brought him one, who was deaf, and had an im- 
pediment in his ſpeech : and they beſought him 
that he would lay his hand upon him. And taking 
him aſide from the multitude, he put his fingers 
into his ears, and ſpitting *, touched his tongue: 
and looking up to heaven, he groaned, and ſaid 
unto him, Ephphatha ;” that is, Be opened.” 
And immediately his ears were opened, and the 35 
ſtring of his tongue was looſed, and he ſpake diſ- 
tinaly. And he charged them that they ſhould 
tell no one ; but the more he charged them, the 
more abundantly did they proclaim * the cure: 

and they were ſtruck with exceeding aftoniſh- 
ment, and faid, ©* He hath done all things well, 
making both the deaf to hear, and the dumb to 
ſpeak.” | | 


In thoſe days the multitude being very great, * 
and having nothing to eat, IEsUus having called 
his diſciples to him, ſaith unto them, I have 
compaſſion on the multitude, for they have con- 
tinued with me now three days, and have no- 
thing to eat; and if I ſend them away faſting to - 
their own houſes, they will faint by the way:“ 
For ſeveral of them came from a confiderable diſ- 
tance. And his * anſwered him, From 
whence can any one ſatisfy theſe men with bread 
here in the wilderneſs ?” And he aſked them, 5 
% How many loaves have you?“ And they ſaid, 
<< Seven.” And he commanded the people to fit 
down on the ground; and having took the ſeven 
loaves, and given thanks, he brake, and gave 

3 F 2 * them ? 
On his finger, 
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* them to his diſciples to ſet before © them; 
and they ſet them before the people. And 
they had a few ſmall fiſhes, and having bleſſed 
© them,” he commanded to ſet them alſo before 
the multitude.” So they did eat, and were ſa- 
tisfied : And they took up ſeven bafkets * full“ 
of what remained of the fragments. And they, 
who had eaten, were about four thouſand ; and 
he diſmiſſed them “. | 
10 And immediately entering into a ſhip with his 
diſciples, he came into the parts of Dalmanutha. 
And the Phariſees came forth and began to ex- 
amine him, and to try him deſired of Fim a ſign 
from heaven. And fighing deeply in his ſpirit, 
he ſaid, Why doth this generation ſeek after 
a ſign? Verily I ſay to you, there ſhall no ſign 
be given to this generation.“ And he left them, 
and entering again into the ſhip departed to the 
other ſide. | 
Now © the diſciples ' had forgotten to take 
bread ; and had no more than one loaf with them 
15 in the ſhip. And he gave them a charge, ſaying, 
«* + Be very cautiouſly on your guard againſt the 
leaven of the Phariſees, and the leaven of Herod.” 
And they debated among themſelves. ſaying, 
4% © [t is becauſe we have no bread.” And IE- 
sus perceiving * it,“ ſaith unto them, Why do 
ye debate becauſe you have no bread ? Do ye not 
et conſider nor underſtand? Have ye ſtili your 
ö * hardened ? Having eyes, do ye not ſee ? 
And having ears, do ye not hear? And do ye 
not remember? When I broke the five loaves 
among the five thouſand, how many baſkets full 
of fragments took ye up?” They ſay unto him, 
20* Twelve.” And when I divided the ſeven 
© loaves ? ann the four thouſand, how many 


baſkets full of fragments did ye take up?“ — |

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they ſaid, Seven.” And he faid to them, 
« How is it, that ye do not underſtand ?” 


And he came to Bethfaida; and they brought 
him a blind man, and entreated him that he 
would touch him. And he took hold of the blind 
man's hand, and led him out of the town ; and 
having ſpit upon his eyes, and laid his hands 
upon him, he aſked him if he ſaw any thing. 
And looking up, he ſaid, ** I fee men 2 

though I perceive them “] as trees.” Then 
aid his hands again upon his eyes, and cauſed 
him to look up; and he was reſtored, ſo that he 
ſaw every man clearly. And he ſent him away 
to his own houſe; and ſaid, Enter not into 
the town, neither tell * it * to any in the town.” 

And jesus, with his diſciples, went out into 
the towns of Cæſarea Philippi: and by the way 
he enquired of his diſciples, ſaying unto them, 
« Whom do men ſay that I am?” And they re- 
plied, © John the Baptiſt : but ſome * ſay,” Eli- 
Jah, and others, One of the prophets.” And he 
ſaid to them, But whom do you ſay that I 
am:?“ And Peter anſwered, wy ſaid to him, 
Thou art the Meſſiah f.“ And he charged 30 
them that they ſhould tell no man concerning 


And he began to teach them that the Son of 
Man muſt ſuffer many things, and be rejeQed by 
the elders and chief prieſts and ſcribes, and be 
killed, and after three days riſe again. And he 
ſpake that ſaying plainly. And Peter took him 
* by the hand,” and began to. chide him. But 
* ;}ESUS ? when he had turned about, and looked 
on his diſciples, rebuked Peter, ſaying," ** Get

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thee behind me, Satan; for thou dolt not“ re- 
gard the things of God, but thoſe of men.” 
Then having called che multitude, with his 
diſciples, to him, he ſaid unto them, „If any 
one is willing to come after me, let him deny 
himſelf, and take up his croſs, and follow me. 
35 For whoſoever will Res his life, ſhall loſe it ; 
but whoſoever ſhall loſe his life for my ſake and 
the goſpel's, ſhall ſave it: For what would it 
profit a man, if he ſhould gain the whole world, 
and be puniſned with the lofs of Lis life + ?. Or 
what ſhall a man give as a ranſom for his life + ? 
For whoſoever 1s aſhamed of me and of my words 
in this adulterous and finful generation, of him 
alſo will the Son of Man be aſhamed, when he 
cometh in the glory of his Father, with the holy 
+ angels.” And he ſaid to them, Verily, I fay 
unto you that there are ſome of them who ſtand 
here, that ſhall not taſte of death till they have 
ſcen the kingdom of God come with power f.“ 
And after fix days, jesus took with him Peter 
and James and John, and brought them up pri- 
vately to a high mountain apart ||]. And he was 
transfigured in their ee and his raiment 
became ſhining exceedingly white as ſnow : ſo as 
no faller on earth could whiten it. And there 
appeared to them Elijah, with Moſes : and they 
5 were talking with zEsuUs. And Peter anſwered 9 
and faid to zEsvs, **, Maſter it is good for us to 
be here: let us even make three tabernacles ; 
one for tkee, and one for Moſes, and one for Eli- 
Jah.” For he knew not what he ſhould ſay: for 
they were terrified. And there came a cloud 
which overſhadowed them: and there came a 
voice ogt of the cloud, ſaying, © This is my

looking round about, they faw no one any more, 
but sss only with themſelves. And as they 
came down from the mountain, he charged them 
that they ſhould tell no one whit they had ſeen, 
unleſs when the Son of Man was riſen from the 
dead. And they laid hold on that word, dil- 10 
puting among themſelves what this riſing from 
the dead could mean: and they aſked him, ſay- 
ing, Why do the ſcribes ſay, that Elijah muſt 
firſt come.” And he anſwering, told them, 
„ Indeed Elijah firſt cometh, and regulateth all 
things : And yet how 1s it written of the Son of 
Man, that he maſt ſuffer many things, and be 
eontemptuouſly rejected: but I ſay to you, that 
Elijah is indeed come (and they have treated him 
juſt as they pleaſed) as it is written of him.” 
And being come to the diſciples, he ſaw a great 
multitude around them, and the ſcribes diſputing 
with them. And immediately all the multitude 15 
ſeeing him was ſtruck into aſtoniſhment; and 
running to him, ſaluted him. And he aſked the 
ſcribes, © What do ye contend with them 
about? And one of the multitude anſwered and 
ſaid, © Maſter, I have brought to thee my ſon, 
who hath a dumb ſpirit ; and wherever he ſeizeth 
him, he convulſeth him, and he foameth, and 
neſheth with his teeth, and pineth away: and I 
pake to thy diſciples that they would caſt him 
out, and they could not.” He anſwered him and 
faid, ©* O incredulous generation! how long 
ſhall I be with you? how long ſhall I endure 
you? Bring him to me.” And they brought 20 
him to Him. And 1mmediately as ſoon as he 
ſaw him, the ſpirit convulſed him; and he fell 
on the ground, and rolled foaming. And he 
aſked his father, How long time is it that he 
hath been thus ?” And he ſaid, © From his child- 
hood. And it frequently hath thrown him into 
F 4 the 
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the fire, and into the waters to deſtroy him. But 
if thou canſt do any thing, have compaſſion on 
us, and help us.” jesus ſaid unto him, If 
thou canſt believe, all things are poſſible to 
him that believeth.“ And immediately the fa- 
ther of the child cried out, and ſaid, with tears, 

25 Lord, I believe: Help my unbelief.” When 
JESUS ſaw that the people came running together, 
he rebuked the unclean ſpirit, ſaying unto him, 
** Thou * dumb and deaf ſpirit, I charge thee, 
come out of him, and enter into him no more.” 
And the ſpirit * having cried out, and thrown 
him into violent diſtortions, came out of him; 
and he ſcemed as one dead, ſo that many ſaid, 
He is dead.” But jesus taking him by the 
hand, lifted bim up, and he aroſe. 

And when he was come into the houſe, his 
diſciples aſked him privately, Why could not 
we expel him?” And he ſaid to them, This 
kind cannot come out by any means, unleſs by 
prayer and faſting.” 


39 And they departed thence, and paſſed through 
Galilce ; and he was defirous that no one might 
know it.“ For he taught his diſciples, and ſaid 
to them, The Son of Man is betrayed into the 
hands of men, and they ſhall put him to death; 

but after he is flain, he ſhall riſe on the third 
day.” But they underſtood not that ſaying, an 
were afraid to aſk him. | 
And he came to Capernaum, and being in the 
-houſe, he aſked them, About what were ye 
diſputing with each other on the way ?” But they 
were ſilent, for on the way they had debated 
one with another, Which of them © ſhould be 
35 the greateſt. And he fate down, and called the 
twelve, and faith unto them, If any one would 
be chief, let him be the laſt of all, and the ſer- 


vant of all.” And he took a child and ſet him 
in 
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in the midſt of them: and taking him in his 
arms, he ſaid unto them, Whoſoever ſhall en- 
tertain “ one of ſuch children in my name, en- 
tertaineth me: and whoſoever ſhall entertain me, 
entertaineth not me alone, but him that ſent 
me.” | 
And John anſwered him, ſaying, ©* Maſter, 
we ſaw one caſting out demons in thy name, who 
doth not follow us: and we forbade him, be- 
cauſe he doth not follow among us. But IESsus 
ſaid, ** Do not forbid him; for there is no man, 
who ſhall work a miracle in my name, that can 


quickly + ſpeak evil of me. For whoſoever is 40 


not againſt us, is for us: for whoever ſhall preſent 
ou with a cup of water in my name, becauſe 
8 to Chriſt, verily I ſay unto you, He ſhall 
not loſe his reward. And whoever ſhall offend 
one of theſe ? little ones, who believe in me, it 
were better for him that a mill-ſtone ſhould be 
hanged about his neck, and he be thrown into 
the ſea. And if thy hand offend | thee, cut it 
off; it 1s better for thee to enter maimed into 
life, than having two hands, to go into hell, in- 
to that fire which ſhall never be extinguiſhed ; 
where their worm dieth not, and their fire is not 


quenched ||.” And if thy foot offend thee, cut45 


it off: for it is better for thee to enter lame into 
life, than having two feet, to be caſt into the 
inextinguiſhable fire of hell; where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire 1s not quenched. And if 
thine eye offend thee, pluck it out: it is better 
for thee to enter into the kingdom of God with 
one eye, than having two eyes to be caſt into hell- 


fire: 
Or, receive. + Or, eaſily, readily. T i. e. 
cauſe thee to offend. — | The worm may devour the 


body in the grave, and die for want of food: or the fire 
may conſume it on the pile, and then be extinguiſhed for 
want of fuel: but in hell there ſhall be a perpetual food for 
the corroding worm [of conſcience] and for the tormenting 
fie [of divine vengeance, } 
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fire: where their worm dieth not, and the fire is 
not quenched. For every one ſhall be ſalted with 
fire, and every ſacrifice ſhall be ſeaſoned with 
zo ſalt“. Salt* is? good; but if + the ſalt be grown 
_ anſipid, with what will ye ſeaſon it? Have ſalt 
in yourſelves; and maintain peace with each 
other.” 


4 And he aroſe from thence, and cometh into 
the borders of Judea by the farther fide of Jor- 
dan : and the people reſorted to him again ; and 
according to his cuſtom, he again taught them. 
And the Phariſees came to him and aſked him, 
% Is it lawful for a man to diſmiſs t his wife?“ 
tempting him. And he replied and ſaid to them, 
What did Moſes command you?” And they 
ſaid, ** Moſes permitted to write a bill of di- 

5 vorce, and to diſmiſs her.” And js us anſwered 
and faid to them, On account of the hardneſs 
of your hearts, he wrote you this precept ; but 
from the beginning of the creation God made 
them male and female : for this cauſe a man ſhalt 
leave his father and mother, and adhere to his 
wife; and they two ſhall be one fleſh ||: fo that 
they are no longer two, but one fleſh, What 

God therefore hath yoked together, let not man 

jo ſeparate.” And in the houſe his diſciples aſked 
him again of the ſame matter, And he faith to 
them, Whoſoever ſhall diſmiſs his wife, and 

marry another, committeth adultery againſt her: 
and if a woman fhall put away her huſband, .

* As the fleſh burnt on the altar, hath falt rubbed upen 
A, in conſequence of which it burns more fiercely; ſo theſe 
victims of divine vengeance ſhall be ſalted as it were with 

- Gre, and inſtead of being conſumed by it, burn for ever. 
Whereas every acceptable ſacrifice ſhall be preſerved from 


corruption by the ſalt of divine grace. + If ye that 
are the ſalt of the world be grown, &c, I Or, put 
WAY, } Gen, ii.

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be married to another, ſhe committeth adul- 
tery.“ | | 
And they brought young children to him that he 
might touch them; and his diſciples rebuked 
thoſe that brought ©* them :* but jesvs ſeein 
it,“ was greatly diſpleaſed, and ſaid to them, 
„% Let the little children alone, and do not hin- 
der them from coming to me; for of ſuch is the 
kingdom of God. Verily, 1 ſay unto you, who-15 
ſoever ſhall not receive the kingdom of God, as 
a little child, he ſhall not enter into it.” And 
he took them up in his arms, and laid his hands 
upon them, and bleſſed them. | 
And as he went into the way there came one 

running, and kneeling down to him aſked him, 
* ſaying,” Good maſter, what ſhall I do, that 
I may inherit eternal life?” And I Ess ſaid to 

him, Why doſt thou call me good? None is” 
good but one, cven * God. Thou knoweſt the 
commandments, Thou ſhalt not commit adul- 
tery; Thou ſhalt not kill; Thou ſhalt not fteal ; 
Thou ſhalt not bear falſe witneſs ; Thou ſhalt not 
defraud ; Honour thy father and thy mother.” 
And he replied and ſaid to him, Maſter, I20 
have obſerved all theſe from my infancy.” And 
JzsUs, looking ſtedfaſtly upon him, loved him, 
and ſaid unto him, One thing thou wanteſt ; 
Go thy way, ſell all thy poſſeſſions, and diftri- 
bute to the poor ; and thou ſhalt have treaſure 
in heaven: and come, take up the croſs, and fol- 
low me.“ But he was troubled, and went away 

ſorrowful; for he had great poſſeſſions. And 
JEs8VUS looked round about, and faid to his diſ- 
ciples, © How hardly ſhall they that poſſeſs 
riches, enter into the kingdom of God?“ And 
the diſciples were aſtoniſhed at his words. But 
IEsus anſwering again, faith to them, Chil- 
dren, how hard is it for them that truſt in riches, 

to enter into the n of God? It is * 
| . 1 
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for a camel to go through the eye of a needle; 
than for a rich man to enter into the kingdom of 
God.” And they were ſtruck into exceeding 
amazement, ſaying one to another, Who then 
can be ſaved ?”” But sus looking ſtedfaſtly up- 
on them, ſaith, ** With men it is' impoſſible, 
but not with God; for with God all things are 
poſſible.” Then Peter began to ſay unto him, 
«« Behold, we have left all, and followed thee.” 
And jesvus anſwering, ſaid, ©* Verily, I ſay unto 
you, there is no man who hath left houſe, or bre- 
thren, or ſiſters, or father, or mother, or wife, 
or children, or lands for my ſake, and the goſ- 
30 pel's, but he ſhall receive an hundred fold; now 
in this time houſes, and brethren, and ſiſters; 
and mothers, and children, and lands, with per 
ſecutions; and in the world to come, everlaſting 
Iife. But many who are firſt ſhall be laſt; 
and the laſt firſt.” | 


And as they were on the way going up to Je- 
ruſalem, Es us went before them, and they were 
amazed; and as they followed him, they were 
afraid. And he took the twelve again, and be- 
gan to tell them what things were to befal him: 
*« Behold we are going up to Jeruſalem, and the 
Son of Man ſhall be delivered to the chief-prieſts 
and the ſcribes ; and they ſhall condemn him to 
death ; and ſhall deliver him up to the gentiles : 
and they ſhall mock him, and ſcourge him, and 
ſpit upon him; and ſhall put him to death: and 
on the third day he ſhall riſe again.” 

35 Then James and John the ſons of Zebedee came 
to him, ſaying, ** Maſter, we would that thou 
ſhouldeſt do for us whatſoever we ſhall requeſt.” 
And he ſaid to them, What would ye, that I 
ſhonld do for you?“ They ſaid to him, ** Grant 
us, that in thy glory we may fit, the one at thy 

ns and the other at thy left-hand.” But 

JESUS 
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jesus ſaid to them, Ye knew not what ye aſk: 
Are ye able to drink of the cup that I drink of, 
and to be baptized with the baptiſm that I am * to 
be ? baptized with?“ And they ſaid to him, We 
are able.” And jesvs ſaid to them, Ve ſhall 
indeed drink of the cup of which I drink ; and 
with the baptiſm that 1 am baptized with, ſhall 
ye be baptized z but to fit on my right-hand, 40 
and on my left-hand, is not mine to give, but 
only to thoſe for whom it is — And 
when the ten heard of it, they began to be 
much diſpleaſed with James and John: but E- 

s us called them to him, and ſaith to them, Ye 
know that they who rule over the gentiles “, lord 
it over them; and their great men exerciſe au- 
thority upon them. But it ſhall not be ſo among 
you: but whoſoever would be great among you, 
ſhall be your miniſter : and whoſoever would be 
the chief among you ſhall be fervant of all : 
for even the Son of Man came not to be waited 45 
upon, but to ſerve, and to give his life a ranſom 
for many.” And they came to Jericho. 
And as he went out of Jericho with his diſci- 
les and a great multitude, blind Bartimeus, the 
bon of Timeus, fat begging by the way-fide. 
And when he heard that it was jzesus of Naza- 
reth, he began to cry out, and ſay, Jesvus, 
thou fon of David, have mercy on me.” And 
many charged him that he ſhould be filent, but 
he cried a great deal the more, Son of David, 
have mercy on me.” And jtsvs ſtood ſtill, and 
ordered him to be called. And they called the 
blind man, ſaying to him, Be of good cour- 
age, nie, he calleth thee.” And throwing aſide 50 
his garment, he aroſe, and came to js VS. And 
jesus anſwered, and ſaid unto him, What 
doſt thou deſire I ſhould do for thee ?“ The blind 
man

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man ſaid to him, WRabboni, that I may recover 
my ſight.” And jesvs ſaid to him, “Go thy 
way, thy faith hath ſaved thee.” And immedi- 
ately he received his fight, and followed jzsus 
in the way. 


And when they were come near Jeruſalem, un- 


to axving 89 and Bethany, at the mount of 
Olives, he ſendeth out two of his diſciples, and 


faith to them, Go your way into the village 


over-againſt you; and immediately, as ſoon as 
you enter into it, ye ſhall find a colt tied, on 


which no man ever ſate; untie him, and bring 


© him :* and if any one ſay to you, Why do 
ye this?” ſay that the Lord hath need of him, 
and he will immediately ſend him hither.” And 
they went their way, and found the colt tied 
abroad at the door, in a place where two roads 


5 met: and they untie him. And ſome of them 
that ſtood there, ſaid to them, What are ye 


doing, untying the colt?“ And they ſaid to 


them even as jEsvs had ordered, and they let 


them go. And they brought the colt to zesvs, 


and threw their mantles on him, and he ſate up- 
on him. And many ſpread their mantles in the 
way, and others cut down branches from the 


trees, and ftrewed them in the way. And they 


that went before, and they that followed, cried, ſay- 
ing, Hoſannah ! bleſſed © be He who cometh in 


iothe name of the Lord! Bleſſed be the kingdom

of our father David, which cometh in the name 
of the Lord! Hoſannah “ in the higheſt!'“ And 
zzsvs entered into Jeruſalem, and into the tem- 
ple: And when he had looked round about upon 
all things, it being now late in the evening, he 
went oat to Bethany + with the twelve. 

And 


A Hebrew form of acclamation, ſignifying, “ Save we 
beſeech thee,” + Weat out of the city into the 
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And on the morrow, when they were come 
from Bethany, he was hungry: and ſeeing a fig- 
tree at a diſtance, which had leaves, he went © to 
ſee * if he could find any thing upon it. And 
when he came to it, he tound nothing but leaves, 
for the time of figs * was not © yet,” And jzsus 
ſaid to it upon this occaſion, ** Let no man from 
hence forwards ever eat fruit of thee.” And his 
diſciples heard it.“ 

And they came to Jeruſalem ; and jssvs en- 15 
tering into the temple, began to drive out them 
that ſold and bought in the temple, and over- 
threw the tables of the money-changers, and the 
ſeats of them that ſold doves: And he permitted 
not that any one ſhould carry any veſſel through 
the temple. And he taught, ſaying to them, Is 
it not written, My houſe ſhall be called a houſe 
« of prayer for all nations 1?” But ye have made 
it a den of robbers.” And the ſcribes and chief- 
prieſts heard * of it,“ and ſought how they might 
deſtroy him; for they dreaded him, becauſe all 
the people were ſtruck at his doctrine. And 
when the evening was come, he went out of the 
City. | 
And in the morning, as they were paſſing by, 20 
they ſaw the fig-tree dried up from the roots. And 

Peter recollecting, ſaid unto him, Rabbi, be- 
hold, the fig- tree which thou curſedſt, is withered 
away.” And jzsvs anſwering ſaith unto them, 
„Have faith in God; for ] aſſuredly fay unto 
you, that whoſoever ſhall ſay to this mountain, 
« Be thou removed, and thrown into the ſea;“ 
and ſhall not doubt in his mind, but believe that 
what he ſaith ſhall come to paſs, it ſhall be to 
him juſt as he ſaith. For this reaſon I ſay unto 
you, whatſoever things ye ſhall deſire when ye

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ray, believe that ye receive © them,” and ye ſhall 
25 have © them.” And when ye ſtand praying, for- 
give, if ye have any matter againſt any; that 
your Father in heaven may alſo forgive you your 
treſpaſſes. But if ye do not forgive, neither will 
your Father in heaven forgive your treſpaſſes. 


And they come again to Jeruſalem ; and as he 
was walking in the temple, the chief-prieſts and 
the ſcribes and the elders come, and ſay to him, 
« By what authority doeſt thou theſe things ? 
And who gave thee this authority to do theſe 
things?” And jesvs ſaid to them in reply, I 
will alſo aſk you one queſtion, and anſwer me, 
and I will tell you by what authority I do theſe 
zothings: The baptiſm of John, was it from hea- 
ven, or of men? anſwer me.” And they reaſoned 
among themſelves, ſaying, ** If we ſhall ſay, 
From heaven, he will ſay, Why therefore did ye 
not believe him? But if we ſhall ſay, Of men“ 
they feared the people : for all eſteemed John 
that he was really a prophet. And they anſwered 
and ſaid to jesvs, © We cannot tell.” And 
JEsvs replied and faith to them, Neither do 

I tell you by what authority I do theſe things.“ 


And he. began to ſpeak unto them arables. 
« A man 2 a vineyard, * hedge 
about it, and digged a place for a wine- 
reſs, and built a tower *, and let it out to huſ- 
bandmen; and he took a journey into a diſtant 
country. And at the ſeaſon, he ſent to the huſ- 
bandmen a ſervant, that he might receive from 
the huſbandmen of the fruit of the vineyard. 
And they ſeized © him and beat him, and ſent 
him empty away. And he ſent again to them 
another ſervant ; and they threw ſtones at him, 
and woundel © him in the head, and ſent © him 
away 


* For the accommodation and defence of his labourers, 
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away ſhamefully treated. And again he ſents 
another, and they killed him : And many others, 
beating ſome, and killing others. Having yet 
therefore one ſon, his well-beloved, he ſent ham 
alſo laſt to them, ſaying, © They will reverence 
my ſon.” But thoſe huſbandmen ſaid among 
themſelves, ** This is the heir; come, let us 
kill him, and the inheritance ſhall be ours.“ 
And they ſeized him, and flew him,“ and caſt 
him ' out of the vineyard. What therefore ſhall 
the lord of the vineyard do? He will come, and 
deftroy the huſbandmen, and will give the vine- 
yard unto others. And have ye not read this 10 
ſcripture, ** The ſtone which the builders re- 
jected, is become the head“ of the corner: 
«© This was the Lord's doing, and it is marvel- 
_ «© lous in our eyes +.” And they ſought to lay 
hold on him, but feared the people ; for they 
knew that he had ſpoken the parable againit 
them ; and they left him, and went away. 

Then they ſend to him ſome of the Phariſees 
and Herodians, to catch him in his words. 
And when they were come, they ſay unto him, 
« Maſter, we know that thou art true, and careſt 
for no man; for thou regardeſt not the perſon of 
men, but teacheſt the way of God in truth : Is 
it lawful to pay tribute to Cæſar, or not? Shall 15 
we give, or ſhall we not give?” But he know- 
ing their hypocriſy, ſaid to them, Why do ye 
tempt me? Bring me a penny t, that I may ſee 
it.” And they brought it.“ And he ſaith to 
them, Whoſe © is this image and inſcription ??®? 
And they ſaid to him, Cæſar's.“ And JESUS 
aaſwering, faith unto them, Render to Cæſar, 
the things that are Cæſar's: and to God, the 
things which are God's.” And they wondered 

him.

And jesvs anfwered and faid to them, Do ye 
not for this reafon err, becauſe ye know not the 
25 ſcriptures, nor the power of God? For when 
they ſhall riſe from the dead, they neither marry, 
nor are given in marriage ; but are as the an- 
els, who are in heaven. And as for the dead, 

t they riſe; have ye not read in the book of 
Moſes, how God ſpake to him in the buſh, ſay- 
ing, I * am the God of Abraham, and the God 

« of Ifaac, and the God of Jacob :“ he is not 
the God of the dead, but the God of the living : 
therefore you greatly err.” | 2 
And one of the ſcribes came, and having 
heard them reaſoning together, perceiving that 
he had anſwered them well, aſked him, Which 
is the firſt commandment of all ?? Fesus an- 
ſwered him, The firſt of all the commandments 

© is,” „Hear, O Iſrael, Jehovah our God is one 
300% Lord; And thou ſhalt love the Lord thy God 
« with all thine heart, and with all thy ſoul, - 
« and with all thy mind, and with all thy 

«« ſtrength .“ This is the firſt commandment, 
And the ſecond © is like it, even this, Thou 

4 ſhalt 

„ Deut- we 5; + Exod, iii, 6, deut. 

Yi. 4, CO K. 12. , 
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« ſhalt love thy neighbour as thyſelf * :'? There 
is no other commandment greater than theſe.” 
And the ſeribe aid to him, © Truly maſter thou 
haſt ſpoken well: For there is one God, and 
there is no other befides him: And to love him 
with all the heart, and with all the underſtanding, 
and with all the ſoul, and with all the ftrength ; 
end to love his ? neighbour as himſelf, is more 
than all burnt-offerings and ſacrifices.” And IE“ 
sus ſeeing that he anſwered wiſely, ſaid to him, 
„Thou art not far from the kingdom of God.” 
And no man after that preſumed to afk him any 
queſtion.” 

And jzEsus anſwered and ſaid, as he was 35 
teaching in the temple, © How ſay the ſcribes, . 
that the Meſſiah + is the ſon of David? for Da- 
vid himſelf hath ſaid by the Holy Spirit, The 
Lord faid unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right- 
« hand til] I make thine enemies thy foot-ftoot f.“ 
David himſelf therefore calleth him lord; aud 
whence is he then * his fon?” And the com- 

mon people heard him with pleaſure, 

And he ſaid to them in his doctrine, „Beware 
of the ſeribes, who affect to walk about in long 
robes, and * love ſalutations in the markets, 
and the chief ſeats in the ſynagogues, and the up- 
2 places at feaſts: who devour widows 40 

ouſes, and for a pretence make long prayers.” 
Theſe ſhall reteive greater damnation.” 

And Es us fate down over-againſ the treaſury, 
and beheld how the people caſt money into the 
treaſury: and many rich men caſt in much. 
And there came a certain poor widow, and ſhe 
caſt in two mites, which make a farthing ||. 
And he called his diſciples to him, and faith to 
them, ©* Afuredly I ſay to you, that this poor 
widow hath caft in more, than all they who have 
1 fo _ thrown 
1 Tev. xix, 18, + Gr, Chrift, , Pfal. cx. . 
Jof Roman money, = 
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thrown into the treaſury : For all © theſe * threw 
in of their redundancy ; but ſhe of her want hath 
caſt in all that ſhe had, even all her living. 


And as he went out of the temple one of his 
diſciples ſaith unto him, Maſter, behold what 
ſtones, and what edifices are theſe?” And je- 
sus replying ſaid unto him, Doſt thou ſee 
theſe great buildings? There ſhall not be left one 
ſtone upon another, which ſhall not be demoliſh- 

ed.“ And as he ſate upon the mount of Olives, 
over-againſt the temple, Peter, and James, and 
John, and Andrew aſked him privately, * ſaying,” 
«© Tell us when theſe things ſhall happen, and 
what ſhall be the fign when all theſe things 
5 ſhall be accompliſhed ? And jEsUs anſwering 
them, began to ſay, ** Take heed that no man 
deceive you. For many ſhall come in my name, 
ſaying, ** I am the Meffiah * *:” and ſhall deceive 
many. But when ye ſhall hear of wars, and ru- 
mours of wars, be not troubled ; for they muſt 
come to paſs, but the end is not yet. For nation 
ſhall riſe up againſt nation, and kingdom againſt 
kingdom : and there ſhall be earthquakes in * va- 
rious places; and there ſhall be famines, and 
troubles : Theſe © will be ? the beginnings of ſor- 
rows. But take ye heed to yourſelves : for they 
ſhall deliver you up to councils, and ye ſhall be 
ſcourged in the ſynagogues, and ſhall be brought 
before rulers wp") kings for my ſake, for a teſti- 
ro mony againſt them f. And the goſpel muſt firſt 
be preached among all nations. But when they 
| bring and deliver you up, be not ſolicitous 
before hand what ye ſhall ſpeak, neither preme- 
ditate : but whatſoever ſhall be given you in that 
hour, that ſpeak ; for it is not you that ſpeak, 
but the Holy Spirit. And one brother ſhall be- 
tray 
Gr. Chriſt. + That the goſpel has been offered 
them in the moſt public ma * 
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another to death; and the father © his” ſon; 
and children ſhall riſe up againſt © their * parents, 
and cauſe them to be put to death. And ye ſhall 
be hated by all © men for the ſake of my name. 
But he who endureth to the_end ſhall be ſaved. 

« When ye ſhall ſee the abomination of deſo- 
lation, ſpoken of by Daniel the prophet, ſtand- 
ing where it ought not“ (let him that readeth un- 
derſtand) then let them that are in Judea flee to 
the mountains: and let not him who is on the 15 
top of the houſe go down into the houſe, nor enter 
into it, to take away any thing out of his houſe : 

and let not him that is in the field, go back to 
take his clothes. But woe to them that are with 
child, and to them that give ſuck in thoſe days. 
And pray that your flight may not be in the win- 
ter; for in thoſe days ſhall be afflictions, ſuch 
as the like hath not been from the beginning of 
the creation, which God hath made, unto this 
time, neither ſhall be. And except the Lord had 20 
ſhortened thoſe days, no fleſh could be ſaved ; 
But for the ſake of the elet, whom he hath 
choſen, he hath ſhortened the days. And if 
any one ſhall then ſay to you, Behold, the 
Meſſiah + is here;” or, Behold © he is there; 
do not believe it: for falſe Meſſiahs, and falſe 
prophets ſhall ariſe, and ſhall ſhew ſigns, and 
rodigies, to ſeduce, if poſſible, even the elect. 
But be upon your guard; behold I have foretold 
to you all things. 

„ But in thoſe days, after that tribulation, 
the ſun ſhall be darkened, and the moon ſhall 
not give her light; and the ſtars of heaven ſhall 2g 
fall; and the powers that are in heaven ſhall be 
ſhaken : And then they ſhall ſee the Son of Man 
coming in the clouds with great power, and glory.

2 That is, When the profane ſtandards of the deſolating 
Roman legions, on which they bear the deteſtable images of 
their idols, are planted on holy ground, +4 Gr, brit. 
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| And he ſhall then ſend his meſſengers “, and ſhall 
| aſſemble his elect from the four winds, from the

of heaven. Now learn a parable from the fig- 
tree; when its branch is now become tender, 
and putteth forth leaves, ye know that ſummer 
is near: So likewiſe when ye ſhall ſee theſe things 
come to paſs, know that he + is nigh, * even at 
zothe doors. Verily I fay unto you, That this ge- 
' neration ſhall not paſs away, until all theſe things 
are accompliſhed. Heaven and earth ſhall paſs 
away, but my words ſhall not paſs away. 
_  *© But of that day, and hour, no one knoweth, 
neither the angels in heayen, nor the Son, but 
the Father © only.” 
Take heed, watch and pray, for ye know 
not when the time is: For the Son of Man is 
as a man travelling to a diftant country, who as 
he was leaving his houſe, gave authority to his 
ſervants, and to every man 515 work, and com- 
35 manded the porter to watch. Watch ye there- 
fore, for ye know not when the maſter of the 
houſe cometh, in the evening, or at midnight, 
or at the cock-crowing, or in the morning; leſt 
coming ſuddenly, he find you ſlee ping. And 
What I {ay to you, I ſay to all, Watch.“ 


No the paſſover, and feaſt of unleavened 
bread t was to be two days after: and the chief- 
rieſts || and ſcribes ſought how they might take 
him by artifice, and bows, 2 to death. But they 
aid, Not at the feaſt, leſt there be a tumult 2 
the people.” And being in Bethany in the hou - 


Preachers of the goſpel, who ſhall unite his choſen 

ple under one great ſociety, D. Others render it, 
Angels.“ + The Son of Man. See Matt. xxiv. 34. 
2 See Luke xxii. x, || The prieſts were divided into 
Jo many courſes; the head-prieſt of each courſe was a 
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of Simon the leper, as he ſat at the table, there 
came a woman who had an alabaſter pot of un- 
adulterated ointment of ſpikenard. which was 
exceeding valuable, and having broken the veſ- 
ſel, ſhe poured © jt? on his head. And there 
were ſome that were moved with inward diſplea- 
ſure, and ſaid, Why was this waſte of the 
ointment made: for it might have been ſold for 
more than three hundred -pence *, and have been 

iven to the poor?” And they murmured againſt 
her. And jE8vs ſaid, Let her alone; why 
do ye trouble her? ſhe hath performed a good 
So towards me. For the poor ye have always 
with you; and whenever ye pleaſe ye may do 
them good: But me ye have not awe always. 
She hath done what ſhe could ; ſhe hath come 
before-hand to anoint my body for the burial. 
Verily I-ſay to you, whereſoever this goſpel is 
preached over the whole world, © this? alſo which 
ſhe hath done, ſhall be ſpoken of for a memo- 
rial of her.“ 

And Judas Iſcariot, one of the twelve, went 10 
to the chief-prieſts to betray him unto them. 
And when they heard * it,* they rejoiced,- and 

romiſed to give him money: and he ſought 
| foo he might conveniently betray him. 


And on the firſt day of unleavened bread, when 
they killed the paſſover, his diſciples ſaid to him, 
«« Where wilt thou have us go, and prepare for 
thy eating the paſſover ?*” And he ſendeth forth 
two of his diſciples, and faith to them, Go in- 
to the city, and a man carrying a pitcher of wa- 
ter, ſhall meet you ; follow him, and whereſo- 
ever he goeth in, ſay to the maſter of the houſe, 
The teacher ſaith, Where is the dining-room, 
where I may eat the paſſover with my diſciples ? 
And he will ſhew you a large upper room fur- 15

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.niſhed oy prepared: there make ready for us.” 


And his diſciples went out, and came into the 


city, and found as he had ſaid to them: And 


they made ready the paſſover. 


And in the evening he came with the twelve. 
And as they ſat and were eating, I Es us ſaid, 
«« Verily I ſay — you, one of you who is eat- 
— with me, will betray me.” And 5 began 

ſorrowful, and to lay to him, one by one, 
12 Is it I?” And another laid,” 1 it TE” 


20 And he anſwered and ſaid to them, «© Tt is“ one

of the twelve, even he that dippeth his hand 
with me in the diſh, The Son of Man is indeed 
going as it is written concerning him : But woe 
to that man, by whom the Son of Man 1s be- 
trayed: it had been well for that man, if he had 
never been born.” 

And as they were eating, JEsus took bread, 
and having bleſſed it, he rake, and gave it 
to them, and ſaid, Take, eat; this is — 
body. And taking the cup, when he had given 
thanks, he gave “it to them; and they all 
drank of it. And he ſaid. to them, * This is my 
blood of the new covenant, which is ſhed for 


25 many.  Verily, I ſay unto you, I will drink no 


more of the produce of the vine, until that day 
—_— I ſhall drink it new in the kingdom of 
And. when they had ſung a hymn, .they went 
out to the Ges Olives. 7 And j8svs aich to 
them, All ye ſhall be offended becauſe of me 
this night: For it is written, I will ſmite the 
«© ſhepherd, and the ſheep ſhall be ſcattered :“ 


But after I am riſen, I will go before you into 


Galilee.” But Peter ſaid to him, „Although 


30 all ſnould be offended, Ver gr $ not I.“ And

y ay to thee, that

® Or, reclined on beds: which was the ancient tabls- 


zu8vs faith to him, * 


olan. | + Zech. xui, 7 | 
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to-day, even this night, before the cock crow 
twice, thou ſhalt deny me thrice.” But he ſpake 
the more eagerly, ** If I ſhould die with thee, 

I will not deny thee in any manner.” Likewiſe 
alſo ſaid they all. | 


And they came to the place ealled Gethſemane ; 
and he faith to his diſciples, ©* Sit ye here, while 
I pray.” And he taketh with him Peter, and 
James, and John, and began to be in great amaze- 
ment, and — — of mind. And he ſaith to them, 
« My ſoul is ſurronnded with ſorrow, unto death; 
continue here, and watch.” And going on a lit- 35 
tle way, he proftrated himſelf on the ground, 
and prayed, that if it were poſſible, that ſeaſon 
might paſs from him. And he ſaid, Abba, Fa- 
ther, all things are poſſible to thee ; take away 
this cup from me: nevertheleſs, not as I will, - 
but as thon wilt.” And he cometh, and findeth 
them aſleep; and faith to Peter, Simon, doſt 
thou ſleep? Couldſt not thou watch one hour? 
Watch and pray, that ye may not enter into 
temptation; The ſpirit indeed is forward +, 
but the fleſh © is! weak.“ And he went Wayagain, 
and prayed, ' ſpeaking the fame words, And re-40 
turning back,- he found them aſleep apain, for 
their eyes were weighed down ft: And they 
knew not what to anſwer him. And he comet 
the third time, and faith to them, Now fleep 
on, and take your reſt ||: it is enough, the hour 
is come; behold the Son of Man is betrxyed ir- 
to the hands of ſinners. Ariſe, let us go: bes 
hold, he that betrayeth "nes is juſt at hand.“ 


And

expreſs a dutiful regard for me. 4 With ſorrow and 
heavineſs. {| Suppoſed to be ſpoken by way of far- 


caſm and reproof. Others render the words, „ Do you

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And immediately while he was yet ſpeaking, 
cometh Judas, one of the twelve, and with him 
a great multitude with ſwords and ſtaves *, from 
the chief-prieſts, and ſcribes, and elders. Now 
he that betrayed him, had given them a ſignal, 
ſaying, le, whom I ſhall kiſs, is the perſon: 
lay hold of him, and lead him away ſafely.“ 
45 And being come, and going directly to him, he 
fſaid, Rabbi, Rabbi!” and kiſſed him. And 
they laid hands on him, and took him, 
And one of them that ſtood by, drew a ſword, 
and ſmote a ſervant of the high-prieſt, and cut 
off his ear, And jesus anſwered + and faid to 
them, Are. ye come out as againſt a robber 
with ſwords and ftaves to ſeize me? I was every 
| day with you e in the temple, and ye did 
not apprehend me: but the ſcriptures muſt be 
50 fulfilled.“ And they all forſook him, and fled, 
And a certain youth f having a linen cloth || 
thrown. about his naked body, followed him; 
and the young d men laid hold on him. But he, 
leaving the ſheet, fled away from them naked. 
And they led jesus away to the high-prieſt ; 
and with him were aſſembled all the chief-prieſts, 
and the elders, and the ſcribes. And Peter fol- 
lowed; him afar off, even into the palace of the 
high-prieſt: and he fate down among the ſer- 
85 vants, and warmed himſelf at the fire. Now 
the chief · prieſts and the whole Sanhedrim I ſought 
for witneſs againſt js us, that they might put 
him to death; and found none. For many falſely 
teſtified againſt him, but their teſtimonies did not 
agree.

hands.” Yet neither thus did their teſtimony 
. agree, And the high-precſ ſtood up in the midſt 60 
and aſked jESsUs, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou no- 
thing? What is it that theſe men teſtify againſt 
thee?“ But he was filent, and made no reply. 
Again the high-prieſt aſked him and ſaid to him, 
Art thou the Meſſiah *, the Son of the Bleſſed ?” 
And jesvs ſaid, *© I am: and ye ſhall ſee the Son 
of Man ſitting at the right-hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven.” Then the 
high-prieſt rent his clothes, and ſaid, What 
need have we of any other teſtimony ? Ye have 
heard the blaſphemy : what think ye ?” And they 
all condemned him as guilty of a capital crime. 
And ſome began to ſpit on him, and to cover his65 
face, and to buffet him, and to ſay unto him, 
% Propheſy :” and the officers ſtruck him with 
the palms of their hands. . 
And as Peter was in the hall below, there came 
one of the maid- ſervants of the high - prieſt; and 
ſeeing Peter warming himſelf, ſhe fixed her eyes 
_ earneſtly upon him and ſaid, Thou alſo waſt 
with jesus the Nazarene.” But he denied, ſay- 
ing, I know him not, nor do I underſtand. 
what thou meaneſt.” And he went out into the 
pins and the cogk crew.

Now at the feſtival le releaſed to them any 
one priſoner; whom they deſired : And there was 
one, whoſe name was Barabbas, that lay bound 
with ſome, who had made an infurreQion with 


= Him, who had committed murder in the inſur- 


rection. And the people with a clamour began 
to demand, that he would do as he had always 
duone to them. And Pilate anſwered them ſaying, 
« Will ye that I releaſe unto you the king of the 
10 Jews?” for he knew that the chyef-prieſts had de- 
ivered him up out of envy. But the chief-prieſts 
excited the e to aſk that he would rather re- 
leafe Barabbas to them. And PilFagain an- 
ſwered and faid to them, What would you have 
mee do then with him,” whom ye call tlie king of 
the Jews?” And they cried out again, Crucify 
him.” Then Pilate faid to them, Why, what 
evil hath he done?” And they cried out the 
15 more abundantly, ** Crucify him.” And Pilate, 
deſirous to fatisfy the people, releaſed to them 
| ; - Barabbas; 
Some render it, © Throwing himſelf out of the com- 
pany, wept," T Or, council, 
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Barabbas 3 and having ſcourged jz5us, he deli- 
vered © him to be cruciſied. 

And the ſoldiers led him- away into the hall, 
called the Pratonium *,. and aſſembled the whole 
band +. And they clothed him in purple; and 
having platted a crown of thorns, they put it 
about his head,” and began to pay their ſa- 
lutations to him, ** Hail, king of the Jews !” 
And they ſtruck him on the head with a reed, 
and ſpit upon him, and bowing the knee, did 
Rim reverence. And when they had mocked 20 
him, they took the purple off from him, and 
having dreſſed him in his own garments, they 
led him out to be crucified. And they compel one 
Simon a Cyrenian , the father of Alexander and 
Rufus, who was paſling by as he came out of the 
country, to carry his croſs. 


And they bring him to the place called Golgo- 
tha, that fs being anterpreted, The Place of a 
Skull; and they gave him wine to drink, min- 
gled with myrrh; but he did not receive it.“ * 
And when they had crucified him, they ſhared 
his garments, caſting lots upon them, what 
each man ſhould take. Now it was the. third 25 
hour {|}, and they crucified him. And the ſuper- 
ſcription of his crime was written over him, Tun 
KING OF THE Jews. And they crucified two © 
robbers with him, the one on his right-hand, and 
the other on the left. And the ſcripture was ful- 
filled, which ſaith, And * was „ 
« the tranſgreſſors 6.“ An that paſſed by. 
blaſphemed bim, ſhaking * 2 and ſay- 
ing. Ah, thou that wouldeſt deſtroy the tem- 
ple, and build it * in three days, ſave thyſelf, and 30

and ſaid one to another, He ſaved others, 
* but * cannot ſave himſelf: Let the Meſſiah, the 
king of Iſrael, ' come down now from the crofs, 
that'we may ſee and believe.” And thoſe who 
were crucified with him, reviled him. And 
when the fixth hour was come, there was dark- 
neſs over the whole land“ until the ninth hour. 
And at the ninth hour jesvus cried with a loud 


voice, ſaying, © ELoi, Ero, Lama SA BACH: 


THant:” That is, being interpreted, My 
God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken! me?

And Is us having cried out with a loud voice; 
expired. And the veil of the temple was rent in 


+, two, from the top to the bottom. And when the 


centurion, who ſtood over-againſt him, ſaw that 
he fo cried ont, and expired, he ſaid, Cer- 


40 tainly this man was the Son of God.” There 


were alſo women looking on at a diſtance, a 


”- whom was Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mo- 


ther of James the Leſs, and Joſes, and Salome, 


who had attended him when he was in Galilee, 


and miniſtered to him; and many other women 
who came up with him to Jeruſalem. 

And when the evening was now come, becauſe 
it was the preparation, or the day before the ſab- 
bath, Joſeph of Arimathea, an honourable coun- 
fellor, who alſo himſelf waited for the kingdom 
of God, came, and went in boldly to Pilate, 
and; begged:.the body of - jtsus,....

And having bought fine linen, 
he took him down, and wrapped bim in the li- 
nen; andthe laid him in a ſepulchre, which was 
hewn out in a rock, and rolled a ſtone to the 
door“ of the ſepulchre. And Mary Magdalene, 
and Mary the mother of Joſes, beheld where he 
was laid. 


And when the ſabbath' was orer, Mary Mag- K 
dalene, and Mary, the mother“ of James and * 
Salome, bought ſpices, that they might go, and 
anoint him. And very early in the morning, on 
the firſt * day ? of the weck, they came to the ſe-

And he 
came to Nazareth, where he was educated ; and 
according to his cuſtom, he entered into the ſy- 
nagogue on the ſabbath-day, and ſtood up to 
read 1. And the book of Iſaiah the 1 was 
delivered to him. And unrolling t Tot k, he 
found that place where it was written, || The 
% Spirit of the Lord is' upon me, for the pur- 
4 poſe to which he hath anointedame: * for he 
40 bach ſent me to preach good news to the poor, 
1 to heal thoſe whoſe hearts are broken, to pro- 
« claim diſmiſſion 5 to captives, even the reco-

having rolled up the book, he delivered it to the 
ſervant 4, and ſat down: And the eyes of all in 
the ſynagogue were attentively fixed upon him.

And all that were in the ſynagogue; when 
they heard theſe things, were filled with fury. a 
And riſing up, they caſt him out of the city, and 
brought him to the very brow of the mountain on 
which their city was built, that they might caſt 
him down headlong. But he paſſed through the 30 
midſt of them, and went away. 2 


And he came down to Capernaum, a city of 
Galilee, and © he was teaching them on the 
ſabbath-days. And they were with his 
doctrine; for his word was with authority. And 
there was in the ſynagogue a man who had the 
ſpirit of an unclean * demon. And he cried out 
with a loud voice, ſaying, ** Let us alone; what

- were gone out of them, and were waſhing * their 
nets. And entering into one of the veſſels, which 

to Simon; he  defired him, that he 
would put out a little way from land. And he 
ſat down and taught the multitude out of the veſ- 
ſel. And when he had made an end of {;

he ſaid to Simon, Put out into the deep, = 
Flet down your nets for a draught.“ And Simon 
anſwering ſaid unta him, Maſter, we have 
been labouring all night, and have caught no- 
ching; nevertheleſs I will let down the net at thy

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word.“ And when they had done itz they in- 

- Cloſed a great multitude of fiſhes, ſo that their 
net brake. And they beckoned to Meir * part- 
ners, who were in the other veſſel, to come and 
aſſiſt them. And they came, and filled both the 
veſſels, ſo that they were ready to fink. Now 
Simon Peter, ſeeing * this,” fell down before the 

' knees of jEsus, and ſaid, *© Go out from me, 
for I am a ſinful man, O Lord!” For aſtoniſn- 
ment ſeized him, and all that were with him, on 
account of the draught of fiſhes, which they had 
taken: and in like manner alſo James and John, 10 
the ſons of Zebedee, who were partners with Si- 
mon. And jEsus ſaid to Simon, “Do not fear, 
from this time thou ſhalt captivate “ men.” And 
when they had brought their veſſels to land, they 
left all and followed him. . 

And it came to paſs, when he was in a certain 

city, behold, a man full of leproſy, ſeeing je- 
sus, fell proſtrate, and intreated him, ſaying,

And ſtretching out his * hand, he touched him, 
ſaying, ** I will, be thou clean.” And immedi- 
ately the leproſy departed from him.

went a fame of him abroad; and great multi- 
tudes came together to hear, and to be healed of 
their infirmities by him.

And it happened om a certain day, while he 
was teaching, that ſeveral * Phariſees and doctors 
of the law were fitting by, who were come out 
of every town of Galilee, and Judea, and from

And the Scribes and Phariſees began to reaſon, 
ſaying, **-Who is this, that ſpeaketh blaſphe- 
mies? Who can forgive fins but God alone * 
But jgsus perceiving their thoughts, anſwered 
and ſaid to them, Why do ye reaſon in your 
hearts? Which is eaſier to ſay, Thy ſins are for- 
given thee; or to ſay, Riſe up and walk : but 
that ye may know that the Son of Man hath 
power upon earth to forgive ſins (he ſaid to the 
paralytic) I ſay unto thee, Ariſe, take up thy 
25 couch, and go into thine houſe.” And imme- 
diately he roſe up before them; and taking up 
that on which he lay, he went forth to his own 
houſe, glorifying God. And they were all 
amazed, and glorified God, and were filled with

And after theſe things he went out, and ſaw a 
ublican, named Levi *, ſitting at the cuſtom-

And 
Levi made a great entertainment for him in his 
own houſe : and there was a great company of 
publicans, and others, who fare at table with 
zo them.

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that are ſick: I came not to call the righteous, 
but ſinners to repentance.” Then they * ſaid to 
him, Why do the diſciples of John faſt often, 
and make prayers, and alſo thoſe of the Phari- 
ſees, but thine eat and drink ?” And he ſaid un- 
to them, Can ye make the children of the bride- 
chamber fait, while the bridegroom 1s with them ? 
But the days will come, when the bridegroom 35 
ſhall be taken away from them ; and then they 
ſhall faſt in thoſe days.” And he ſpake alſo a 
parable to them, No man ſeweth a piece of 
new garment upon old ; if otherwiſe, then 
both the new maketh a rent, and the piece, that 
was taken out of the new, agreeth not ft with 
the old. And no man putteth new wine into old 
leathern bottles ||, elſe the new wine will burſt 
the bottles, and be ſpilt, and the bottles will be 
deſtroyed. But new wine muſt be put into new 
bottles, and then bogh are preſerved. And no 
man who hath drunk old wine, immediately 
defireth new ; for he ſaith, The old is better.“ 


And it came to paſs on the firſt ſabbath after-t 
the ſecond © day of unleavened bread,” that he 
Went through the corn-fields ; and his diſciples 
plucked the ears of corn, and rubbing them in 
their hands, did eat. And ſome of the Phariſces 
ſaid to them, © Why do ye that, which it is not 
lawful to do on the ſabbath-days ?” And jesus 
faid in anſwer to them, Have ye never read 
that, which David did, when he was hungry, 
and they that were with him? How he went into 
the houſe of God, and took, and eat the ſhew- 
bread, and gave alſo to thoſe that attended him; 
which it was not lawful to eat, but for the prieſt

Now it came to pals alſo that on another fab- 
bath, he entered into the ſynagogue, and taught, 
And there was a man, wh of right-hand w 
withered. And the ſcribes and Phariſees watche 
him, whether he would heal on the ſabbath-day ; 
that they might- find an accuſation againſt him, 
But he knowing their thoughts, ſaid to the man 
who had the withered hand, Riſe up, and ſtand 
in the midſt.” And he aroſe, aud ſtood up. 
Then JESUS ſaid to them, ** I will aſk you one 


thing: Is it lawful to do good on the ſabbath- 


days, or to do evil? to fave life, or to deſtroy ?” 


10 And looking round upon them all, he ſaid to the 


man, Stretch forth thine hand ?”” And he did 
ſo : and his hand was reſtored well as the other. 
And they were filled with madneſs, and dif- 
courſed with each other, what they might do to 
JESUS. 
And it came to paſs ir in thoſe days, that he 
went forth to a mountain to pray, and continued 
a!l night in an oratory devoted to the ſervice ' 
of God. And when it was day, he called his 
diſciples to him, and out of them he choſe twelve, 
whom he alſo named apoſtles : Simon, whom he 
alſo named Peter, and Andrew his brother; 
James, and John ; Philip, and Bartholomew ; 


15 Matthew, and 'T homas ; james the ſon' of Al- 


pheus, and Simon called Zelotes; and Judas 
the brother of James; and Judas Iſcariot, who 
alſo was the traitor. And he came down with 
them, and ſtood in the plain: And the croud of 
his diſciples_* gathered round him, and a great 
— 5 of people from all Judea, and Jeruſa- 
lem, and from the ſhore of Tyre and Sidon; who 
came to hear him, and to be healed of their dif- ; 
eaſes ; and they who were infeſted with unclean 


ſpirits : And they were cured. And the whole 
multitude

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multitude endeavoured to touch him; for there 
went virtue out of him, and healed them all. 


And jssvus * lifting up his eyes on his diſci- 20 


ples, ſaid, © Happy are you poor; for the king- 
dom of God is yours. Happy are you, who are 
now hungry ; for you ſhall be filled. Happy * are? 

ou, who now mourn; for you ſhall laugh. 
* are you, when men ſhall hate you, and when 
they ſhall ſeparate you * from their aſſemblies,” 
and ſhall reproach “ yon,” and caſt out your 
name as evil on account of the Son of Man. Be 
glad in that day, and leap for joy; for behold 
your reward in heaven 1s ? rents for thus their 
fathers did to the prophets. But woe to you, who 
are rich; for you have received your conſolation. 


Woe unto you, who are filled; for you ſhall ſuf-2 5 


fer hunger. Woe unto you, who now laugh ; 
for you Pall mourn and lament, Woe unto you, 
when all men ſpeak well of you; for thus did 
their fathers to the falſe prophets. But I ſay 
unto you that hear, Love your enemies; Do good 
to them, that hate you ; Bleſs them, that curſe 


you; and pray for them, that ſpitefully abuſe 


you. And if a man f.aite thee on the one ? 
cheek, offer alſo the other to him; and if he 
take away thy mantle, do not hinder him from 


taking ? alſo © thy * veſt. Give to every one that 30 


aſketh thee; and from him that taketh away thy 
poſſeſſions, do not demand them back. And as 
ye would that men ſhould do to you, do ye alſo 
in like manner to them. And if ye love them that 
love you, what thanks are due to you? for even 
ſinners love thoſe that love them. And if you do 
good to them that are your benefactors, , what 
thanks are due to you? for even ſinners do the 
ſame. And if ye lend to them from whom you 
hope to receive, what thanks are due to you ? 
for even ſinners lend to finners, that they may

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good, and lend when you can hope for nothing 
again: and your reward will be great, and you 
weill be the ſons of the Moſt High : for he 1s 
kind to the ungrateful, and evil.

Judge not, and ye ſhall be judged ; condemn not, 
and ve mall not be condemned: forgive, and 
ſa}! be forgiven.

ter. And why doſt thou look at the mote, which 
1 3s in thy brother's eye, and obſerveſt not the 
1 beam in thine own eye? Or how canſt thou ſay 
to thy brother, Brother, hold fill, © and”? I 
will tzke out the mote, which is in thine eye ;” 
while thou ſeeſt not the beam, which is in thine 
own eye. '] tou hypocrite, firſt caſt out the beam 
ſrom thine own eye; and then thou wilt diſcern 
© how to take out the mote that is in thy bro- 
ther's eye. For there is no good tree, Which 
produceth bad fruit; neither any bad tree, which 
roduceth good fruit ; For every tree is kuown 
by its proper fruit: men, for inſtance, do not 
gather figs of thorns, nor do they gather a cluſ- 
45 fer of grapes from a bramble. A good man pro- 
duceth that which is good, out of the good trea- 
ſure of his heart: and a bad man, out of the bad 
treaſure of his heart, produceth that which is 
bad : for his mouth ſpeaketh from the overflow- 
ing of the heart. 
& And why do you call me, Lord, Lord, and 
do not the things which I ſay? I will ſhew you 


- whom that man is like, who cometh to me, and 
heareth 
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heareth my words, and practiſeth them: He is 
like a man that built a houſe, and dug deep, and 
placed the foundation upon a rock; and when 
the inundation came, the current violently broke 
upon that houſe, and was not able to ſhake it; 
** it was founded upon a rock. But he 
tha 


t heareth and doth not practiſe, is like a man 


that built his houſe on the ground, without a foun- | 


dation; againſt which the fiream did violently 
break, and it preſently fell down; and the rui: 
of that houſe was great.” a 


Now when he had finiſhed all his fayings in tlie 


hearing of the people, he entered into Caperna- 


um. And the ſervant of a certain centurion, Who 


was greatly eſteemed by him, was ill, and in 
danger of death. And hearing of jzsvs, he ſent 
unto him the eiders of the Jews, intreating him 
that he would come and heal his fervant, And 
being come to jJEsvs. they intreated him with 
great importunity, ſaying, © He is worthy of this 


favour ; for he loveth our nation, and hath built 5 


us a ſyuagogue.“ And jesus went with them. 


And now when he was not.a great way from the 
houſe, the centurion ſent friends to him, ſayin 

unto him, “ Lord, trouble not thyſelf, for I am 
not worthy that thou ſhouldeſt enter under my 
roof: wherefore neither did I think myſelf wor- 
thy to come to thee: Speak but the word, and 
my ſervant ſhall be healed. For even I © who? 


am a man ranged under authority, have foldiers' 


under myſelf; and I ſay to one, Go, and he 
gocth; and to another, Come, and he cometh ; 
and to my flave, Do this, and he doth it.” And 
jEsus hearing theſe things, admired him, and 
turning about, he ſaid to the multitude that fol- 
lowed him, “I declare unto you, that I have 


not found even in Iſrael ſuch faith.” And they 10 


who had been ſent, returning to the houſe, found 
H the 
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the ſervant that had been ſick, reſtored to per- 
fect health, 


And it came to paſs on the next day, that he 
went to a city called Naim ; and many of his 
diſciples went with him, and a great multitude. 
And when he approached the pate of the city, 
behold a dead perſon was carried out, the only 
fon of his mother, and the was a widow : and 
there was a great multitude of the city with her. 
And the Lord ſeeing her, was moved with com- 
paſſion for her, and faid unto her, Weep not.” 
And approaching, he touched the bier, and the 
bearers ſtood ſtill: and he ſaid, “ Young man, 

151 ſay unto thee, Ariſe.” And he who had been 
dead, fate up, and began to ſpeak : And he de- 
livered him to his mother. And a dread fell up- 
on all, and they glorified God, ſaying, Truly 
a great prophet 1s riſen up among us ; and God 
hath regarded his people.“ And this report of 
him went forth through all Judea, and the whole 
region round about. 


Now the diſciples of John informed him of all 
theſe things. And John called two of his diſci- 
ples to him, and ſent © them ' to jESus, ſaying, 
Art thou he that cometh *, or are we to expect 

20another ?” And when the men were come to him, 
they ſaid, John the Baptiſt hath ſent us to 
thee, ſaying, Art thou he that cometh, or are we 
to expect another? Now in that very hour he 
cured many of their ? diſeaſes, and plagues, and 
of evil ſpirits; and beſtowed fight on many that 
were blind. And jesus anſwering ſaid unto 
them, Go, and relate to john the things which 
you have ſeen and heard: that the blind receive 
their fight, the lame walk, the lepers are cleanſed, 

/ the deaf hear, the dead are raiſed, and the a 
| ave

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have the goſpel preached to them : and happy is 


he that is not ſcandaliſed at me.” 

Now when the meſſengers of John were gone 
away, he began to ſpeak unto the multitudes con- 
cerning John: What went you out into the 
wilderneſs to behold ? a reed ſhaken by the wind ? 
But what went you out to ſee? a man dreſſed in ſoft 2 
garments ? Behold they that wear a ſplendid dreſs, 
and live luxuriouſly, are in royal palaces. But 
what did you go out to fee? a prophet? yea, I 
ſay unto you, and much more than a prophet. 
This is the perſon, of whom it is written “, 
„% Behold, 1 ſend my meſſenger before thy face, 
© who ſhall! prepare thy way before thee.” For 
I ſay unto you, Among thoſe that are born of 
women, there 1s not a prophet greater than John 
the Baptiſt : nevertheleſs he that is leaſt in the 
kingdom of God, 1s greater than he.” And 
all the people hearing © him,” and the publicans, 
juſtified God, being baptiſed with the baptiſm of 
John. But the Phariſees, and doctors of the law 30 
rejected the council cf God to them, not being 
baptiſed by him. [And the Lord faid,] ** To 
what then ſhall I compare the men of this gene- 
ration, and to what are they like? They are 
like little children fitting in the market-place, 

and calling out one to another and ſaying, We 
have piped to you, and ye have not danced ; we 
have mourned to vou, and ye have not lamented :” 
for John the Baptiſt came neither eating bread, 
nor drinking wine; and you fay, He hath a de- 

vil, The Son cf Man is come eating and drink- 

ing; and ye ſay, Behold a gluttonous man. and 

a wine-bibber, a friend of publicans and ſinners, 

But wiſdom hath been juſtified by all her chil- 3; 

dren.” 
And one of the Phariſees invited him to eat 
with him; and entering into the houſe of the 
H 5 Phariſee, 
„ Mal, ii. 1. 
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Phariſee, he ſate down to table. And-behotd a 
woman in that city, who had been a ſinner, when 

the knew that he fat at meat in the Phariſees's 
houſe, brought an alabaſter veſſel of perfumed 
ointment : And ſtanding behind at his feet weep- 
ing, ſhe began to water his feet with a ſhower of 
tears; and wiped © them ' with the treſſes of her 
hair, and kiſſed his feet, and anointed © them with 
the perfumed balſam. Now the Phariſee, who 
had invited him, obſerving © this,” ſaid within 
himſelf, 4 This man, if he were a prophet, 
would have known who, and what kind of wo- 
man this 1s,” that toucheth him; for ſhe is a 
finner.” | | 

40 And jesus, in reply, ſaid to him, “ Simon, 
I have ſomething to ſay to thee.” And he ſaith, 
O teacher, ſay * it freely.” A certain credi- 
tor had two debtors; one owed five hundred 
pence *, and the other fifty: Now as they had 
not any thing to pay, he freely forgave them 
both; fay therefore, v/hich of them would love 
him moſt ??? And Simon replied, and ſaid, I 
ſuppoſe that he to whom he forgave moſt.” And 
* jJEsvs ' faid to him, Thou haſt judged 
rightly.” And turning to the woman, he ſaid 
to Simon, „Thou ſeeſt this woman: I came 
into thine houſe, and thou didſt not give me any 
water to waſn' my feet; but ſhe hath watered 
my feet with tears, and wiped © them ? with the 

45 treſſes of her hair. Thou didſt not give me a 

| kiſs ; but ſhe ever ſince ſne came in, hath not 

ceaſed to kiſs my feet. Thou didit not anoint 

my head with oil, but ſhe bath anointed my feet 
| with precious ointment. Wherefore I ſay unto 
thee, Her many fins are forgiven ; therefore ſhe 
hath loved much: whereas he to whom little is 
forgiven, loveth little.” And he faith to her, 
Thy fins are forgiven.” And they, who were

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at table with him, began to ſay within themſelves, 
« Who is this, that even forgiveth fins?” Butgo 
he ſaid to the woman,“ Thy faith hath ſaved 


thee ; go thy way in peace.“ 


Now it came to paſs afterwards, that he tra- 
velled through every city and village, preaching 
and publiſhing the glad tidings of the kingdom 
of God: and the twelve © were ' with him, and 
ſome women who had been cured of evil ſpirits 
and illneſs, © particularly * Mary, who was called 
Magdalene, out of whom had been caſt ſeven de- 
mons, and Joanna the wife of Chuza, a ſteward 
of Herod, and Suſannah, and many other wo- 
men,” who aſſiſted him with their poſleſſions. 


And when a great multitude was gathered to- 


| wore” and came from every city to him, he 


ake by a parable: * A ſower went forth to 5 

ow his ſeed : and as he was ſowing, ſome fell by 
the way-fide, and it was trodden under foot, and 
the birds of the air did eat it up. And ſome fell 
upon a rock, and as ſoon as it was ſprung up, it 
withered away, becauſe it had no moiſture. And 
ſome fell among thorns, and the thorns ſprang 
up with it, and choaked it. And fome fell on 
good ground, and grew up, and bare fruit an 
hundred-fold.” And when he had faid theſe 
things, he cried out, „He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear.” And his diſciples aſked 
him, ſaying, «© What may this parable be © ?”? 
And he ſaid, “ It is granted to you to know the 10 
myſteries of the kingdom of God: but to other; 
in parables; that ſeeing they might not perceive, 
and hearing they might not underftand. Mow 
the parable is this: The ſeed is the word of God. 
Thoſe by the way-fide are they that hear : then 
the devil cometh, and taketh away the word out 


of their hearts, leſt they ſhould belicve and he 


My  faved. 


1. e. What is the meaning of this parable ? 
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ſaved. Thoſe on the rock are they, who when 
they hear receive the word with joy; and theſe 
have no root, who for a while believe, and in 
time of trial apoſtatiſe. And that which fell 
among thorns, are they who as ſoon as they have 
heard, go out *, and are choked with the cares, 
and riches, and pleaſures of life ; and bring no 

15 fruit to perfection. But that on the good ground, 
are they who having heard the word, retain it 1n 
an honeſt and good heart, and bring forth fruit 
with patience. 

No man having lighted a lamp, covereth it 
with a veſſel, or putteth it ? under a couch; but 
ſetteth it upon d, that they who enter in, 
may ſee the light. For nothing 1s ſecret, which 
ſhall not be revealed ; nor hid, which ſhall not 

be made known and publiſhed. Take heed, 
therefore, howg ye hear: for whoever hath, to 
him ſhell be given; and whoever hath not, from 
— ſnall be taken even that which he ſeemeth to 
ave,” ; 

Then came unto him his * mother and his 
brethren, and they could not get at him on ac- 

ꝛ⁊o count of the croud. And it was told him“ by 
ſome,” who ſaid, Thy mother and thy bre- 
thren ſtand without, defiring to fee thee.” But 
he anſwered and ſaid to them, © My mother and 
my brethren are theſe that hear the word of God 
and practiſe it.“ | 


Now 1t came to paſs on a certain day, that he 
went into a ſhip with his diſciples: and he ſaid 
to them, Let us go over unto the other fide 
of the lake. And they launched forth ; but as 
they were ſailing, he fell aſleep; and there came 
down a ſtorm of wind on the lake; and they 
were filled © with water,” and were in extreme dan- 
er. And they came to him, and awakened him, 
ying, Maſter, maſter, we periſa,” Then 

| ring 
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riſing up, he rebuked the wind, and the raging 
of the water: and they were ſtill; and there was 

a calm. And he ſaid to them, Where is your 25 
faith?” But they being afraid, wondered, ſay- 
ing one to another, Who is this ! for he com- 
mandeth even the winds and the waters, and they 
obey him.“ 

And they arrived at the country of the Gada- 
renes, which 1s over-againſt Galilee. And being 
landed, a certain man of the city met him, who 
had been poſſeſſed with demons for a long time : 
And he wore no clothes, nor would abide in 
* any ? houſe, but in the tombs. When he ſaw 
JESUS, he cried out, and fell down before him, 
and ſaid with a loud voice, What have I to 
do with thee, jzsus, ſon of the moſt high God? 

I beſeech thee, do not torment me.“ For he had 
commanded the unclean ſpirit to aome out of the 
man. For it had often ſeized him ; and he was 
bound with chains, and kept in fetters; and 
having broke the bonds, he was driven by the 
demon into deſert places. And jesvs aſked him 30 
ſaying, ©* What is thy name?” And he ſaid, 
„Legion *,” becauſe a multitude of demons had 
entered into him. And they intreated him that 
he would not command them to go out into the 
abyſs. Now there was in that place a herd of 
many ſwine feeding on the mountain : and they 
intreated him, that he would permit them to en- 
ter into them. And he permitted them. Then 
the demons went out of the man, and entered 
into the ſwine : and the herd ran violently down 
a precipice into the lake, and were ſuffocated. 
The ſwineherds, ſeeing what was done, fled, and 
went and told · it * in the city and country. And 35 
they went out to ſee what was done. And they 
came to jEsuS, and found the man out of whom 
the demons were departed, ſitting at the feet of 
JESUS, 


| ® A LxGION was a body of Roman ſoldiers, conſiſting 
of about 500. 0 
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1E8Vs, clothed. and compoſed ; and they were 
afraid. They alſo, who had ſeen * it,” told them 
what means the demoniac had been recovered. 
Then the whole multitude of the country of the 
Gadarenes round about, intreated him to depart 
from them : for they were ſeized with great fear: 
and he went into the ſhip, and returned back. 
Now the man out of whom the demons were de- 
„ Intreated him that he might continue 

with him: but jesvs ſent him away, ſaying, 
„% Return to thy houſe, and declare how great 
things God hath done for thee.” And he went 
away, and publiſhed through the whole city, 
what great things jEsUs had done for him. 


And it came to paſs that, when Es us was re- 
turned, the people gladly * received him; for 
they were all Waiting for him. | 
And behold there came a man, whoſe name 
was Jairus, and he was a ruler of the ſynagogue, 
and falling down at the feet of Esus, he in- 
treated him to come to his houſe : for he had an 
only daughter about twelve years of age, and ſhe 
lay at the point of death. But as he went, the 
ple prefſed upon him. And a woman having 
had a flux of blood twelve years, who had ſpent 
all that ſhe had upon phyſicians, but could not 
be healed by any one, came behind him, and 
touched the border of his garment. And imme- 
45 diately the flux of her blood was ſtaunched. And 
Jesus faid, © Who hath touched me?” And all 
denying it,“ Peter and thoſe who were with 
him, ſaid, Maſter, the multitude are croud- 
| ing around thee, and preſs * thee,” and doſt thou 
; ' fay, <©* Who hath touched me?” And jesvs 
| ſaid, „Somebody hath touched me: for I per- 
b ceive that virtue is gone out of me.“ And when 
9 the woman faw that ſhe was not concealed, ſhe 
came trembling, and falling down before him,

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declared to him before all the people, for what 
reaſon ſhe had touched him, and how ſhe had 
been immediately healed. And he faid to her, 

« DaugMer, take courage, thy faith hath made 
thee well: go in peace.” While he was yet 
ſpeaking, one cometh from the ruler of the ſy. 
nagogue's, ſaying to him, Thy daughter is 
dead, trouble not the maſter.” But IEsUs hear-50 
ing * it,” anſwered him, ſaying, ** Fear not, only 
believe, and ſhe ſhall be reſtored ®.” And when 
he came into the houſe, he permitted none to go 
in, except Peter, and James, and John, and the 
father and the mother of the maiden. ' And all 
wept, and lamented her: but he faith, « Weep 
not ; ſhe is not dead, but is afleep.” And 

derided him, knowing that ſhe was dead. And 
he put them all out, and taking her by the 
hand, cried out, ſaying, ©* Maiden, ariſe :” 
and her ſpirit came back again, and ſhe imme-55 
diately aroſe, and he ordered to give her ſome- 
thing” to eat. And her parents were aſtoniſhed : 
but he charged them that they ſhould relate to 
no man what was done. | | 


Then having led his twelve diſciples toge- 
ther, he gave them power and authority over all 
demons, and to cure diſeaſes. And he ſent them 
to preach the kingdom of God, and to heal the 
ſick; and he ſaid unto them, Take nothing 
for your journey; neither ſtaves, nor bag, nor 
bread, nor money; neither have two coats a piece. 
And whatever houſe ye enter into, continue there, 
and from thence depart. And whoever will not 5; 
receive you, when ye go out of that city, ſhake 
off the very duſt from your feet, as a teſtimony 
againſt them.” And they departed, and went 
thfough the towns, preaching the goſpel, and 
healing every where. |

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Now Herod the tetrarch heard of all that was 
done by him; and he was exceedingly anxious 
becauſe it was ſaid by Tome, that John was Nen 
from the dead: and by ſome, that Mijah had 
appeared: and by others, that one of the ancient 
prophets was riſen again.

„ John I have beheaded: but who is this, of 
whom 1 hear ſuch things?“ And he deſired to ſee 
10 And the apoſtles, when they were returned, 
a told him all that they had done. And he took 
them, and retired privately into a deſert place, 
belonging to the city called Bethſaida. And the 
multitudes, when they knew * it,” followed him: 
and he received them, and ſpake to them con- 
| cerning the kingdom of God, and healed thoſe 
| that had need of healing. And when the day 


| | began to decline, the twelve came to him, and 
j ſaid, ** Diſmiſs the multitude, that they may go 
'$ into the towns and country-places round about, 
I and lodge, and get food : for we are here in a 
deſert place.“ But he ſaid to them, Give ye 
them © ſomething * to eat?” They ſaid, © We 
have no more than five loaves, and two fiſhes, 
! unleſs we go and buy meat, for all this people :” 
7 for they were about five thouſand men And he 
} ſaid to his diſciples, ** Make them fit down“ by 
15 fifties in a compan . And they did fo, and 
cauſed them all to fit down. Then he took the 
five loaves and the two fiſhes, and looking up to 
heaven, he bleſſed, and brake, and gave them 
to the diſciples, to ſet before the multitude : and 
they did eat, and were all ſatisfied : and there 
was taken up of fragments, which were over and 
aboye, twelve baſkets. |

® Or, recline, T he ancients eat in a recl nia poſture, 
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And it came to paſs * when he had been pray- 
ing with his diſciples apart, he inquired of them, 
ſaying, ** Who do the people ſay that I am?” 
They replying ſaid, ** John the Baptiſt: but 
others © ſay,” Elijah: and others, that one of the 
ancient prophets is riſen again.” He ſaid to 
them, But whom do ye ſay that I am?” Peter 
anſwering ſaid, The Meſſiah of God.” And

advantage is it to a man if he ſhould gain the

For whoſoever ſhall be aſhamed of me and of my 
words, of him will the Son of Man be aſhamed 
when he ſhall come in his own glory, and in that 
of the Father and of the holy angels: but 1 tell 
you as a truth, there are ſome of them who ſtand 
here, that ſhall not taſte of death, till they ſee 
the kingdom of God.” 


And it came to paſs about eight days after this 


diſcourſe, that he took Peter, and John, and 
James, and went up to a mountain to pray. And 
as he was praying, the form of his countenance 
Was changed, and his raiment © was * white and 
Cazzling. And behold two men talked with 
him; theſe were Moſes and Elijah: who ap- 
peared in glory, and ſpake of his exit, which he 
was ſhortly to accompliſh at Jeruſalem. But Pe-

ſeireth him, and he ſuddenly cricth out; and it 
convulſeth him, fo that he toameth, and having 
bruiſed him, it with great difficulty departeth 
40 from him.

Then jEsus ſaid 
in reply. O incredulous and perverſe genera- 
tion, how long ſhall I be with you, and bear 
with you? Bring thy ſon hither. _ And as he was 
coming + the demon threw him down, and con- 
vulſed him.“ Then jesus rebuked the unclean 
ſpirit, and healed the child, and delivered him 
to his father. And they were all aſtoniſhed at 
the mighty power of God. But while every one 
was amazed at all the things which Ess did, 
he ſaid to his diſciples, ** Apply your ears to 
1% theſe 
Having been wearied with the labours of the preceding 
day. + Or, while he was yet coming, D, 
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theſe _—_— for the Son of Man ſhall ſhortly 
be betrayed into the hands of men.“ But they 45 
underſtood not this ſaying, and it was hid from 
them, ſo that they perceived it not“: and yet 
they were afraid to aſk him that ſaying. Then 
there aroſe a controverſy among them, which of 
them ſhould be greateſt. Jeswvs perceiving the 

thought of their heart, took a little child, and 
fet him by him, and ſaid unto them, Whoſo- 
ever ſhall entertain this child in my name, enter- 
taineth me: and whoſoever ſhall entertain me, 
entertaineth him that ſent me: for he that is 
leaſt among you all, He ſhall be great.“ 

And John anſwered and faid, + Maſter, we 
ſz one caſting out demons in thy name; and 
we forbad him 8 he doth not follow * thee ? 
among us.” And jesvs ſaid unto him, Dogo 
not forbid © him ;* for whoſoever is not agaiuſt 
us, is for us.“ 4 


And it came to paſs, that as the days were 
falfilled, in which he was to be received up, he 
reſolutely ſet his face to go to Jeruſalem. And 
he ſent meſſengers before his face; who in their 
progreſs entered into a village of the Samaritans, 
to prepare entertainment for him. But they 
would not receive him, becauſe his face was di- 
refed towards Jeruſalem 1. And when his dif- 
ciples James and John ſaw it, they ſaid, ** Lord, 
wilt thou that we ſpeak for fire to come down 
from heaven, to deſtroy them, as Elijah did 1.“ 
But he turning abovt, rebuked them, and ſaid, 55 


: * || Ye know not what kind of ſpirit ye are of. 
t For the Son of Man came not to deſtroy mens 
e lives, but to ſave them.“ And they went on to 
q another village. | I

e * Did not comprehend it. + The Samaritans had a 


8 batidnal grudge againſt the Jews, 1 2 Kings i. 19, 
| Some render it, & Do ye not know? &c.“ | 
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And it came to paſs that as they went in the 
way, a certain * man ſaid to him, Lord, I will 
follow thee whitherſoever thou goeſt,” And je- 
sus ſaid to him, The foxes have holes, and 
the birds of the air © have neſts ; yet the Son of 
Man hath not where to lay his head.” And he 
ſaid to another, Follow me.” But he ſaid, 
Lord, firit permit me to go and bury my fa- 

Gother.” jesus ſaid to him, © Let the dead wa 
, their dead; but go thou, and preach the king- 
dom of God.” And another alſo ſaid, ** Lord, 
I will follow thee ; but permit me firſt to take 
my leave of them, waich are at my houſe.” 
And jesvs ſaid unto him, “ No man having 
laid his hand on the plough, and looking back, 
is fit for the kingdom of God.” 


* After theſe things, the Lord fixed upon ſeventy 
others alſo, and ſent them before him, two and 
two, into every city and place, into which he 
himſelf intended to come. He ſaid therefore to 
them, The harveſt is indeed great, but the la- 
bourers are few; pray ye therefore the lord of 
the harveſt, that he would thruſt forth labourers 

into his harveſt, Go your ways: behold, I ſend 
you forth as lambs in the midſt of wolves. Carry 
not purſe, nor ſcrip *, nor ſhoes ; nor ſalute any man 

5 by the way. Aud into whatever houſe you come, 
firſt ſay,“ Peace © be? upon this houſe :? and if any 
ſon of peace + be there, your peace ſhall reſt up- 
on it; but if not, at ſhall return upon you. And 
continue in the ſame houſe cating and drinking 
what you find with them: for the labourer 1s 
worthy of his reward. Do not go from one houſe 
to another 1. And into whatever city ye come, 
and they entertain you, eat ſuch things as are ſet

Bag for proviſions. + Truly good man, who 
is worthy of ſuch bleflings, t In hope of better 


accommodation. 
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before you: and heal the ſick that are in it, and 
ſay unto them, The kingdom of God is come 
near unto you.” But into whatſoever city ye 10 
come, and they do not entertain you, go out into 
the ſtreets of it, and 17 We wipe off againſt 
you, even the very duſt of your city, which 
cleaveth to us:“ nevertheleſs, know this aſ- 
ſuredly, that the kingdom of God is come near 
unto you. And I ſay unto you that in that day 
it ſhall be more tolerable for Sodom than for that 
city. Woe unto thee, O Chorazin! woe unto 
thee, O Bethſaida! for if the wonders which 
have been wrought in you, had been done in 
Tyre and Sidon, they would have repented lon 
ſince, fitting in ſackcloth and aſhes. But it 
ſhall be more tolerable in the judgment for 
Tyre and Sidon, than for you. And thou, O! 5 
Capernaum, who haſt been lifted up to heaven, 
ſhalt be brought down to hell! He that heareth 
you, heareth me; and he that rejecteth you, re- 
jecteth me: and he that rejecteth me, rejecteth 
him that ſent me.“ 

And the ſeventy returned again with joy, ſay- 
ing. Lord, even the demons are ſubject to us 
in thy name.” And he ſaid to them, I ſaw Sa- 
tan falling like lightning from heaven. Behold, 

I give you power to tread a—_ ſerpents and ſcor- 
pions, and over all the might of the enemy: and 
nothing ſhall by any means injure 71 Never- 20 
theleſs, rejoice not in this that the ſpirits are ſub- 
ject to you, but rather rejoice, that your names 
are written in heaven.” In that hour jesvs re- 
joiced in ſpirit, and ſaid, I aſcribe glory to 
thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and earth, that 
thou haſt hid theſe things from the wiſe and pru- 
dent, and haſt revealed them to infants : be it ſo, 
O Father! ſince ſuch is thy pleaſure. All things 
are delivered to me by my Father; and no one 
knoweth who the Son is, except the Father ; _

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who the Father is, except the Son; and he ? to 
whom the Son will reveal him.” And turning to 
+ his? diſciples, he ſaid to them apart, © Bleſſed 
< are the eyes, which ſee the things that ye ſee ; 
for I ſay unto you that many prophets and kings, 
deſired to have ſeen the things which you ſee, and 
did not ſee © them, and to have heard the things, 
which ye hear, and did not hear © them.” 

25 And behold, a certain lawyer “ roſe up to try 
him, and ſaid, Maſter, = muſt I do, that 
I may inherit eternal life?“ And he ſaid to him, 
«© What is written in the law? how doſt thou 
read?“ And he replying, ſaid, Thou ſhalt 
& love the Lord thy God, with all thine heart, 
« and with all thy foul, and with all thy ftrength, 
* and with all thine underſtanding; and thy 
- «© neighbour as thyſelf f.“ And he ſaid to him, 
Thou haſt anſwered right; do this, and thou 
ſhalt live.” But he willing to juſtify himſelf, 
ſaid unto jesvs, ** And who is my neighbour ?” 
30And jzsvs replying, ſaid, © A certain man 
went down from Jeruſalcm to Jericho, and fell 
among robbers, who having both ſtripped, and 
wounded him, went off, leaving him half dead. 
And it happened that a certain prieſt went down 
that way; and ſeeing him, he crofled © the road,” 
and went on. And in like manner a Levite, 
when he was at the place, came, and looked on, 
and croſſed, and paſſed by.

and going to him, he bound up his wounds, when 
he had poured in oil, and wine: and ſetting him 
on his own beaſt, he brought him to an inn, and 
35 took care of him.

And he from within ſhall anſwer and ſay, Do 
not diſturb me; the door is now ſhut, and my

riſe and give him, becauſe he was his friend; 
yet on account of his importunity he will get up 
and give him, as many as he wanteth. And! 
ſay to you, Aſk, and it ſhall be given you: Seek,

o to you. For every one that aſketh, receiveth ; 


and he that ſeeketh, findeth ; and to him that 
knocketh, it ſhall be opened. And what father 
is there among you, who if a ſon ſhall aſk for 


bread, will give him a ſtone ? Or if © he aſk for

Or if he aſk for an egg, will give him a ſcor- 
pion? If you then, who are evil, know how to 
give oe gifts to your children: how much 
more ſhall © your heavenly Father give the Holy

And be he was caſting out a demon, and it was 
dumb. And it came to paſs, when the demon was 
ne out, the dumb ſpake, and the people were 
aſtoniſhed.

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ou. While a _ man completely armed, 
guardeth his palace, his goods are in peace. But 
when one ſtronger than he, invadeth and con- 
quereth him, he taketh all his complete armour, 
in which he placed his confidence, and diftri- 
buteth his ſpoils. He that 1s not with me, is 
againſt me; and he that doth not gather with 
me, ſcattereth abroad. An unclean ſpirit when 
he ig gone out of a man, goeth about 3 
dry places *, ſeeking reſt; and finding none, he 
ſaith, I will return to my dwelling from whence 
I came out.” And when he cometh, he findeth 25 
it ſwept, and adorned +: then he goeth, and 
taking along with him ſeven other ſpirits, more 
wicked than himſelf: and entering in, they dwell 
there; and the laſt condition of that man, is 
worſe than the former.” "TY 
And it came to paſs while he was ſpeaking 


) theſe things, a certain woman lifting up her 
1 voice from amidſt the croud, ſaid unto him, 
y „ Happy is the womb that bore thee, and the 


breaſts which thou didft ſuck !“ But he faid, 
«© Yea, rather bleſſed © are they, who hear the 
word of God, and keep it.” And when the mul- 
titudes was gathered in a croud, he began to ſay, 
« This is an evil generation; it ſeeketh a ſign; 
but no ſign ſhall be given it, unleſs it be ? the 
ſign of the prophet 2 For as Jonah was a 30 
ſign to the Ninevites, ſo likewiſe ſhall the Son 
of Man be to this generation.

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behold one greater than Solomon here. The men 

: of Nineveh ſhall riſe up in the judgment with 
this generation, and ſhall condemn it; for they 
repented at the preaching of Jonah, and behold 
one greater than Jonah here. 

% No man having lighted a lamp, putteth it 
in a bye place, or under a buſhel; but on a ſtand, 
that they who come in may ſee the luſtre. The

O yethoughtleſs crea- 
tures, did not he that made the outſide make alſo 
that which is within! but give alms in propor- 
tion to your ſubſtance; and behold all things are 
pure to you. But woe unto you, Phariſees; for 
you. pay the tithe of mint and rue, and every 
other herb; but paſs by judgment and the 
love of God: theſe ye ought to have done; and 
not to neglect the other. Woe unto you, Pha- 
riſees,' for ye love the uppermoſt ſeats in the ſy- 
nagogues, and ſalutations in the markets. Woe 
unto you, Seribes and Phariſees, hypocrites, for 
ye are like concealed graves, which men walk

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over, and are not aware of them.“ And one 
of the doors of the law anſwered and ſaid unto 
him, Maſter, in ſaying theſe things, thou re- 
proacheſt us too.” But heſaid, ** Woe unto you 
alſo, ye interpreters of the law, for ye load men 
with inſupportable burdens, and ye yourſelves 
will not touch the burdens with one of your fin- 
gers. Woe unto you; for ye build the ſepul- 
chres of the prophets, and your fathers flew them. 
Truely ye bear witneſs to, and approve the works 
of your fathers ; for they indeed flew them, and 
ye build their ſepulchres. Therefore alſo the 
wiſdom of God hath ſaid, * I will ſend them pro- 
phets and apoſtles; and ſome of them they 
will kill and-perſecute, that the blood of all the 50 
prophets which hath been ſhed from the founda- 
tion of the world, may be required of this gene- 
ration; from the blood of Zechariah, who was 
flain between the altar and the temple. Yea, I 
tell you, it ſhall be required of this generation. 
Woe unto you, interpreters of the law, for ye 
have taken away the key of knowledge: ye have 
not entered in yourſelves, and thoſe that would 
have entered in, ye have hindered.”

This ig no quotation from any ancient writer, Chriſt 
was impowered to declart what the counſels of divine wis- 
iom had determined, 
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riſy: for there is nothing concealed which 
ſhall not be diſcloſed “, nor hid which ſhall not 
be made known. So that whatever you have 
ſpoken in darkneſs ſhall be heard in the light; 
and what you have whiſpered in cloſets ſhall be 
proclaimed from the houſe-tops. And I ſay unto 
you, my friends, fear not thoſe who kill the 
body, and after that have nothing more which 
5 they can do. But will point out to you whom 
you ſhall fear; fear him who after he hath killed, 
' hath power to caſt into hell: yea I ſay unto you, 
Fear him: Are not five ſparrows ſold for two 
farthings; yet not one of them is forgotten be- 
fore God?

Woman, thou art looſed from thy weak- 
neſs.” And he laid his hand upon her, and im- 
mediately ſhe was made ſtraight : and ſhe glori- 
fied God. But a ruler of the ſynagogue, moved 
with indignation becauſe jEsus had healed on 
the ſabbath-day, anſwered and ſaid unto the peo- 
le, There are ſix days on which work muſt 
done; on theſe therefore come and be healed, 
and not on the ſabbath-day.”

He 
who is faithful in the ſmalleſt © truſt, is faithful 
alſo in much: and he who is unjuſt in the leaſt, 
js unjuſt alſo in much. If therefore ye have not 
been faithful in the unrighteous mammon, who 
will intruſt you with the true riches. And if 
ye have not been faithful in what was another's, 

who will give you that which ſhall be ? your 
own 5: No domeſtic can ſerve two maſters : for 
he will either hate the one and love the other; 
or he will adhere to the one and negle& the other. 
Ye cannot ſerve God and mammon.” 

And the Phariſees alſo, who were covetous, 
| heard all theſe things; and they derided him. 
15 And he faid to them. Ye are they, that juſ- 
tify yourſelves before men, but God kaoweth 
your hearts: for that which is highly eſteemed 
among men, is an abomination before God. The

Whoſoever putteth away 
his wife, and marrieth another, committeth 2 
tery; and whoſoever marrieth her that is put 
away from her * huſband, committeth adultery. 
There was a certain rich man, who wore 
purple and fine linen, and daily feaſted in a ſplen- 
did manner. And there was a certain poor man, 20 
named Lazarus, who was laid at his gate full of 
ulcers. And he deſired to be fed with the crumbs, 
which fell from the rich man's table. Yea the 


dogs came, and licked his ſores. But fo it was 


that the beggar died, and was carried. by angels 
into Abraham's boſom . The rich man alſo 
died, and was buried. And in the unſeen world + - 
being in torments, he lifted up his eyes, and ſaw 
Abraham from afar, and Lazarus in his boſom, 
And calling out, he ſaid, O father Abraham, 
have compaſſion upon me, and ſend Lazarus to 
dip the tip of his finger in water, to refreſh my 
tongue; for I am tormented in this flame.” But 25 
Abraham ſaid, Son, remember that thou didſt 
in thy life-time receive thy good -things, and 
likewiſe Lazarus his evil things: But now he 
15 comforted, and thou art tormented.

| wiſe alfo as it was in the days of Lot, they did

and built: But on the day when Lot went out 
of Sodom, fire and brimſtone was rained down 
zofrom heaven, and deſtroyed them all.

The Phariſee ſtandin 
by himſelf, prayed in this manner, O God, 
thank thee that I am not as other men, rapa- 
cious, unjuſt, adulterous, or even like this pub- 
lican. I faſt twice a week, I pay tithes of all 
that I poſſeſs.” But the publican ſtanding afar 
off, would not ſo much as lift up his eyes to hea- 
ven, but ſmote on his breaſt, ſaying, ** God, be 
merciful to me a finner.” I ſay unto you, this 
man went down to his houſe juſtified rather 
than the other: for every one that exalteth him + 
ſelf, ſhall be abaſed ; but he that humbleth him- 
ſelf, ſhall be exaltdl . 
Then they alſo brought infants to him, that 15 
he might touch them; but when his diſciples ſaw 
it, they rebuked them. But xs us having called 
them * to him ſaid, © Let the little children 
come to me, and do not hinder them : for of 
ſuch is the kingdom of God. Verily I ſay to 
you, whoſoever ſhall not receive the kingdom of 
God as a little, child, he ſhall not in any wiſe 
enter into it.“ Gia hae 
And a certain ruler aſked him, ſaying, Good 
maſter, what ſhall I do that I may inherit eternal 
life?“ But jEsus faid to him, Why doſt thou 
call me none is „ but one, even 
God.

And they aſked him ſaying, ** Maſ- 
ter, we know that thou ſayeſt and teacheſt rightly, 
and accepteſt not the perſon *© of any,” but teacheſt 
the way of God in truth ; Is it lawful for us to 
pay tribute to Caeſar, or not?“ But he perceiv- 
ing their craftineſs, ſaid to them, Why do ye 
tempt me? Shew me a penny +: Whoſe image 

25 and ſuperſcription hath it?” They anſwered, and 
ſaid, << Caeſar's 1.“ Then he ſaid to them, 
«© Render therefore to Caeſar the things that are 
Caeſar's; and to God the things which are 
God's.” And they could not take hold of his 
words before the people; and they wgndered at 
his reply, and held their peace. © -- 
Then ſome of the Sadducees, who deny there 
is any reſurrection, came to him, and aſked him, 
ſaying, «© Maſter, Moſes wrote to us, that If 
„ any man's brother die, having a wife, and he 
4 die without children, his brother ſhould take 

„ his wife, and raiſe up ſeed to his brother |}.” 

Now there were ſeven brethren ; and the firſt 

having married a wife, died without children:

thy to obtain that wofld, and the reſurrection, 
neither marry, nor are given in marriage: nel- 
ther can they die any more, fince they are equal 
to the angels, and are the children of God ; be- 
ing the children of the reſurrection. Now even 
Moſes ſhewed that the dead are raiſed, when at 
the buſh he calleth the Lord © the God of Abra- 
«© ham, and the God of Iſaac, and the God of 
+ Jacob “.“ Now he is not the God of the 
dead +, but of the living: ſo that all live to 
him.” Then ſome of the ſcribes ſaid in reply, 
„% Maſter, thou haſt ſpoken well.” And after40 
that they t durſt not aſk him any thing at all. 
And he ſaid to them, + How ſay they that 
the Meſſiah is the ſon of David? And David him- 
ſelf ſaith in the book of Pſalms, ** The Lord 
* ſaid unto my Lord, fit thou on my right-hand, 
6 till I make thine enemies thy foot- ſtool .“ 
David 'therefore calleth him Lord, how 1s he 
then his ſon ?”” Then in the audience of all the45 
people, he faid to his diſciples, « Beware of the 
ſcribes, who affect to walk in long garments, and 
love ſalutations in the markets, and the higheſt 
ſeats in the ſynagogues, and the uppermoſt lm 
at feaſts; who devour widows houſes, and for a 
pretence & make long prayers; the ſame ſhall re- 
ceive greater damnation.” 
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* Exod. iti; 6, + He would never own the high 
5 relation of God to thoſe, whom he had ſuffered do fink into 
3 nothing. 1 Viz. the Sadducees, Ml Pſal, CK. I, 
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+ And he looked up, and beheld the rich caſting 
their gifts into the treaſury. And he ſaw alſo a 
certain poor widow caſting'in thither two mites, 
And he ſaid, ©* Afuredly I ſay unto you, that 
this poor widow hath caſt in more than all they: 
For all theſe threw in of their redundancy * 
into the offerings of God: but ſhe out of her po- 
verty hath caſt in all the living that ſhe had.” 


3 And as ſome were ſpeaking of the temple, how 
it was adorned with beautiful ſtones and gifts, he 
fail, “ As for ” theſe things, which ye behold, 
the days will come, in which there ſhall not be 
left one ſtone upon another, that ſhall not be de- 
woliſhed.”

But before all theſe things they ſhall lay hands 
upon you, and perſecute you, and ſhall deli- 
rer you up to the ſynagogues, and into priſons;

| And when Pilate heard-of Galilee, he enquired 
| if the man was a Galilean. And finding that he 
was of Herod's juriſdiction, he ſent him to Herod, 
Th who himſelf was alſo at Jeruſalem in thoſe days. 
1 And when Herod faw jesus, he rejoiced ex- 
ceedingly ; for he had a long time been deſirous 
b to ſee him, becauſe he had heard much concern- 
J ing him; and he hoped to ſee ſome miracle done 
1 by him. And he examined him in many words, 
e but he made him no anſwerg And the chief- 10 
8 rieſts and ſcribes ſtood up, eagerly accuſing 
im. And Herod with his ſoldiers treated him 
e in a contemptuous manner : and having derided 
© him,* cloathed him in a ſplendid robe, and 
ſent him back to Pilate. And the ſame day Pi- 
late and Herod became friends to each other: 
for they were before at enmity between them» 
ſelves. And Pilate having called together the 
chief · prieſts, and the rulers, and the people, ſaid 
4 to 


Gr. Chriſt, 


— 
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to them, Ye have brought me this man, as 
one that hath perverted the people ; and behold 
having examined him in your preſence, I have 
— no erime in this man, as to the things 
15that ye have charged him with. Nor yet hath 
Herod ; for I ſent you to him : And behold no- 
thing worthy of death hath been done by him. 
Therefore when I have chaſtiſed him, I will let 

* him go.“ For he was under neceſſity of re- 
leaſing one to them at the feaſt. Then they all 
cried out with one conſent, ſaying, ** Away with 

_ this man, and releaſe unto us Barabbas,” (who 
had been caſt into prifon for a certain inſurrection 
zomade in the city, and for murder.) Pilate 
therefore, defirous to releaſe js us, ſpake to 
them again. But they cried, ſaying, ©* Crucify 

© him,” crucify * him.” And he ſaid to them the 
third time, Why, what evil hath he done? J 
have found no. capital crime in him: I will 
therefore chaſtiſe him and let him ga.“ But 
they were urgent with loud voices, demanding 
that he might be cructhed ? And their? voices *, 
and © thoſe of the chief-priefts prevailed. Then 
Pilate pronounced ſentence, that what they de- 


25manded ſhould be done. And he releaſed to 


them him, who was thrown into priſon for ſedi- 
tion and murder; whom they had deſired : and 
he delivered up jesvs to their will. 

And as they lei him away, they laid hold up- 
om one Simon a Cyrenian, who was coming out 
of the country: and on him they laid the croſs, 
that he might carry it after Is us. And a great 
multitude of people, and of women followed 
him; who alſo bewailed, and lamented him. _ 
But jxsus turning to them, ſaid, O daughters 
of Jeruſalem, weep not for me; but weep for 
yourſelves, and for your children. For behold 
the days are coming, in which they ſhall ſay, 

„Happy 


. Or, clamours, W. 
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« Happy * are the barren, and the wombs which 
never bare, and the breaſts that never ſuckled.” 
Then ſhall they begin to ſay to the mountains, 30 
« Fall on us:“ ind to the hills,“ Cover us.” 
For if they do theſe things in the green wood, 
what ſhall be done in the dry“? And there 
were alſo two other men, who were malefac- 
tors, led with him, to be executed. 

And when they were come to the place called 
Calvary, they crucified him there ; and the ma- 
le factors, one on the right-hand, and the other 
on the left. And jesvs ſaid, Father, forgive 
them, for they know not what they are doing.” 
And they divided his garments, caſting lots. 
And the people ſtood looking on, and the rulers 35 
alſo with them derided him, ſaying, He ſaved 
others, but let him ſave Himſelf, if he be the 
Meſſiah, the ele& of God.” And the ſoldiers alſe 
mocked him; coming to him, and offering him 
vinegar to drink, and ſaying, If thou art the 
king of the Jews, ſave thyſelf.” And a ſuper. 
ſcriptios alſo was written over him in Greek, 
and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS is THE KING OT 
THE JEWS. 

And one of the malefactors, who were hanged +, 
blaſphemed him, ſaying, ** If thou art the Meſ- 
4 ſiah, ſave thyſelf, and us.” But the other an-40 
ſwered and rebuked him, ſaying, ©* Doſt not 
thou fear God, when thou art in the ſame con- 
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af demnation? And we indeed juſtly :: for we re- 
ut . - : 

6 ceive what is due reward for the crimes we have 
7 committed : But man * hath done nothing 
80 amiſs.” And he ſaid to jesvs, © Lord, remem- 
& ber me, when thou comeſt into thy Kingdom.” 
or ff ſach ſufferings fall on me that am innecent, what 
d will become of theſe enemies of Cod, who, as a dry wood, 
* are prepared for the fire, when they ſhall fall into the hands 
Ys of the Romans, I Vie. on croſſes. N 
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And asus ſaid to him, © Verily I ſay unto thee, 
This day thou ſhalt be with me in paradiſe.” 

Now it was about the fixth hour , and there 
was darkneſs over all the land till the ninth hour: 

45 and the fun was darkened; and the veil of the 

_ © temple was rent in the midſt. And jesvs having 
cried with a loud voice, ſaid, Father, into thy 
hands I commit my ſpirit.”* And when he had 
faid thus, he diſmiſſed his ſpirit f. And when 
the centurion ſaw what was done, he glorified 
God, faying, ** Certainly this was a righteous 
man. And all the multitude that were come 
| to this ſpectacle, when they ſaw the 
things which were done, returned, beating their 
hreafts. And all his acquaintance, and the wo- 
men, who had followed him from Galilee, ſtood 
at a diſtance, viewing theſe things. 


50 And behold * there was * a man, named ſo- 
ſeph, who was a counſellor,” a benevolent and up- 
right man, the ſame had not given his vote to 
their counſel and action; of Arimathea f, a city 
of the Jews; who alſo himſelf waited for the 
kingdom of God. This man went to Pilate, and 
© . begged the body of IEsus. And he took it 
down, and wrapped it in linen, and laid it in a 
ſepulchre, that was hewn in ſtone; in which no 
man before was ever laid. And it was the pre- 

_ Paration-day || ;* and the ſabbath drew on. 
55 And the women alſo, who came with him from 
Galilee, followed after, and beheld the ſepulchre, 
and how his body was laid; and they returned, 
and prepared ſpices and balms ; and they reſted

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And on the firſt day of the week, very early in- 
the morning, they * came to the ſepulchre, bring- 
ing the ſpices, which they had prepared; and 
ſome others 1 with them.

And 
entering in, they found not the body of the Lord 
1ESUS. And it came to paſs, as they were in 5 
22 perplexity on this account, behold two in 


plendid habits ſtood by them. And as they 


were afraid, and bowed their faces to the ground, 
* 34 they yd to the women, Why ſeek ye the liv- 
| ing among the dead ? He is not here, but is riſen, 
Remember how he ſpake-unto you, when he was 
b. in Galilee, ſaying, The Son of Man muſt 
| e delivered into the hands of ſinners, and be 
| crucified, and the third day riſe again.” And 
they remembered his words. And when they 
were returned from the ſepulchre, they told all 
theſe things to the eleven, and to all the reſt. 
And they were Mary Magdalene, and Joanna, 10 
and Mary © the mother of james, and the other 
* women ' with them, who told theſe things to 
the apoſtles. And their words ſeemed to them 
as an idle tale; and they did not believe them. 
Then Peter aroſe, and ran to the ſepulchre, and 
ſtooping down ſaw the linen clothes laid by them- 
ſelves : and he departed, wondering in himſelf 
at what had happened. jw l | 
And behold, two of them were travelling that 
very day to a village 'called Emmaus, which was 
about ſixty furlongs || from Jeruſalem, and 
they diſcourled together of all theſe things, which 
had happened. And it came to paſs, that as they 15 
talked, and argued together. 185 us alſo himſelf - 
drew near, and travelled on with them : but their 
eyes were reſtrained that they did not know him. 
And he ſaid to them, What are theſe matters, 
| Se. the women. + Of their ſemale friends, 
4 Or, ſhining, [| Somewhat more than ſeven miles, 
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which ye are conferring upon between yourſelves, 
as ye walk, and appear with a ſorrowful counte- 
nance?” And one of the two,“ whoſe name was | 
Cleopas, anſwered and ſaid to him, Are you 
the only perſon, that ſojourneth in Jeruſalem, 
and is unacquainted with the things, which have 
been done there in theſe days?” And he ſaid to 
them, What things?” And they ſaid to him, 
„„ 'Thoſe that relate to zesvs the Nazarene; a 
man, who was a prophet powerful in actions and 
20in words before God and all the people: and how 
our chief-prieſts' and rulers delivered him up to 
2 a ſentence of death, and crucified him : but we 
hoped that he had been the perſon, who ſhould 
have delivered Iſrael : and beſides all theſe * oc- 
currences,* this is now the third day ſince theſe 
things were done. Indeed ſome women of our 
ſociety have greatly ſurpriſed us, who were early 
at the ſepulchre ; and not having found his body, 
. came and ſaid that they ſaw alſo a viſion of angels, 
who affirmed him to be alive. And ſome men 
who were with us, went to the ſepulchre, and 
found it even ſo as the women had ſaid ; but 
25 him they did not ſee.” And he ſaid to them, 
% O thoughtleſs creatures, and flow of heart 
to believe all that the prophets have ſpoken ! 
Was it not neceſſary that the Meſſiah ſhould ſuf- 
fer theſe things, and * ſo * ſhould enter into his 
glory?” And beginning from Moſes and all the 
| prophets, he interpreted to them the things con- 
| cerning him, in all the ſeriptures. And they 
| drew near to the village, whither they were tra- 
| _ velling : And he ſeemed as if he were going far- 
ther. But they compelled him, ſaying, ** Con- 
tinue with us, for it is towards evening, and the 
day _declineth.” And he went in to continue 
39wath them. And it came to paſs, as he fate

C were amazed, and terrifi-d ; and ſuſpected that 

r they ſaw a ſpirit. And he ſaid to them, Why 

Y are ye troubled ? and why do ſuſpicions ariſe in 

, your hearts? Behold my hands, and my feet, 

, that it is I myſelf : and handle me, and ſee : for 

1 a ſpirit hath not fleſh and bones, as ye ſee me 

d have.” And ſaying this, he ſhewed them * his 46 


£ hands and his feet. And when © ſome of 
1 them * as yet f believed not for joy, and were 
t aſtoniſhed, he ſaid to them, Have yon any food 

! here?” And they gave him part of a broiled fiſh, 

4 and of an honeycomb. And taking it,“ be eat 
3 before them. And he ſaid to them, Theſe 
© * are * the words, which I ſpake to you while 1 
|- was yet among you, that all the things mutt be 
y fulfilled, which are written concerning me in the 
[- law of Moſes, and in the prophets, and in the 
IX Pſalms.” At the ſame time he opened their 45 
1 minds, that they might underſtand the ſcriptures.

thop doſt, unleſs God be with him.” Jesvs an- 
ſwered, and ſaid. unto him, Verily, verily, I 
ſay unto thee, unleſs a man be born again, he 
cannot ſee the kingdom of God,” Nicodemus 
ſaith unto him, How can a man be born, 
when he is old ? Can he enter a ſecond time into 
his mother's womb, and be born?“ JEsus an- 
ſwered, ** Verily, verily, I ſay unto thee, unleſs 
a man be born of water and the Spirit, he can- 
not enter into the kingdom of God. That which 
is born of the fleſh, is fleſh; and that which is 
born of the Spirit, is Spirit, Wonder not that 
I ſay unto thee, you muſt be born again.

God ſo loved the 
world, that he gave his only-begotten Son, that 
whoever believeth on him, may not periſh, but 
have everlaſting life, For God ſent not his 
Son into the world, to condemn the world ; 
but that the world might be ſaved by him. He 
that believeth on him, ſhall not be condemned ; 
but he that believeth not, is condemned already; 
becauſe he hath not believed in the name of the 
only-begotten Son of God. Now this is the con- 
demnation, that light is come into the world, 
and men have loved darkneſs rather than light, 
becauſe their deeds were evil. For every one, 20 
who doth evil, hateth the light, and cometh not 
to the light, leſt his actions ſhould be reproved. 
But he that practiſeth truth, cometh to the light, 
that his actions may be made manifeſt, that they 
are wrought in God,” | 
After theſe things jesus and his diſciples 
came into the land of Judea, and there he con- 
tinued with them, and baptiſed. And John 
was alſo baptiſing at Enon, near Salim, becauſe 
a great quantity of water was there: and they 
came, and were baptiſed. For John was not 
| L 2 yet 
® Sc, the people, 
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1 
25 yet thrown into priſon. And there was a diſpute 
Coin * ſome of the diſciples of John, and a 
certain Jew about purifying. And they came to 
John, and faid unto him, Rabbi, he that was 
with thee on the other fide of Jordan, to whom 
thou gaveſt teſtimony, behold he baptiſeth, and 
all come unto him.” John replied, and faid, 
« A man can receive nothing, unleſs it be given 
him from heaven. Ye res bear witneſs to 
me, that I ſaid, that I am not the Chriſt; but 
that I am ſent before him. It is the bridegroom 
that hath the bride ; hut the friend of the bride- 
groom, who ſtandeth and heareth him, rejoiceth 
with great joy, on account of the bridegroom's 


3o voice. Therefore this my joy is compleated. 


He muſt increaſe, but I * muſt? decline. He 
that cometh from above, 1s above all: He that 
was of the earth, is of the earth *, and ſpeaketh 
of the earth: He, who cometh from heaven, 1s 
above all. And what he hath ſeen and heard, 
that doth he teſtify; and no man receiveth his 
teſtimony. He who hath received his teſtimony, 
hath ſet his ſeal to it, that God is true. For he, 
whom God hath ſent, ſpeaketh the words of 
God: for God giveth not the Spirit to him b 

35 meaſure. The Father loveth the Son, and hat 

given all things into his hand. He who believeth 
on the Son, hath eternal life: but he that is · diſ- 
obedient to the Son, ſhall not ſee life, but the 
wrath of God abideth upon him.” | 


„ When therefore the Lord knew, that the Pha- 
riſees had heard, that EVS made and baptiſed 
more diſciples than John; (though jzsvs him- 
ſelf did not baptiſe, but © his ' diſciples) he left Ju- 
dea, and departed again into Galilee, Now he 
| was 


* He that was originally of the earth, being born like 
me in a natural way, is ſtill of the earth, mean and im- 
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was obliged to go through Samaria, He cometh g 
therefore to a city of Samaria, called Sichar“; 
near that piece of ground, which Jacob gave to 
Joſeph his ſon. And there was Jacob's well. 
Now jEsus being wearied with his journey, ſate 
down immediately by the well, and it was 
about the ſixth hour. There cometh a woman 
of Samaria to draw water. Iss us faith unto her, 
Give me * ſome water to drink,” For his 
diſciples were gone to the city to buy food. 
Then faith the woman of Samaria to him, How 
is it, that thou, who art a Jew, aſkeſt drink of 
me, who am a woman of Samaria?” For the Jews 
have no friendly intercourſe with the Samaritans. 
[name anſwered, and ſaid unto her, If thou 10 
adſt known the gift of God, and who it is, that 
ſaith unto thee, Give me to drink ;” thou 
wouldſt ſurely have aſxed him, and he would have 
iven thee living water.“ The woman ſaith to 
im, „Sir, thou haſt no bucket, and the well 
is very deep: whence haſt thou then this livin 
water? Art thou greater than our father Jacob, 
who gave us this well, and drank of it himſelf, 
with his children, and his cattle?” IEsVUs an- 
ſwered, and faid unto her, Whoever drinketh- 
of this water, will thirſt again. But he that 
drinketh of the water, which I ſhall give him, 
will never thirſt; but the water which I hall 
ive him, will be in him a fountain of water, 
ringing up to everlaſting life.“ The woman 15 
ſaith unto him, „Sir, give me this water, that 
I may not thirſt, nor come hither to draw.” IE- 
sus ſaith unto. her, “ Call thy buſband, and 
come hither.” The woman anſwered, and faid, 
«© I have no huſband,” Jesvs faith to her, 
„ Thou haſt well ſaid, “ IT have no huſband ;?? 
for thou haſt had five huſbands, and he whom 
thou haſt now 1s not thy huſband : this thou haſt 
L 3 ſpoken 


®* Anciently Sichem. Gen, xlviii, 28. Joſh. xxiv. 32. 
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ſpoken truly.” The woman faith to him, * Sir, 
201 perceive that thou art a prophet. Our fathers 
. worſhipped on this mountain; whereas ye ſay, 
that at Jeruſalem 1s the place, where we ought 
to worſhip.” 3 ſaith to her, Woman, be- 
lieve me, the hour is coming, when neither on 
this mountain, nor at Jeruſalem ſhall ye worſhip 
the Father. Ye worſhip ye know not what ; we 
know what we worſhip: For ſalvation is from 
the Jews. Nevertheleſs the hour approacheth, 
and now is, when the true worſhippers ſhall wor- 
ſhip the Father in ſpirit, and in truth: for the 
Father ſeeketh ſuch to worſhip him. God is a 
ſpirit ; and they that worſhip him, ought to wor- 
25 ſhip in ſpirit and in truth.” The woman faith 
unto him, „I know that the Meſſiah, who is 
called Chriſt, is coming, and when he is come, 
will teach us all things.” Jesvs telleth her, 
J. that am ſpeaking to thee, am He.” 

And upon this, his diſciples came, and won- 
dered that he was talking with the woman : yet 
none ſaid, ** What doſt thou ſeek ? or why doſt 
thou talk with her?” Then the woman left her 
water-pot, and went away to the city, and ſaith 

to the men, See a man, who hath told me all 
zo that ever 1 did: Is not this the Meſſiah ?”” They 
therefore went out of the ci Ys and came to him. 

In the mean time the diſciples intreated him, 

ſaying, ** Rabbi, eat.“ But he ſaid unto them, 
«I 3 meat to eat, that ye know not of.“ 
The diſciples therefore ſaid one to another, 
«« Hath any one brought him food to eat?” 
Jesvs faith to them, My food is to do the 
will of him that ſent me, and to finiſh his work. 
35 Do ye not ſay that there are yet four months and 
harveſt cometh ? Behold I ſay unto you, Lift up 
your eyes, and ſurvey the fields ; for they are al- 
ready white unto the harveſt. And he that reap- 
eth, receiveth wages, and gathereth in the fruit 

; = unto 
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unto eternal life: ſo that both he that ſoweth, 
and he that reapeth, may rejoice together. For 
herein is that ſaying true, One ſoweth, and ano- 
ther reapeth. I ſent you to reap that on which 
you have not laboured: others have laboured, 
and ye are entered into their labour *,” Now 
many of the Samaritans from that city believed 
on him, by reaſon of that ſaying of the woman, 
who teſtified, ** He told me all that ever I did.” 
When therefore the Samaritans were come to ſee e 
him, they intreated him to tarry with them: and 
he continued there two days. And many more 
believed on account of his own diſcourſes, and 
ſaid to the woman, Now we believe, not on 
account of what thou haſt ſpoken, for we our- 
ſelves have heard him, and know that this is 


really the Chriſt, the Saviour of the world.” 


Now after two days, he departed thence +, 
and went into Galilee. For jesvus himſelf teſti- 
fied, that a prophet hath no honour in his own 
country, When therefore he came into Galilee, 45 
the Galileans received him, having ſeen all the 

things that he did at Jeraſalem, during the feaſt ; 
(for they alſo came to the feaſt.) 

Jesvs therefore came again to Cana of Galilee, 
where he had made the water wine. And there 
was a certain nobleman, whoſe ſon was ill at 
Capernaum: Who when he heard that js us 
was come out of Judea into Galilee, went to him 
and intreated him, that he would come down, 
and cure his ſon; for he was juſt ready to die. 

Jesus ſaid therefore unto him, Unleſs ye ſee 
figns and wonders, ye will not believe.” The 
nobleman ſaith to him, Sir, come down before 
my child die.” Jesvs faith to him, © Go thy;o 
way, thy ſon is recovered.” And the man be-

® i. e. into the field on which their labour has been be- 

ſto wed. + Sc. rom Sichar. 
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lieved the word that jtsvs ſpoke unto him, and 
went away. Now as he was going down, his 
ſervants met him, and told © him,” ſaying, © Thy 
fon is recovered.” Therefore he enquired of 
them the hour, when he began to mend. And 
they ſaid unto him, “ Yeſterday, at the ſeventh 
hour, the fever left him.” The father therefore 
knew, that it was at the very hour, in which 
JESUs ſaid to him, Thy ſon is recovered :” 
And he and his whole family believed. This is 
again the ſecond miracle, which jzesvs perform- 
ed, when he came out of judea into Galilee. 


*.. After this, there was a feaſt of the Jews ; and 
JESUS went up to Jeruſalem. Now there is at 
Jeruſalem, near the ſheep- market,“ a pool, 
which is called in the Hebrew language, Beth- 
eſda, having five porticos. In theſe * were laid 
a great number of fick perſons, blind, lame, with- 
ered, waiting for the moving of the water. For 
at a certain Ton an angel deſcended into the 
pool, and ſtirred the water: the firit therefore, 
that went in after the ſtirring of the water, was 
cured, whatever the diſtemper was that he was 
5 ſeized with. And a certain man was there, who 
had been thirty-eight years diſabled f. Jesvs 
ſeeing him as he lay, and knowing that he had 
been now a long time © in this condition,” ſaith 
to him, ** Doſt thou deſire to be cured ?” The 
diſabled man anſwered him, Sir, I have no 
man to put me into the pool, when the water is 
ſtirred : and while I am coming, another de- 
ſcendeth before me.” Jesvs ſaith to him, A- 
"riſe, take up thy couch, and walk.” And the 
man immediately became well, and took up his 
couch, and walked. Now on that day it was the 


0 fabbath. The Jews therefore ſaid to him that 


was 


® Porticos, or cloyſters. + By illneſs, which 
. "had taken away the uſe of his limbs, , 
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was cured, ** It is the ſabbath-day ; it is not 
lawful for thee to carry a couch.” He anſwered 
them, He that made me well, even he ſaid to 
me, Take up thy conch, and walk,” They 
aſked him then, Who is the man, that ſaid 
unto thee, Take up thy couch, and walk?“ Now 
he that was healed, did not know who it was ; 
for as there was a croud of people in the place, 
jESUs had ſlipped away. Afterwards jesus 
findeth him in the temple, and ſaid unto him, 
«« Behold, thou art recovered, fin no more, left 
ſomething worſe befal thee.” The man went 15 
away, and told the Jews, that it was jesus who 
had reſtored him to health. And the Jews pro- 
ſecuted js us on this account, and endeavoured 
to put him to death, becauſe he had done theſe 
things on the ſabbath-day. 

But jesvs anſwered them, My Father work- 
eth even till now; and I alſo work.” For this 
* reaſon ? therefore the Jews endeavoured the more 
to put him to death, becauſe he had not only 
violated the ſabbath, but had alſo called God 
his own Father, ſo to make himſelf equal with 
God. JEsus therefore anſwered, and ſaid unto 
them, ** Verily, verily, I fay unto you, The 
Son can do nothing of himſelf, unleſs he ſee the 
Father doing it : For whatſoever things he doth, 


even theſe likewiſe doth the Son. For the Fa- 20 


ther loveth the Son, and ſheweth him all things, 
that he himſelf doth : and he will ſhew him greater 
works than theſe, that ye may wonder. For as 
the Father raiſeth up and animateth the dead, ſo 
alſo the Son animateth whom he will. For the 
Father judgeth no man, but hath given all judg- 
ment to the Son ; that all may honour the Son, 
even as they honour the Father. He that honour- 
eth not the Son, honoureth not the Father that. | 
ſent him. Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, He that 
heareth my words, and believeth in him that ſent 
| Ls Me, 
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me, hath everlaſting life, and ſhall not come into 
condemnation, but is paſſed from death to life, 

25 Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, The ſeaſon cometh, 
and is now, when the dead ſhall hear the voice of 
the Son of God; and they that hear it, ſhall 
Jive. For as the Father hath life in himſelf, fo 
he has alſo given to the Son, that he ſhould have 
life in himſelf. And he hath given him authority 
alſo to execute judgment, becauſe he is the Son 
of Man. Wonder not at this, for the hour is 
coming, in which all that are in the graves ſhall 
hear his voice, and ſhall come forth ; they that 
have done good, to the reſurrection of life; and 
they that have done evil, to the reſurrection of 

30 damnation. I can of myſelf do nothing: as I 
hear, I judge; and my judgment is juſt ; be- 
cauſe I ſeek not any will of my own, but the will 
of the Father, who ſent me. 

«« If I bear witneſs of myſelf, my teſtimony is 
not to be admitted as true: there is another, 
that beareth witneſs of me; and I know that the 
witneſs, which he beareth of me, 1s true. Ye 
ſent unto John, and he bare teſtimony to the 

truth. I do not indeed receive teſtimony from 
man, nevertheleſs Lſay theſe things, that ye may 
35 be ſaved. He was a burning and a ſhining light; 
and for a while ye were diſpoſed greatly to re- 
joice in his light. But I have a teſtimony greater 
than that of John; for the works, which the 
Father hath aſſigned me, that I might accompliſh 
them; even theſe works, which I perform, bear 
teſtimony to me, that the Father hath ſent me. 
And the Father, who hath ſept me, hath him- 


| ſelf borne witneſs to me; * though ? ye have 
| never either heard his voice, or ſeen his form. 
And ye have not his word abiding in you: for 
ye do not believe him, whom he hath ſent. Ye 
ſearch the ſcripture, becauſe ye apprehend that . 
ye have eternal life in them: And theſe are the 
| ! very 
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very writings * which bear teſtimony to me. And4o 
yet ye will not come to me, that ye may have life. 

I receive not glory from men. But I know you, 
that ye have not the love of God in you. I am 
come in my Father's name, and ye receive me 
not. If another ſhould come in his own name, 
him you would receive. How can ye believe, 

_ while ye are receiving honour of each other, and 
ſeek not that honour, which cometh from God 
alone? Do not think, that I will accuſe you to4g 
the Father; that Moſes, in whom ye truſt, is 
your accuſer, For if ye had believed Moſes, 
ye would have believed me; for. he wrote con- 
cerning me. But if ye do not believe his writ- 
ings, how ſhall. ye believe my words!“ 


After theſe things, jesus went over the ſea of -3+ 
Galilee, which is the lake of Tiberias. And a 
E multitude followed him; becauſe they had 
een his miracles, which he performed on them 
that were diſeaſed. And gesvs went up into a 
mountain, and there ſate with his diſciples. Now . 
the paſſover, a feaſt of the Jews, was near. 
Then jesvs lifted up his eyes, and ſeeing ag 
great multitude come to him, he ſaith to Philip, 

+ Whence ſhall we buy bread, that they may 
cat?” (And this he ſaid to try him, for he, 
himfelf knew what he was about to do.) Philip 
anſwered him, © Two hundred pennyworth * of 
bread is not ſufficient for them, that every one 
of them may take a little.” One of his diſei- 
ples, Andrew, Simon Peter's brother, faith. unto 
him,“ There 1s a lad here, that hath five barley 
loaves, and two ſmall fiſhes : but what are they 
among ſo many?“ And jrsvs ſaid, Make te 10 
men fit down.” Now there was much graſs in 
the place. The men therefore ſate down about 
„ | five 


As much as could be purchaſed for 2009 denarii ; about 
(I. 55, 
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five thouſand in number. Then jesvs took the 
loaves, and having given thanks, diſtributed 
them to the diſciples, and the diſciples to them 
that were ſet down; and likewiſe of the fiſhes, 
as much as they would. And when they were 
filled, he faith to his diſciples, Gather up the 
broken pieces which remain, that nothing may 
be loſt.” Wherefore they gathered them together, 
and filled twelve baſkets with the fragments of 
the five barley loaves, which remained over and 
above to them that had eaten. The men there- 
fore ſeeing the miracle, which jEs us had wrought, 
ſaid, ©* This is certainly the prophet, who was to 

15 come into the world.” I Es us therefore knowing 
that they were ready to come, and ſeize him by 
force, in order to make him king, withdrew - 
again to the mountain by himſelf alone. 

And when the evening was come, his diſci- 
ples went down to the np ſide ;? and having 
entered into a ſhip, they were going to the other 
fide of the ſea towards Capernaunt : And it was 

now dark, and jesus was not come to them, 
And the ſea aroſe by reaſon of a violent wind, 
that blew. So when they had rowed about twenty- 
five or thirty furlongs *, they ſee js us walking 
on the ſea, and coming near the ſhip : and they 
2pwere afraid. But he ith to them, It 1s I, be 
not afraid.” Then they received him with plca- 
ſure into the ſhip, and the ſhip was immediately 
at the land, to which they were going. 

'On the morrow, the multitude who continued 
on the other i:de of the ſea, as they ſaw there 
was no other veſſel there, but that one into which 

his diſciples entered, aud that jesus did not go 

with his diſciples into the veſſel, but that his diſ- 

ciples went away alone (though there came other 

veſſels from Tiberias nigh to the place where they 

had eat bread, after the Lord had given thanks :) 
The 


® Little more than a league, 
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The multitude therefore, when they ſaw that nei- 
ther jEsUs, nor his diſciples were there, went 
alſo themſelves aboard the veſlels, and came to 
Capernaum, ſeeking for gs US. And when they 25 
Jad found him on the other ſide of the ſea, the 
ſaid unto him, „ Rabbi, when cameſt thou hi- 
ther?“ Jesvs anſwered them, and ſaid, © Verily, 
verily, I ſay unto you, ye ſeek me, not becauſe 
ye have ſeen the miracles, but becauſe ye have 
eaten of the loaves, and were filled. Labour not 
to procure the meat, which periſheth, but that 
meat which endureth to eternal life, which the 
Son of Man will give you: for him hath God 
the Father ſealed *.” They therefore ſaid unto 
him, What muſt we do, that we may ſo work 
the works of God?” Jesus replying ſaid unto 
them, This is the work of God, that ye be- 
lieve on him, whom he hath ſent.” Then they 30 
ſaid to him, What ſign therefore ſheweſt thou, 
that we may ſee it,“ and believe thee ? What 
doſt thou perform? Our fathers did eat manna 
in the wilderneſs ; as it is written, He gave 
them bread from heaven to eat f.“ Then ſaid 
JESUS to them,“ Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, 
Moſes gave you not that bread from heaven f, 
but my Father giveth you the true bread from 
heaven. For that is the bread of God, which 
deſcendeth from heaven, and giveth life to the 
world.” They therefore ſaid to him, Lord, 
give us evermore this bread.” Then jesvus ſaid 35 
to them, I am the bread of life: He that 
cometh to me, ſhall never hunger; and he that 
believeth in me, ſhall never thirſt. But I have 
told you, that ye have even ſeen me, and believe 
not in me.“ All that the Father giveth me, 
2 will

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will come to me; and him that cometh to me, 
I will by no means caſt out : Becauſe ] came 
down from heaven, not to do my own will, but 
the will of him that ſent me. And this is the 
will of the Father, who ſent me, that of all whonf 
he hath given me, I ſhould loſe none, but ſhould 


40 raiſe him up at the laſt day. Even this is the will 


of him, that ſent me, that every one, who view- 
eth the Son with an attentive eye, and believerh 
on him, ſhould have eternal life: and 1 will 
raiſe him up at the laſt day.” 

Then the Jews, who were about him, mur- 
mured, becauſe he ſaid, JI am the bread, which 
came down from heaven.” And they ſaid, Is 
not this jEsvs, the ſon of Joſeph, whoſe father 
and mother we have Known? How therefore doth 
he ſay, that I came down from heaven?” Jesvs 
therefore replied, and ſaid unto them, Do not 
murmur among yourſelves. No man can come 
to me, unleſs the Father, who hath ſent me, 
draw him; and then I will raiſe him up at 


45 the laſt day. It is written in the prophets, 


« And they ſhall be all taught by God:.“ 
Therefore every one, who hath heard and learned 


- from the Father, cometh. unto me. Not that any 


one hath ſeen the Father, except he who is from 
God : He hath ſeen the Father. Verily, verily, 


I fay unto you, that he who believeth on me, 


hath 2 life. I am the bread of life. 
Your fathers did eat manna in the wilderneſs, 


goand are dead. But this is the bread, which 


cometh down from heaven, that any one may eat 
of it, and not die. I who came down from hca- 
ven, am the living bread : If any one eat of this 
bread, he ſhall live for ever: And the bread, 
which I will give, is my fleſh, which I will give 
for the life of the world.” | 

f The 
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The Jews therefore contended with each other, 
ſaying, ** How can this man give us his fleſh 
to eat.” Then jesvs ſaid to them,“ Verily, 
verily, I ſay unto you, Unleſs ye eat the fleſh of 
the Son of Man, and drink his Llood, ye have 
no life in you. He that eateth my fleſh, and 
drinketh my blood, hath eternal life ; and I will 
raiſe him vp at the laſt day. For my fleſh is meat 35 
indeed, and my blood is drink indeed. He who 
eateth my fleſh, and drinketh my blood, abideth 
in me, and I in him. As the living Father hath 
ſent me, and I live by the Father, ſo he that 
eateth me, even he ſhall live by me. This is the 
bread that came down from heaven : not as your 
fathers did eat manna, and are dead; but ? he 

that eateth this bread, ſhall live for ever.” 

Theſe things he ſpake in the ſynagogue, as he 
was teaching at Capernaum. Many therefore of 60. 
his diſciples having heard * it,” ſaid, This is 
a Aifficult diſcourſe : who can hear“ it?” But 
jesus knowing i- himſelf, that his diſciples mur- 
mured about it, ſaid unto them, Poth this of- 
fend you? What then if ye ſhall ſee the Son 

of Man aſcending up where he was before? It is 
the Spirit quickeneth ; the fleſh profiteth no- 
thing : the words which 1 ſpeak unto you, are 
ſpirit, and are life. But there are ſome of you, 
who believe not.” For jesus knew from the 
beginning, who they were that believed not, 
11 who it was that ſhould betray him, And he 65g 
ſaid, ** For this reaſon I told ycu, that no man 
can come unto me, except it be given him of my 
Father.” From this time many of his diſciples 
went back, and walked no more with him. Ja- 
sus therefore ſaid unto the twelve, Will ye alſo 
go away?” Then Simon Peter ae him, 
„Lord, to whom ſhould we go? Thou haſt the 
words of eternal life. And we believe, and know 


that

70 0d.“ jesus anſwered them, Have I not 
choſen you twelve? yet one of you is a devil.“ 
He ſpake concerning Judas Iſcariot, the ſon ” 
of Simeon ; for he had thoughts of betraying 
him ', though he was one of the twelve. 


After theſe things Ess walked in Galilee, 
for he would not walk in Judea, becavſe the Jews 
ſought to ſlay him. And a feaſt of the Jews was 
near, called the feaſt of tabernacles. There- 
fore his brethren ſaid unto him, Remove from 
hence, and go into Judea, that thy diſciples alſo 
may ſee the works, which thou performeſt: For 
no man will act any hung in ſecret, that is him- 

ſelf defirous to be publicly known. If thou per- 
formeſt theſe things, manifeſt thyſelf to the 
5 world.” For neither did his brethren believe in 
him. Then jesvs ſaid unto them, My time 
is not yet come; but your tim is always ready, 
The world cannot hate you +, but me it hateth, 
| becauſe | bear my teſtimony concerning it, that 
its deeds are evil. Do ye go up to this feaſt. I 
do not yet go up to this feaſt: for my time is 
not yet fully come.” Now when he had ſaid 
theſe things unto them, he continued * ſtill * in 
Galilee. | 

10 But when his brethren t were gone up, then 
he alſo went up to the feaſt, not publicly, but as 
it were in ſecret. The Jews therefore ſought for 
him at the feaſt, and ſaid, ** Where is he? And 
there was a great murmuring among the people 
concerning him; for ſome ſaid,” ©* Surely, he is 
a man.“ But others ſaid, ** Nay, but he 
ſeduceth the populace.” . Howbeit no one ſpoke 
with freedom concerning him, for fear of the

worldly wiſdom, 1 Or, kindred, .- 
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Now in the midſt of the feaſt, js us went u 
into the temple, and taught. And the Jews were 15 
amazed, ſaying, © How doth this man under- 
ſtand letters?“ JESUS anſwered them, and ſaid, 
« My doctrine is not mine, but his that ſent me. 
If any one be determined to do his will, he ſhall 
underſtand whether my doctrine be of God, or 
whether I ſpeak it cf myſelf. He that ſpeaketh 
of himſelf, is ſeeking his own glory. But he 
that ſeeketh the glory of him that ſent him, he 
is true, and there is no unrighteouſneſs in him. 
Hath not Moſes given you the law, and yet none 
of you obſerveth the law ? Wherefore do ye go 
about to kill me?” The multitude anſwered, and 20 
ſaid, © Thou art poſſeſſed. Who goeth about 
to kill thee?” Jesus anſwered, and ſaid unto 
them, I have performed one work, and ye all 
wonder on account of it. Moſes pave you cir- 
cumciſion; (not that it is of Moſes, but of the 
fathers;) and ye circumciſe a man on the ſabbath- 
day. If © then ' to prevent the violation of Mo- 
ſes's law, a man receive circumciſion on the ſab- 
bath; why are ye incenſed againſt me, that I 
have cured a man intirely on the ſabbath? Judge 
not according to appearance, but judge righteous 
judgment.” po 

Then ſome of the inhabitants of Jeruſalem ſaid, 25 
* Is not this he, whom they ſeek to put to 
death? But behold he ſpeaketh openly, and they 
do not ſay any thing to him. Do the rulers in- 
deed know, that this is really the Meſſiah ? 
But we know this man whence he is: whereas 
when the Meſſiah cometh, no man will know 
whence he is.“ Then jesus, as he was teach- 
ing in the temple, cried ont, and ſaid, Do ye 
both know -me, and know whence I am? Yet 
am not come of myſelf, but he who ſent me is 
true, whom ye know not. But I know him, = 


* Gr, ChriQ, 
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301 am from him, and he hath ſent me.” Then 

they 0 Bo to ſeize him: yet no one laid hands 
on him, becauſe his hour was not yet come. And 
many of the people believed on him, and ſaid, 
When the Meſſiah cometh, will he do greater 
miracles than theſe, which this © j£svs ? hath 
done ?” The Phariſees heard that the people 
whiſpered ſuch things concerning him. And the 
Phariſees, and the chief-prieſts ſent officers to 
ſeize him, Then jesvs ſaid to them, „Vet a 
little while I am with you, and © then” I go to 
him that ſent me. Ye ſhall ſeek me, and ſhall 
not find me: and where I am, ye cannot come.“ 
35 The Jews therefore ſaid among themſelves, 
« Whither is he about to go, that we ſhall not 
find him? Will he go to the diſperſed among the 
Greeks, and teach the Greeks *? What * fort 
of“ ſaying is this, which he hath ſpoken, ** Ye 
ſhall ſeek me, and ſhall not find me, and where 
I am ye cannot come.“ | 


In the laſt day, that great * day of the feaſt, 
JEsvs ſtood and proclaimed, ſaying, © If any 
man thirſt, let him' come unto me, and drink. 
He that believeth on me, as the ſcripture hath 
ſaid, out of his belly ſhall flow rivers of —_ 
water.” Now this he ſpake of the Spirit, whic 
they who believed on him, ſhould receive : For 
the Holy Spirit was not yet © given,” becauſe IE- 


405Us was not yet glorified. Then many of the peo- 


ple, when they heard this ſaying, ſaid, ©* Surely 
* this man is a prophet.” Others ſaid, * This 
is the Meſſiah.” But ſome ſaid, © Shall the Meſ- 
fiah come out of Galilee ? Hath not the ſcripture 
faid, That the Meſſiah is to come from the ſeed 
of David, and from the town of Bethlehem, 
where David was born?“ Thus there was a 
| | | | warm 
® Will he go to the Jews diſperſed among the heathen 
Grecks, and teach the Greeks ? 
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warm diſſention among the people on this ac- 
count. And ſome of them would have ſeized 
him, but no man laid hands on him. Then the 45 
officers came to the chicf-prieſts and Phariſees ; 
and they ſaid unto them, Why have ye not 
brought him?“ The officers replied, ©* No man 
ever ſpake, as this man doth.” Then the Pha- 
riſees anſwered them, Are ye alſo deceived ? 
Have any of the rulers believed on him, or any 
of the Phariſees ? But this people, who know not 
the law are curſed *,” Nicodemus, who came 50 
to © jeEsus ?* by night, being one of them, ſaid 
to them, ©* Doth our law judge any man before 
it hear him, and know what he hath done?” 
They anſwered him, ſaying, ** Art thou alſo of 
Galilee? Search and ſee, for no prophet is raiſed 


up, from Galilee.” And every one went to his 
own houſe. | 


Jzsvs went to the mount of Olives. But he 
returned to the temple early in the morning; 
and all the people came to him : and fittin 
down, he inſtructed them. And the ſcribes an 
Phariſees brought to him a woman taken in adul- 
tery ; and ſetting her in the midſt, they ſaid unto 


him, “ Maſter, this woman was taken in the 


very act of adultery : now Moſes in the law hath 5 
commanded us, that ſuch women ſhould be 
ſtoned : what therefore doſt thou ſay ?*”” This 
they ſaid, tempting him, that they might have 
to accuſe him. But jesvs ſtooping down, wrote 
on the ground with his finger. But as they con- 
tinued aſking him, he raiſed himſelf up, and ſaid 
to them, Let him of you, that is without fin, 
throw the firſt ſtone at her.” And ſtooping down 
again, he wrote on the ground. But having 
heard © his anſwer,” and being convicted in their 
; On-

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conſciences, they went out one by one, begin- 
ning from the eldeſt, even to the laſt, And je- 
sus was left alone, and the woman ſtanding in 
lo the midſt, And jESuUs raiſing himſelf up, and 
ſeeing none but the woman, ſaid to her, Wo- 
man, where are thoſe thine accuſers? Hath no 
man condemned thee ?” And ſhe ſaid, No 
man, Lord.” And jesvs ſaid unto her,“ Nei- 
ther do I condemn * thee : go thy way, fin no 
more.“ | 
Then jesvs again ſpake unto them, ſaying, 
« I am the light of the world! he that followeth 
me ſhall not walk in darkneſs, but ſhall have the 
light of life.” The Phariſees therefore ſaid un- 
to him, Thou beareſt witneſs of thyſelf, thy 
teſtimony is not + true.” Jesus anſwered, and 
ſaid unto them, Though I bear witneſs of my- 
ſelf, © yet my teſtimony is true: For I know 
from whence I came, and vhither I am going: 
But ye know not from whence I came, and whi- 
I; ther I am going. Ye judge according to the fleſh, 
I judge no man. Yet if I judge, my ſentence is 
true: for I am not alone, but I and the Father 
that ſent me. And it js written in your law, 
that the teſtimony of two men is true. I am 
one,“ who bear witneſs of myſelf ; and the Fa- 
ther, who hath ſent me, beareth teſtimony to 
me.“ Then ſaid they unto him, Who is thy 
Father?“ jesus anſwered, Ye neither know 
me, nor my Father. If ye had known me, ye 
zo would alſo have known my Father.” Theſe 
words ſpake jzsus, as he was teaching in the 
temple, in the treaſury : yet no man ſeized him, 
becauſe his hour was not yet come. 
Jesvs then faid to them again, I am going 
away, and ye-ſhall ſeek me, and ſhall die in you 
A | n.

And jesvs ſaid to them, Truly becauſe I am 
ſpeaking to you, I have many things to ſay, and 
judge concerning you. But he who ſent me, is 
true ; and I ſpeak to the world thoſe things, which 
] have heard from him.“ Yet they. dick not un- 
| derſtand that he ſpake to them of the Father. 
| jesus therefore ſaid to them, When ye ſhall

Then the Jews ſaid to him, Now we know 


that thou haſt a demon. Abraham is dead, ore:

Or, error? 
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the prophets; yet thou ſayeſt, If any one keep 
my word, he ſhall never taſte of death. Art thou 
greater than our father Abraham, who is dead, 
and the prophets who ? are dead ? Whom doſt 
thou pretend thyſelf to be?” Jesus replied, If 
I glorify myſelf, my glory is nothing: But it 
is my Father that glorifieth me, of whom ye ſay 
that he is your God: yet ye have not known 
him, but I know him: and if I ſhould ſay that I 
know him not, I ſhould be a liar, like you : But 
I know him, and keep his word. Your father 
Abraham was tranſported with a defire, that he 
might ſee my day; and he ſaw it,“ and rejoiced.” 
Then the Jews ſaid unto him, Thou art not 
yet fifty years old, and haſt thou ſeen Abraham?“ 
Jesus ſaid unto them, “ Verily, venly, I ſay 
unto you, Before Abraham was born, I am.” 
Then they took up ſtones, that they might caſt 
them at him: But jesvs concealed himſelf, and 
went out of the temple, going through the midſt 
of them, and ſo paſſed on. | 


And as he was paſling along, he ſaw a man 
who had been blind from his birth. And his 
diſciples aſked him, ſaying, ©* Rabbi, who ſin- 
ned, this man, or his parents, that he was born 
blind?“ Ixsus anſwered, ** It is'not becauſe ei- 
ther this man, or his parents have ſinned; but 
that the works of God might be manifeſted in 
| him. I muſt perform the works of him that ſent 
me, while it is day: the night is coming, in 
which no man can work. So long as I am in the 
world, I am the light of the world.” When he 
had ſpoken thus, he ſpit on the ground, and made 
clay with the ſpittle, and anointed the eyes of the 
blind man with the clay, and ſaid to him, Waſh

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The neighbours therefore, and they who had 
ſeen him before, that he was blind, ſaid, Is 
not this he, that ſat, and aſced charity?“ Some 
ſaid, © It is he.” Others, It is like him.” 
10“ But ? he ſaid, I am the man.” They there- 
fore ſaid to him, How were thine eyes opened ?” 
He replied, ** A man, called j:tsvs, made clay, 
and having anointed mine eyes, ſaid to me, Go 
to the pool of Siloam, and waſh.” And J went, 
and waſhed, and received my ſight.” Then ſaid 
they to him, Where is he?” He ſaid, I do 

not know. | 

They brought him, who had formerly been 
blind, to the Phariſees. Now it was the ſabbath- 
day, when jesus made the clay, and opened his 
15 eyes. The Phariſees therefore aſked him again, 
how he received his fight. And he ſaid to them, 
He put clay upon mine eyes, and I waſhed, 
and do ſee.” Then ſaid ſome of the Phariſees, 
« This man 1s not of God, becauſe he obſerveth 
not the ſabbath-day.”* Others ſaid, ©** How can 
a man, that is a ſinner, do ſuch miracles ?” And 
there was a diviſion among them. They ſaid 
again to the blind man, What ſayeſt thou con- 
cerning him, ſince he hath opened thine eyes?“ 
And he ſaid, He is a prophet.” The Jews 
therefore would not believe concerning him, that 
he had been blind and had received fight, till 
they had called the parents of the man who had 
received his ſight. And they aſked them, fſay- 
"Ing, Is this your ſon, of whom ye ſay that he 
Was born blind? how. then doth he pow ee ?” 
20 His parents anſwered them, and ſaid, We 
know that this is our ſon, , and that he was born 
blind: But how, he .now ſeeth, we know not; 
nor who, hath opened his eyes, we know not: he 
is of age, aſk, him, he will ſpeak concerning him- 
ſelf.” Theſe things his. parents ſaid, becauſe 


they were afraid of the Jews : For, the, Jews had 
6 | already 
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already agreed, that if any one ſhould confeſs 
him to be Chriſt, he ſhould be caſt out of the ſy- 
nagogue. Therefore his parents ſaid, © He is 
of age, aſk him.” 

They therefore called a ſecond time for the 
man, who had been blind, and ſaid to him, 
« Give glory to God: we know that this man 
is a ſinner.“ Then anfwered he, and ſaid, ** If 25 
he be a ſinner, I know not: one thing I know, 
that whereas I was blind, I now ſee.” But they 
again ſaid to him, What did he unto thee ? 
how did he open thine eyes?“ He anſwered them, 

* have told you already, and ye have not re- 
carded : why would ye hear it again? would ye 
alſo become his diſciples ?”” Then they reviled 
him, and ſaid, Thou art this fellow's diſciple; _ 
but we are the diſciples of Moſes. We know 
that God ſpake to Moſes ; but as for this man, 
we know not from whence he 15.”

And he worſhipped him. And jesvs ſaid, *« I

And ſome of the Pha- 
riſees, who were with him, heard theſe things, 
and ſaid to him,“ Are we alſo blind?” ]zsvs 
ſaid to them, If ye were blind, ye would not

# PVerily, verily, I ſay unto you, He who en- 
tereth not by the door into the ſheep-fold, but 
climbeth up ſome other way, the ſame is a thief, 
and a robber. But he that cometh in at the door, 
is the ſhepherd of the ſheep. To him the door- 
keeper openeth, and the ſheep hear his voice, 
and he calleth his own by name, and leadeth 
them out. And when he putteth forth his own 
ſheep, he goeth before them, and the ſheep fol- 

5 low him; for they know his voice. But a ſtran- 
rer they will not follow, but will flee from him, 
333 they do not know the voice of ſtrangers.” 
This parable jEs us ſpake unto them, but they 
did not underſtand what it was, that he ſaid to 
them. 

Then Jesus ſaid to them again, Verily. 
verily, I ſay unto you, I am the door of the 
ſheep. . All that ever came before me, are thieves 
and robbers : but the ſheep have not heard them. 
I am the door : if any one enter in by me, he 
ſhall be ſafe, and ſhall go in and out, and find 

10 paſture. The thief only cometh, that he may 
— and kill, and deſtroy. J am come that 
they may have life, and that they may have it 
more abundantly. I am the good ſhepherd : the 
good ſhepherd layeth down has life for the ſheep. 

he hireling indeed, who is not the ſhepherd, 
whoſe own the ſheep are not, ſeeth the wolf 

5 ; coming, 
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coming, and leaveth the ſheep, and fleeth away ; 
and the wolf ſeizeth them, and diſperſeth the 
ſheep. Now the hireling fleeth becauſe he is a 
hireling, and is not concerned about the ſheep. 
I am the good ſhepherd, and I know my * ſheep,” 
and am known by mine. Even as the Father 15 
knoweth me, and I know the Father ; and I lay 
down my life for the ſheep. And I have other 
ſheep, which are not of this fold; them alfo 
muſt I bring; and they will hear my voice; and 
there ſhall be one ſheep-fold, * and ? one ſhep- 
herd. For this reaſon doth the Father love me; 
becauſe I lay down my life, that I may take it 
again, No one taketh it from me, but I lay it 
down of myſelf. I have power to lay it down, 
and I have power to reſume it.

Now it was the feaſt of Dedication at Jeruſa- 
lem, and it was winter. And jEsus was walk- 
ing in the temple in Solomon's porch. Then 
the Jews ſurrounded him, and ſaid unto him, 
* How long doft thou hold us in ſuſpenſe ? If 
thou art the Meſſiah, tell us plainly.” Jesus 25 
anſwered them, I have told you, yet ye be- 
lieve not: the works, which I do in my Fa- 
ther's name, they bear witneſs of me. But ye 
do not believe, becauſe ye are not of my ſheep. 
As I ſaid unto you, my ſheep hear my voice, 
and I know them, and they © ow me, and I 
give unto them eternal life; and they ſhall never 
2 neither ſnall any pluck them out of my 
hand, My Father who gave them * to me, is 

2 greater 
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greater than all: and none is able to pluck 
30 © them out of my Father's hand. 1 and the 
Father are one.” Then the Jews took up ſtones 
again to ſtone him. Jesus anſwered them, 1 
have ſhewed you many good works from my Fa- 
ther; for which of theſe works do ve ſtone me? 
The Jews replying, ſaid unto him, We do not 
ſtone thee for a good work; but for blaſphemy : 
even [becauſe thou being a man; makeft thyſelf 
God.“ Jesus anſwered them, ** Is it not writ- 
35 ten in your law, ** I ſaid ye are gods *:” If he 
called them gods, to whom the word of God 
came, and the ſcripture cannot be broken; do 
ye ſay concerning him, whom the Father hath 
ſanctiſied, and fent into the world, Thou blaſ- 
phemeſt; becauſe I ſaid. I am the Son of 
God.” If I do not the works of my Father, be- 
lieve me not: but if I do, though ye believe not 
me, believe the works; that ye may know, and 
believe, that the Father is' in me, and I in 
| him.“ Then they ſought again to ſeize him: 
| 40 But he eſcaped out of their hand, and went again 
ond Jordan, to the place where John was at 
firſt baptiſing ; and there he abode. And many 
4 came to him, and ſaid, John indeed did no 
| miracle: but all things which John ſaid of this 
man, were true.” And many believed on him 
there. R 


t Now there was one Lazarus of Bethany, the 
town of Mary and Martha her Siſter, who was 

nick. It was © that * Mary, who anointed the 
Lord with ointment, and wiped his feet with her 
hair, whoſe brother Lazarus was ſick. The ſiſ- 
ters there fore ſent to him, and ſaid, Lord, be- 
hold he whom thou loveſt, is ill.“ But when 
Issus heard it,“ he ſaid. This ſickneſs is not 
unto death, but for the glory of God; that the 
Son 


® Pal, Ixxxii. 6, 
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Son of God may be glorified by it.” Now jr-5 


sus loved Martha, and her ſiſter, and Lazarus. 
When therefore he had heard that he was ſick, he 
then abode two days in the place where he was, 
Then, after that, he faith to his diſciples, Let 
us go again to Judea,” The diſciples ſay unto 
him, Rabbi, but even ' now the Jews ſought 
to ſtone thee, and doſt thou go thither again?“ 
Jesus anſwered, ©* Are there not twelve hours 
in the day? If any man walk in the day, he doth 
not ſtumble, becauſe he ſeeth the light of this 


world. But if any man walk in the night, he 10 


ſtumbleth becauſe there is no light in him.“ 
Theſe things he ſaid ; and after this, he faith to 
them, ©* Our friend Lazarus is fallen aſleep ; 
but I am going, that I may awake him.'- His 
diſciples therefore ſaid, ** Lord, if he ſleepeth, 
he will recover.” But js us ſpake concerning 
his death ; but they thought that he had ſpoken 


of taking reſt in ſleep, Then jesus therefore 
ſaid to them plainly, Lazarus is dead. And 
I am glad on your account, that I was not there; 


that ye may believe: But let us go to him.“ 
Then Thomas, who was called Didymus, ſaid 
to his fellow diſciples, ** Let us alſo go, that 
we may die with him.” 

Then jesvs when he came, found that he had 
been now four days in the tomb. (Now Bethany 
was near to Jeruſalem, about fifteen furlongs“ 
off.) And many of the Jews came to Martha and 
Mary, that they might comfort them concerning 


their brother. Martha therefore, as ſoon as ſhezo 


heard that jesus was coming, went out to meet 
him: But Mary * ſtill ' ſate in the houſe, Then 
Martha faith unto jesvs, *©* Lord, if thou hadſt 
been here, my brother had not died. But even 


now, I know that whatſoever thou ſhalt aſk of 


God, God will give it ' thee,” Jesvs faith to 
M her, 
® Somewhat leſs than two miles, þ 
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her, « Thy brother ſhall riſe again.” Martha 
ſaith to him, I know that he ſhall riſe again 
in the reſurrection at the laſt day.” Jesvs ſaid 
unto her, I am the reſurrection, and the life: 
he that believeth in me, though he be dead, ſhall 
live; and every one that is living, and believeth 
in me, ſhall never die. Doſt thou believe this?“ 
She ſaith to him, Yes, Lord, I believe that 
thou art the Meſſiah, the Son of God, who was 
to come into the world.” And having ſaid theſe 
words, ſhe went away, and called her ſiſter 
Mary privately, ſaying, * The maſter is hard 
by, and calleth for thee.” As ſoon as ſhe heard 


git,“ ſhe immediately aroſe and came to him. 
30 Now jesvs was not yet entered into the village, 


but continued in the place, where Martha met 
him. The Jews then, who were with her in the 
houfe to comfort her, ſeeing that Mary aroſe up 
haſtily and went out, followed her, ſaying, 
«« Surely ſhe is going to the ſepulchre, that ſhe 


may weep there.“ Then Mary, when ſhe came 


where jESsUs was, and ſaw him, fell down at his 
feet, ſaying to him, Lord, if thou hadſt been 
here, my brother had not died.” Jzsvs there- 
fore, when he ſaw her weeping, and the Jews 
weeping that came with her, groaned in ſpirit, 
and afflicted himſelf : And he ſaid, Where 
have ye laid him?“ They ſay unto him, Lord, 


35 come and ſee.” Jesvs wept. The Jews there- 
fore ſaid, ©* Behold, how he loved him.” But 


ſome of them ſaid, ©* Could not this man, who 


opened the eyes of the blind, have cauſed that 


this man alſo ſhould not have died?“ Jzsvs there- 
fore groaning again within himſelf, cometh to the 
ſepulchre. Ir was a cave, and a ſtone was laid 


upon it. Jesvs faith, © Remove the ſtone.” 
The ſiſter of the deceaſed ſaith to him, Lord, 
he now ſmelleth, for he hath been here four 


40 days.” Jesvs faith to her, Did I not ſay _ 
| thee, 
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thee, that if thou wouldeſt believe, thou ſhouldeſt. 
ſee the glory of God? Then they took away the 
ſtone, — where the deceaſed lay. And jesus 
lifted up his eyes, and ſaid, Father, I thank 
thee that thou haſt heard me. And I knew, that 
thou always heareſt me; but I ſpeak * thus be- 
cauſe of the multitude that is ſtanding by, that 
they may believe that thou haſt ſent me.” And 
having ſaid theſe words, he cried with a loud 
voice, “ Lazarus, come forth.” And he that 
was dead, came forth bound about his feet and 
hands with grave-clothes ; and his face was bound 
about with a napkin. Jzsus faith to them, 
„ Unbind him, and let him go.” Many of the 5 
Jews therefore, who had come to Mary, and be- 
held what jesvs did, believed on him. But 
ſome of them went away to the Phariſees, and 
told them what jesvs had done. 

The chief-prieſts therefore, and the Phariſees 
convened- the Sanhedrim *, and ſaid, What 
are we doing, for this man doth many miracles ? 
If we ſuffer Fl to go on * thus, all will believe 
on him; and the Romans will come, and take 
away both our place and nation.” And one of 
them, * even * Caiaphas, who was high-prieft, 
ſaid to them, Ye — nothing at all, nor dogo 
ye conſider, that it is better for us, that one man 
ſhould die for the people, than that the whole na- 
tion ſhould periſh.” Now this he ſpake, not of 
himſelf, but being high-prieſt that year, he pro- 
pheſied that jEs us ſhould ſhortly die for the na- 
tion: and not for the nation alone, but that he 
alſo might gather together into one the children 
of God, that are diſperſed abroad. From that 
day therefore they united their counſels, that they 
might ſlay him. For this reaſon jesvs walked 
no more openly among the Jews, but went away 
from thence into the country near the wilderneſs, 


to 
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to a city called Ephraim, and there he continued 
55 with his diſciples. And the Jewiſh paſſover drew 

near, and many went up from the country to je- 
ruſalem before the paſſover, that they might pu- 
rify themſelves. Then they ſought for jesus, 
and faid one to another, as they ſtood in the tem- 
ple, What think ye? that he will not come to 
the feaſt ?** But both the chief prieſt and the Pha- 
Tiſees had given command, that if any one knew 
where he was, he ſhould declare © it ;* that they 
- might apprehend him. 


*. Then je$vs came, fix days before the paſſover, 
to Bethany, where Lazarus was, who had been 
dead, * and” whom he raiſed from the dead. 
There they made a ſupper for him, and Martha 
waited at table: but Lazarus was one of them 
that fate at table wien him. Then Mary took 
an alabaſter pot, containing' a pound of un- 
adulterated ointment of ſpikenard, which was 
exceeding valuable; and having broke the veſ- 
fel, ſhe poured it on his head, and anointed the 
feet of jxsus, and wiped his feet with her hair: 

* and the houſe was filled with the odour of the 
ointment. One of his diſciples therefore, even 
Judas Ifcariot, the ſon of Simon, who was about 
5to betray him, ſaid, * Why was not this oint- 
ment ſold for three hundred pence “, and given 
to the poor? Now this he ſaid, not becauſe he 
regarded the poor, but becauſe he was a thief, 
and kept the bag, and carried what was put in 
it. Then jesvs faid, ** Let her alone, ſhe hath 
reſerved this for the day of my burial. For the 
poor ye have always with you: but me ye have 
not always.” 
A great multitude of the Jews therefore knew 
that he was there: and they came, not only on 
account of Es us, but alſo that they might ſee 
Lazarus, 
Roman denarii; amounting to 91. 78, 6 d. 
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Lazarus, whom he had raiſed from the dead. 
But the chief- prieſts conſulted how they might 10 
alſo kill Lazarus: For many of the Jews went 
away on his account, and believed on jesvs. 
On the next day, a great multitude, who were 
come to the feaſt, having heard that jesvs was 
coming to Jeruſalem, took branches of palm- 
trees, and went forth to meet him,' and cried, 
„ Hoſannah *! bleſſed © be the king of Iſrael, 
who cometh in the name of the Lord +!” And 
1Es8Us having found a young aſs, ſat on it:“ 
As it is written 1. Fear not, daughter of Sion, 15 
behold thy king cometh, ſitting on the foal of 
© an aſs.” Now his diſciples did not underſtand 
theſe things at firſt: But when IEsuSs was glo- 
rified, then they remembered that theſe things 
were written concerning him; and that ?* they 
had done theſe things to him. Now the people, 
who were with him when he called Lazarus oat 
of the grave, and raiſcd him ſrum the dead, teſ- 
tified it. And for this cauſe the people alſo 
met him, becauſe they heard that he had done 
this miracle. The Phariſees then ſaid to each 
other, Percerve ye not, that ye gain no ad- 
vantage? Behold, the world is gone after him.“ 
Now among thoſe, that came up to worſliip at 20 
the fraſt, there were ſome Greeks . + Theſe: 
therefore came to Philip, who was of Bethfaida 
of Galilee, and aſked. bim, ſaying, “Sir, we 
defire to ſee 38>vs,” Philip cometh, and telleth 
Andrew; and then Andrew and Philip told je- 
sus. And jesvs anſwered them, ſaying, The 
hour is come, that the Son of Man mult be glq- 
nfied. Verily, verily, I ſay unto. you, Unleſs 
a grain of Wheat fall to the ground, and die, it 
remaineth alone: but if. it die, it bringeth forth

iytes, who had forſaken their idolatry and bezn cycnmeiſed, 
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25 much fruit. He who loveth his life, ſhall loſe 
It : but he that hateth his life in this world, ſhall 
ſerve it to everlaſting life. If any man ſerve 
me, let him follow me; and where I am, there 
ſhall alſo my ſervant be : And if any man ſerve 
me, him will! my ? Father honour. 
Now is my ſoul troubled : and what ſhall I 
ſay, ** Father, ſave me from this hour!” Yet 
for this cauſe I came to this hour. Father, glo- 
rify thine own name!” Then there came a voice 
from heaven, which ſaid,” ** I have both glo- 
rified it, and I will glorify © at *? again.” The 
multitude therefore who ſtood by, and heard it, 
ſaid that it thundered ; others ſaid, An angel 
30ſpake to him.” Jzsus anſwered, and ſaid, 
This voice came not for my ſake, but for 
yours. Now is the judgment of this world. 
Now ſhall the ruler of this world be caſt out. 
And when I am lifted up from the earth, I ſhall 
draw all men to me.” Now this he ſpake ſigni- 
fying by what death he ſhould die. The multi- 
tude anſwered him, We have heard out of the 
law, that the Meſſiah abideth for ever; and 
how doſt thou ſay, the Son of Man muſt be lifted 
35up? Who is this Son of Man?” Then jesvs 
| ſaid to them, Yet a little while is the light 
with you ; walk while ye have the light, that 
darkneſs may not overtake you. He that walketh 
in darkneſs, knoweth not whither he goeth. 
While ye have the light, believe in the light, 
that ye may be the children of light.” Theſe 
things jesvs ſpake: and left them, and departed, 
concealing himſelf from them. 

Now though he had done ſo many miracles be- 
fore them, they did not believe on him. So that 
the ſaying of Iſaiah the prophet + was fulfilled, 
which he ſpake, Lord, who hath believed our 
„report? and to whom hath the arm of the _ 
: | 66 en 
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not receive my words, hath one that judgeth 
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© been revealed? For this reaſon they were in- 
capable of believing, becauſe, as Iſaiah faith elſe- 
where *, He hath blinded their eyes, and 40 
© hardened their hearts; leſt they ſhould ſee with 
% their eyes, and underſtand with their hearts, 
«© and be converted, and I ſhould heal them.“ 
Theſe things Iſaiah ſpake, when he ſaw his glory, 
and ſpake of him. Nevertheleſs there were many 
even of the rulers who believed on him, but they 
did not confeſs © him ? on account of the Phart- 
ſees, leſt they ſhould be expelled + the ſynagogue. 
For they loved tht praiſe of men, more than the 
praiſe of God. 

And jesvs cried ſaying, ** He that believeth 
in me, believeth not in me, but in him that ſent 
me. And he that ſeeth me, doth ſee him that 45 
ſent me. I am come alight into the world, that 
every one who believeth in me, might not abide 
in darkneſs. And if any one hear my words, 
and will not believe, 1 do not condemn him: 
for I am not come to condemn the world, but to 
ſave the world. He that rejecteth me, and doth 


him: The word that I have ſpoken, * even that 
ſhall judge him in the laſt day. For I have not 
ſpoken of myſelf, but the Father who ſent me, 
he gave me a commandment, what I ſhould ſay, 
and what I ſhall ſpeak. And I know that his 5 
commandment is eternal life: therefore whatever 

L ſay, 1 ſpeak juſt as the Father has given it me 
in charge. | 


Now before the feaſt of the paſſover, as ESS 
knew that his hour was come, when he ſhould 
depart from this world to the Father ; havin 
loved his own that were in the world, he — 
them to the end. And ſupper being come; (the 
devil having already put it into the heart of Judas

though jtsvs knew that the Father had- given 

all things into his hands; and that as he' came 

forth from God, he was returning to God : He 

riſeth from ſupper, and layeth aſide his garments, 

5 and taking a towel, tied it round him; and then 

pouring water into an ewer, he began to waſh the 

feet of © his * diſciples, and to wipe © them * with 

the linen cloth, with which he was girded. Then 

he cometh to Simon Peter: and Peter ſaith to 

him, Lord, doſt thou waſh my feet?” Jesvs 

anſwered and ſaid to him, Thou knoweſt not 

now, what I am doing; but thou ſhalt know 

hereafter.” Peter ſaid to him, Thou ſhalt ne- 

ver waſh my feet.” Jesvs anſwered him, “ It 

1 do not waſh thee, thou haſt no portion with 

me.” Simon Peter faith to him, ** Lord, not 

my feet only, but alſo my hands and my head.” 

10 Jxsus faith to him, He that hath been bath- 

ing, needs only to waſh his feet, and is entirely 
clean: and ye are clean, but not all.” For he 

knew who would betray bim; therefore he ſaid, 

Ye are not all clean, When therefore he had 

waſhed their feet, and had taken his garments, 

he ſate down again, and ſaid to them, Do ye 

know what I have been doing to you? Ye call 

me Teacher and Lord: and ye ſay well; for 

ſo ' I am. If therefore I © your * Lord and 

Teacher have waſhed your feet, ye alſo ought to 

1; waſh one another's feet. For I have given you 

an example, that as I have done to you, ye alio 

ſhould do. Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, The 

jervar.t is not greater than his Lord, nor the meſ- 

{eng er greater than he that ſent him. If ye know 

theſe things, ye are happy, if ye practiſe them. 

I ſpeak not cf you all; I know whom I have 

| choſen; but that the ſcripture may be fulfilled,

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*« his heel againſt me *.” TI tell you now, be- 
fore it cometh to paſs, that when it doth come 
ye may believe that I am He.“ I moſt aſſuredly 20 
fay unto you, Whoever entertaineth any of my 
meſſengers, entertaineth me; and whoever en- 
tertaineth me, entertaineth him that ſent me.” 
When jEsus had thus ſaid, he was troubled in 
ſpirit, and teſtified, and ſaid, ** Verily, verily, 
I ſay unto you, that one of you will betray me.” 
Then the diſciples looked on each other, doubt- 
ing of whom he ſpake. Now one of his diſciples, 
whom JEsvus loved, was leaning on the boſom of 
JESUS. Simon Peter therefore — to him, 
that he ſhould aſk, who it might be, of whom 
he ſpake. He then, reclining + on the breaſt of 25 
JESUS, faid to him, © Lord, who is it?“ JEsus 
anſwered, ** It is he to whom I ſhall give the 
top, when I have dipped it.”- And when he had 
dipped the ſop, he y_—_ it to Judas Iſcariot, the 
ſon of Simon. And after the ſop Satan entered 
into him. Then jesvs ſaid to him, What 
thou doeſt, do quickly.” But no man at the 
table knew for what purpoſe he ſpake this to- 
him. For ſome * of them thought, becauſe Ju- 
das had the purſe, that Es us had ſaid to him, 
„% Buy thoſe things, which we ſhall need for the 
feaſt; or that he ſhould give ſomething to the 
r. He therefore, having received the ſop, 30 
immediatehy went out: and it was night. 
| When therefore he was gone out, jesus ſaid, 
« Now is the Son of Man plorified, and God is 
glorified in him! If God be glorified in him, 
God will alſo glorify him in himſelf; and will 
reſently glorify him. Little children, yet a 
ſine while I am with you : Ye ſhall ſeek me, 
and, as I ſaid to the Jews, whither I go, ye can-

he ſpeaketh ? We know not what he ſaith.” Now 
JESUS knew that they were deſirous to aſk him, 
and faid to them, Do ye enquire of one ano- 
ther concerning this which I ſaid, A little while, 
and ye ſhall not fee me; and again a little while, 
and ye ſhall ſee me? Venly, verily, I fay unto20 
you, that ye ſhall weep and lament, and the world 
ſhall rejoice ; and ye ſhall be forrowful, but your 
forrow ſhall be turned into joy. A woman when 
ſhe is in labour, hath ſorrow becauſe her hour is 
come : but when ſhe hath brought forth a child, 
ſhe remembereth her ? tribulation no mo:e, for 
joy that a man is born into the world. And fo 
ye indeed have forrow now : but I will fee you 
again, and your heart ſhall r<joiee, and no one 
ſhall deprive you of your joy. And in that day 
ye ſhall not enquire any thing of me: verily, ve- 
rily, I ſay unto you, that whatſoever ye ſhall afk 
the Father in my name, he will give it you. 
Hitherto ye have aſked nothing in my name: 
aſk, and ye ſhall receive, that your joy may be 
full. Theſe things I have ſpoken to you in pa- 25 
rables: but the hour is coming, when 1 will 
. : ſpeak 
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ſpeak no more to you in parables, but I will tel? 
you what relateth to the Father with plainneſs. 
In that day ye ſhall aſk in my name: and I do 
not ſay to you; that I will afk the Father on your 
account : For the Father himſelf loveth you, be- 


- Cauſe ye have loved me, and have believed that 


I came out from God. I eame out from the Fa- 

ther, and am come into the world : agam, I am 

leaving the world, and am going to the Father.” 
His diſciples ſaid to him, Behold, now thou 


30ſpeakeſt plainly, and uſe no parable. Now we 


know that thou knoweſt all things, and haſt no 
need that any one ſhould [aſk thee: On this ac- 
count we believe that thou cameſt out from God.” 
Jesus anfwered them, Do ye now believe? 
Behold the hour is coming, yea is now come, that 
ye ſhall be ſcattered every one to your own; and 
ſhall leave me alone: yet I am not alone, for the 
Father is with me. Theſe things have I ſpoken 
to you, that ye might have peace in me. In the 
world ye ſhall have affliction: but be courageous, 


I have overcome the world.” 


asus fpake theſe] words, and lifted up his 


eyes to heaven, and faid, Father, the hour is 
come; glorify thy Son, that thy Son may glo- 
rify thee ! according as thou. haſt given him power 
over all fleſh, that he may give eternal life to all, 
that thou haſt given him. And this is eternal 
life, that they may know thee the only true God, 
and 8s us Chriſt, whom thou haſt ſent. I have 
glorified thee on earth : I have finiſhed the work, 


5 which thou gaveſt me to do. And now, O Fa- 


ther, do thou glorify me with thine own ſelf, 
with the glory which I had with thee before the 
world was. I have manifeſted thy name to the 
men, whom thou gaveſt me out of the world : 
They were thine, and thou gaveſt them to me: 
And they have kept thy word. Now they have 


known, 
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known, that all things, whatſoever thou haſt 
given me, are of thee. For the words, which 
thou gaveſt to me, I have given to them; and 
they have received them,* and have known in 
truth, that I came out from thee, and have be- 
lieved, that thou didſt ſend me, I pray for them: 
I pray not for the world, but for thoſe, whom 
thou haſt given me; for they are thine. And 10 
all mine are thine, and thine are mine; and ! 
am glorified in them. And now I am no lon 
in the world ; but theſe are in the world ; and 
I am coming to thee, O holy Father, keep theſe, 
whom thou haſt given me, through thy name ; 
that they may be one, even as we are.“ While 
I was with them in the world, I kept them in thy 
name; yea, I guarded them, whom thou gaveſt 
me, and none of them 1s loſt, unleſs it be the 
ſon of perdition : that the ſcripture might be ful- 
filled. And now I come unto thee, and theſe 
* words I ſpeak, in the world, that they may 
have my joy fulfilled in them. I have given them 
thy word; and the world hated them, becauſe 
they are not of the world, even as I am not of 
the world. I do not pray, that thou ſhouldſt 15 
take them out of the world, but that thou would 
preſerve them from the evil“. They are not of 
the world, even asI am not of the world. -Sanc- 
tify them through thy truth : thy word is truth, 
As thou haſt ſent me into the world, I alſo have 
ſent them into the world. And for their ſakes I 
ſanctify + myſelf, that they alſo may be ſanQi- | 
fied through the truth. Nor. do I pray for theſe 20 
alone; but for them alſo who ſhall believe on 
me through their word: That they all may be 
one, as thou, Father, art' in me, and I in 
thee : that they alſo may be one in us; that ſo 
the world may believe that thou haſt ſent wy

„ That here ſurrounds them. + Set myfelf apart 
as an offering holy to thee, 


* 
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And che glory, which thou gaveſt me, I have 

wen unto them, that they may be one, even as 
we are one: I in them, and thou in me, that 
they may be made perfect in one ꝰ, and that the 
world may know that thou haſt ſent me, and 
haſt loved them, as thou haſt loved me. Father, 
Iwill, that they alſo, whom thou haſt given me, 
may be with me, where | am; that they may 
behold my glory, which thou haſt given me; 
For thou loved me before the foundation of the 


25 world. Righteous Father, though the world 


hath not known thee, I have known thee ; and 


theſe have known, that thou haſt ſent me. And 


I have declared thy name to them, and will de- 
Clare it;' that the love, with which thou haſt 
loved me, may be in them, and I in them.” 


. And when JEsUs had ſpoken theſe words, he 


went forth with his diſciples over the brook Ke- 
dron ; where there was a garden, into which he 
entered, with his diſciples. Now Judas alſo, 
that betrayed him, knew the place; for jESus 
often reſorted thither with his diſciples. ® Judas 
therefore taking a band of ſoldiers,” and offi- 


cers, from the chief-prieſts and Phariſees, cometh 


thither with torches, and lamps, and weapons. 
Then Iss us knowing all things that were coming 
upon him, went forth and ſaid to them, Whom 
5 do ye ſeek ?” They anſwered him, © Jesvs the 
Nazarene.” Jesvs ſaith to them, I am he.“ 
And Judas alſo, who betrayed him, ſtood with 
them. Then as ſoon as he had ſaid to them, I 
am * he;” drew back, and fell to the 
ground. Then he aſked them again, Whom 
do ye ſeek?” And they ſaid, Jesus the Na- 
zarene.” [esus anſwered, *©* I have told you 
that I am he: If therefore ye ſeek me, let theſe 
go their way: That the ſaying he had uttered 
| might

2 be accompliſned, Of thoſe whom thou 
mon Peter having a ſword, drew it and ſmote a 
ſervant of the high-prieſt, and cut off his right 
ear. The name of the ſervant was Malchus. 
Then jesvs ſaid unto Peter, Put up thy ſword 
into thy ſheath : the cup which my Father hath 
given me, ſhall I not drink it?” 

Then the band, with the captain, and the 
Jewiſh officers, ſeized jESus, and bound him, 
And they led him away firſt to Annas; for he 
was father-in-law to Caiaphas, who was high- 
prieſt that year. Now Caiaphas was he, who 
gave advice to the Jews, that 1t was fit + that 
one man ſhauld die for the people. And Simon 15 
Peter, and another diſciple followed jesvus. 
That diſciple was known to the high-prieſt, and 
went into the palace of the 14 with I Ess. 
But Peter ſtood without at the door: that other 
diſciple therefore, who was known to the high- 
prieſt, went out and ſpake to her that kept the 
door, and brought in Peter. Then the damſel | 
that kept the door, ſaith to Peter, Art not 
thou alſo * one of this man's diſciples?” He 
ſaith, ** I am not.” And the ſervants and offi- 
cers ſtood. there, having made a fire of coals, for 
it was cold ; and they were warming themſelves, 
And Peter ſtood to warm himſelf amongſt them. 

The high-prieſt then aſked jesvs concerning 
his dicipfes and concerning his doctrine. Ix- 20 
sus anſwered him, I have ſpoken openly | to 
the world; I have always taught in the ſyna- 
gogue, and in the temple, whither the Jews con 
tinually reſort, and have ſaid nothing in ſecret. 
Why doſt thou aſk me? Aſk thoſe that heard 
me,“ what I have ſpoken to them: behold, 
they know what I have ſaid.” Now when he

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had ſpoke theſe things, one of the officers, who 
ſtood by, gave JIEsus a blow, ſaying, ** Doſt 
thou anſwer the high-prieſt thus? Ma an- 
ſwered him, If I have ſpoken evil, bear teſti- 
mony concerning the evil ; but if well, why doſt 
thou ſtrike me?“ Now Annas had ſent him bound 
to Caiaphas the high-prieſt. 

25 And Simon Peter ſtood, and warmed himſelf. 
They ſaid therefore to him, . Art not thou alſo 
one of his diſciples?” He denied it, and 
ſaid, ©* I am not.” One of the ſervants of the 
high-prieſt, being a relation of his, whoſe ear 
Peter had cut off, ſaith, ** Did not I ſee thee in 
the garden with him?“ Then Peter denied it 


again, and immediately the cock crew. 


Then they led jzsvs from Caiaphas to the Prae- 
torium *. And it was early, and they themſelves 
went not into the Praetorium, left they ſhould be 

olluted, and prevented from eating the paſſover. 
Pilate therefore came out to them, and ſaid, 

MWMhat accuſation do ye Pans againſt this man?“ 
30 They anſwered, and ſaid to him, If this were 

not a notorious offender, we would not have de- 
liyered him to thee.” Then Pilate ſaid to them, 
« Take ye him, and judge him according to 

our law.” Then the Jews fd to him, It is not 
Jawful for us to put any man to death.” That 
the ſaying of jEsus might be fulfilled, which he 
ſpake, ſignifying by what death he ſhould die f. 
Pilate therefore entered again into the Praeto- 
rium, and called jtsus ; and ſaid to him, Art 
thou the king of the Jews?” Jesus anſwered 
him, ©* Doſt thou ſay this of thyſelf, or have 


| 35 others told thee concerning me?“ Pilate replied, 


« Am I a Jew? Thine own nation, and the 
chief- 


. Or, judgment-hall, where the praetor held his court. 
+ Sc. by crucifixion, which was not a Jewiſh, but a Ro- 
man puniſhment, _ 
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chief-prieſts have delivered thee to me: what haſt 
thou done?” Jesvs anſwered, ©* My kingdom is 
not of this world: if my kingdom were of this 
world, my ſervants would have fought, that I 
might not have been delivered to the Jews ; but 
now my —_— is not from hence.” Pilate 
therefore ſaid to him, Art thou then a king?“ 
ogg anſwered, ©* Thou ſayeſt right; Iam a 
ing. For this purpoſe was I born, and for this 
end I came into the world, that I might bear wit- 
neſs to the truth. Every perſon, who is of the 
truth, heareth my voice.“ Pilate ſaith to him, 
What is truth ?” And when he had ſaid this, 
he went out again to the Jews, and ſaith to them, 
«© I find no fault at all in him: But ye have a 
cuſtom that I ſhould releaſe: to you one at the 
paſſover: will you therefore that I releaſe unto 
you the king of the Jews?” Then they all cried 40 
out again, faying, ** Not this man, but Barab- 
bas. Now Barabbas was a robber. 
Then Pilate therefore took jz$vs, and ſcourg- -t 


l ed him; and the ſoldiers having platted a erown 
- of thorns, put it upon his head, and clothed him 
7 in a purple robe; and ſaid, Hail, king of tha 
bl uw * And they ſmote him with their hands. 
9 ilate therefore came out again, and ſaid to them, 


«© Behold, I am bringing him out to you, that 
ye may know that I find no fault in him.” Then g 
JESUS came out wearing the thorny crown, and 
the purple robe. And © Pilate * ſaid to them, 
& Behold the man! When therefore the chief 
priefts, and their? officers ſaw him, they cried 
out, ſaying, ** Crucify © him,” crucify him!“ 
Pilate faid to them, Take ye him, and crucify 
© him :* for I find no fault in him.” The Jews 
anſwered him, We have a law, and by our 
law he ought to die, becauſe he hath made him- 
ſelf the Son of God.“ n 
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When Pilate therefore heard this expreſſion, he 
was the more afraid ; and he entered again into 
the palace *, and ſaid. to Es us, Whence art 
10thou ?” But Iss gave him no anſwer, Then 
Pilate ſaid to him, Doſt thou not ſpeak to me? 
Doſt thou not know that I have power to crucify 
thee, and have power to has thee ?” Jesus 
replied, ** Thou couldeſt have no power at all 
againſt me, except it were given thee from above: 
therefore he + that delivered me to thee hath the 
greater ſin. From this time Pilate endeavoured 
_ earneſtly to releaſe him. But the Jews cried out, 

ſaying, If thou let this man go, thou art not 
Caeſar's friend; every one that maketh himſelf 
a king, ſpeaketh againſt Caeſar.” When Pilate 
therefore heard that ſpeech, he brought jzsus 
out, and fate down in the tribunal, 1n a place 
called the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gab- 
| batha. And it was the preparation of the paſſ- 
over, and © was towards the ſixth hour: and 


15 he faith to the Jews, © Behold. your king.” But 


they cried out, Away with him,“ away with 
him, ' crucify him!“ Pilate faith to them, 
„„ Shall I crucify your king? The chief-priefts 
anſwered, ** We have no king but Caeſar,” 
Then he delivered him therefore to them to be 
crucihed.” - 
And they took jesus, and led him away. 
And he carrying his croſs, went out to a place, 
which was in the Hebrew Golgotha, * ar 
the place of a ſcull: Where they crucified him, 
and two others with him, one on each ſide, and 
Iesus in the midſt. And Pilate wrote a title, 
and put it on the croſs: and the inſcription was, 
Jz$vs oF NAZzARETR, . THE KING OF THE 
20]zws. Many of the Jews therefore read this in- 
_ | ſſcription; 
%%or, Praetorium. + The high -prieſt and his 
council, who have greater opportunities of knowing God 
and his law. 


| Sr. Jonn's GosPEr.  X1X 
ſcription ; for the place where jExs us was cruci- 


fied was near the city. And it was written in 
Hebrew, Greek, and Latin. The chief-priefts 
of the Jews therefore ſaid to Pilate, Do not 
write, The king of the Jews : but that he ſaid, 
Jam the king of the Jews.” Pilate anſwered, 
« What I have written, I have written.” The 
ſoldiers therefore, when they had crucified jesvus, 
took his garments, and made four parts, to every 
ſoldier a part: And alſo his veſt. Now the veſt 


was without ſeam, woven from the top through- 


out. They ſaid therefore one to another, Let 
us not tear it, but let us caſt lots for it, whoſe it 
ſhall be.” That the ſcripture might be fulfilled, 
which ſaĩith, They divided my garments amon 
them, and caſt lots for my rellurs . Theſe 
things therefore the ſoldiers did. 


Now there ſtood by the croſs of js us his mo-25 


ther, and his mother's ſiſter (Mary the wife ? of 
Cleopas;) and Mary Magdalene, Ess there- 
fore ſeeing his mother, and the diſciple + whom 
he loved, ſtanding near, ſaid to his mother, 
„Woman, behold thy ſon 11“ Then he ſaid to 
that diſciple, ©* Behold thy mother!“ And from 
that hour that diſciple took her to his own © houſe.” 
After this jzsus knowing that all things were 
now accompliſhed, that the ſcripture || might be 
fulfilled, ſaith, I thirſt.” Now there was ſet 
a veſſel full of vinegar : and they filled a ſpun 

with vinegar, and putting it round a all 0 


hyſſop, 5 it to his mouth. When 1jesvs there- 30 


fore had received the vinegar, he ſaid, Ir 18 


FINISHED :” and declining his head, he diſmiſſed 


his ſpirit 5. | 
Then the Jews becauſe it was the preparation , 
that the bodies might not remain upon the croſs

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on the ſabbath- day (for that ſabbath was a great 
day) intreated Pilate that their legs might be 
broken +, and * that * they might be taken away. 
'The foldiers therefore came, and brake the legs 
of the firſt, and of the other who was crucified 
with him. But coming to jesus, they did not 
break his legs, as they faw he was already dead. 
But one of the ſoldiers pierced his fide with a 
ſpear, and immediately there came out blood 

35 and water. And one who ſaw it,” hath borne 
this ' teſtimony; and his teſtimony is true: 
And he knoweth that what he faith is true ; that 
ye may believe. For theſe things were done, 
that the ſcripture might be fulfilled, ** Not a 
% bone of him ſhall be broken .“ And again 
another ſcripture ſaith, They ſhall look on Un 
** whom they have pierced |.” 


And after theſe things, Joſeph of Arimathea, 
(being a diſciple of Iss, though ſecretly for 
fear of the Jews) intreated Pilate that he might 
take away the body of JESUS. And Pilate gave 
him leave. He therefore came and took the body 
of 1s$Us. And there alſo came Nicodemus, 
(who at the firſt came to Es us by night) and 
brought a mixture of myrrh and aloes, that 

40 weighed about a hundred pounds, Then they 
took the body of Is us, and ſwathed it in linnen, 
with the ſpices, according to the Jewiſh cuſtom 
of burying. Now in the place where he was 
crucified there was a garden, and in the garden 
A new {epulchre,. in which no man was ever yet 
laid. There laid they jzsvus therefore, becauſe 
of the Jewiſh preparation- day; for the ſepul- 


chre was near at hand. 


The

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The firſt © day of the week, came Mary Mag. 
dalene early, while it was yet dark, to the ſe- 
alchre ; and ſaw that the ſtone was taken away 
from the ſepulchre. She therefore runneth and 
cometh to Simon Peter, and to that other diſci- 
ple“ whom yesvus loved; and faith to them, 
5 They have taken away the Lord out of the ſe- 
ulchre, and we know not where they have laid 
him.” Peter therefore and that other diſciple 
went out, and came to the ſepulchre. And they 
both ran together: and that other diſciple out- 
ran Peter, and came firſt to the ſepulchre. And 
ſtooping down, * to look into it,“ he ſaw the 
linnen clothes lying ; but he did not enter in, 
Then came Simon Peter following him, and 
having ſtooped down, he went into the ſepul- 
chre, and faw the linnen clothes laid by them- 
ſelves; and the napkin, which was about his 
Head, not laid with the linnen clothes, but folded 
up in a place by itſelf. Then that other difct- 
ple, who came firſt to the ſepulchre, went in 
alſo; and he ſaw, and believed. For hitherto 
they did not know + the ſcripture, that he muſt 
riſe from the dead. Then the diſciples went 10 
away again to their companions. A | 
But Mary ſtood near the fepulchre, weeping 
without: and as fhe wept, ſhe ſtooped down, 
and looked into the ſepulchre, and ſaw two 
angels in white, fitting one at the head, and the 
other at the feet, where the body of '5z$us had 
been laid. And they ſaid to her, Woman, 
why doſt thou weep?” She ſaid to them, Be- 
cauſe they have taken away my Lord, and I know - 
not where they have laid him.” And < juſt? as 


51 me had ſaid this, ſhe turned back, and ſaw i- 
sus ſtanding. And ſhe knew not that it was 
*. Ixsus. Ixsus ſaid to her, Woman, why doſt 15 
6, thou weep ? whom doſt thou ſeek ;?“ She ſup- 
SIR 7 poſing 
St. John, + Fully comprehend, 
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poſing him to be the gardener, ſaid to him, “ Sir, 
if thou haſt borne him hence, tell me where thou 
haſt put him, and I wall remove him.” IEsus 
ſaid to her, Mary!” © And turning, ſhe ſaid 
to him, Rabboni ;“ that is to ſay, My great * 
maſter, Jesus ſaich to her, Do not embrace 
me now; for I am not yet aſcended to my Fa- 

ther: but go to my brethren, and ſay unto them, 
« aſcend to my Father, and your Father; and 
to my God, and your God.” Mary Magda- 
lene came and told the diſciples, that ſhe had 
ſeen the Lord, and that he had ſpoken theſe 
things unto her. 


Then on the evening of the ſame day, which 
was the firſt © day of the week, + the doors, where 
the diſciples were aſſembled, being ſhut for fear of 
the Jews, zEsvs came, and ſtood in the midſt, and 
⁊20 ſaith to them, Peace be unto you! And having 
faid this, he ſhewed them his hands, and his fide. 
The diſciples therefore were glad, when they ſaw 
the Lord. Then IEsus ſaid to them again, 
Peace be unto yo As © my Father ſent me, 
ſo alſo I ſend you.” And ſaying this, he breathed 
upon them, and ſaid to them, Receive ye the 
Holy. Spirit. Whoſe ſoever fins ye remit, they 
are remitted to them: and whoſe ſoever * ſins ? 
ye retain, they are retained.” 
But Thomas, one of the twelve, called Didy- 
mus, was not with them, when jxsus came. 
25 The other diſciples therefore told him, We 
have ſeen the Lord.” But he ſaid to them, Un- 
. leſs I ſhall ſee in his hands the mark of the nails, 
and ſhall put my finger upon the mark of the 
nails, and put my hand upon his fide, I will not 
believe. And after eight days his diſciples were 
2F again within, and Thomas with them; and ? 
 _ $Esvs came, the door being ſhut, and ſtood a 
' tne 
oi. e. the twin - brother. + Or, © Even when the 
docas were ſhut, 
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the midſt, and ſaid, Peace © be * unto you!” 
Then he ſaid to Thomas, “ Reach thy finger 
hither, and behold my hands; and reach thine 
hand, and pnt it on my fide; and be not incre- 
dulous, but believe.” And Thomas anſwered, 
and ſaid to him, My Lord, and my God!” 
Jesus faith to him, Thomas, thou haſt be- 
lieved, becauſe thou haſt ſeen me: happy are 
they, who have not ſeen, and yet* have be- 
lieved.“ 

And indeed many other figns jesus wrought 30 
in the preſence of his diſciples, which are not 
written in this book. But theſe are written that 
ye may believe that jzsvs is the Meſſiah ®, the 
Son of God ; and that believing, ye may have 
life through his name. . 


After theſe things, Is us manifeſted himſelf r 


again to his diſciples, at the ſea of Tiberias. 
And he manifeſted © himſelf thus. Simon Pe- 
ter, and Thomas, called Didymus, and Natha- 
niel of Cana in Galilee, and the © two ſons of 
Zebedee, and two other of his diſciples, were 
together. Simon Peter faith to them, I go a 
fiſhing.” They ſay to him, We alſo*go with 
thee.” They went out, and 1 took 
ſhip ; and that night they caught nothing. And 
when the morning was now came, jfsvs ſtood 
upon the ſhore; nevertheleſs the diſciples knew 


not that it was jEsUus. Then jesus ſaid wog 


them, Have ye any thing to eat, lads ?“ They 
anſwered him, No.” And he ſaid to them, 
„Throw the net on the = ſide of the ſhip, 
and ye will find ſome.” ey threw therefore, 
and now they were not able to draw it, on ac- 
count of the multitude of fiſhes. Then that diſ- 
ciple whom jesvs loved, faith unto Peter, It 
is the Lord,” Simon Peter therefore hearing it 

was

* S - » 
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was the Lord, girded on his coat (for he was 
naked) and threw himſelf into the ſea. And the 
Other diſciples came with the boat, drawing the 
net © full * of fiſhes, for they were not far * 
the land, but about two hundred cubits *. As 
ſoon then as they came aſhore, they ſaw a fire of 
burning coals laid, and fiſh laid upon it, and 


obread. J=sus ſaid to them, Bring ſome ' of 


the iſh which ye have now taken.” Simon Pe- 
ter went aboard, and drew the net to land, full 
of great fiſhes, a hundred and fifty-three. And 
though they were fo many, the net was not 
broken. Jesvs ſaid to them, Come and re- 
freſh yourſelves.” And none of the diſciples 
pꝓreſumed to aſk him, Who art thou?” know- 
ing that it was the Lord. Jzsvs therefore came, 
and took dread, and gave it them; and like- 
wiſe fiſh. This was now the third time that je- 
aus ſhewed himſelf to his diſciples after he was 
riſen from the dead. 
23 When therefore they had made a meal, JESUS
